Tun Tarikit-Soragn, or IListory of Sorat? 
and IfMliy, forming the western portion of 
KAthidwid, was compiled by Ranchodji Amarji, 
Divdn or prime minister of Junigadh, abaut 
1825, and gives a petty circumstantial account 
of the factions and broils that disturbed these 
provinces during the lifetime of the author and 
his father, As a genuine native history, written 
by # man who took a leading part in most of the 

, events he describes, and who was quite independ. 
ont of English influence, it ought to possess some 
interest for all classes of renders, 

Tho Persian MS, of the work was brought to 
my notice by the late Mr, Gokalji Jhdli, then 
Divan of Jundgadh, on my visit, to that place in 
May 1869, Mr. ManilAl Govindrim, now of the 
Bhivanagar High School, algo obtained for me a 
Joan of translation of il into Gujnrfti, and made a 
enveful version froin it into English. When this 
was nhout completes got a second Persian MS., 
and submitted both MSS, and the translation of 
tho Gujariti version to Mr, E, Rehatsek, who 

“very kindly produced anathor translation, more 
in accordance with the Persian original than , 
Mr. Manilél’s founded on the Gujarftionly. This 
lay past for some time, but a few years ago I began

the country and its history as well ay of the lan. 
‘puage of the original, eminently qualified him for 
doing so—very kindly agreed to revise Uhe MS, 
and look over the proofs as the hook passed 
through the press. ‘Lhe alterations he has made 
to bring it into accordance vith the better copies 
of tho original work in his possossion, have been 
numerous and important. 

Tt was intended to add a considerable nmount 
of additional collateral information to the work na 
it passed through tho press, bub frequent— almost 
constant—nbsence from the vicinity of any library, 
and the pressure of work which has frequently 
interrupted even the printing for long periods of 
time, havo limited the additional matter to a brief 
introduction and a few notes senttered throughout 
the book, and amounting in all lo about 57 pages. 

Thave only to add that itis to the offers of 
patronage of tho work on tho part of the Chiefs

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INTRODUCTION. 


Tho peninsula of Kithidwid orSau- 
rishtra, lying be ivan the gulfgyof Kachh 
and Cambay or Khambhit, and surrounded on 
the south and wost by the Afbian Sea, is the 
holy Jand of Western India. It was known to 
the Crooks and Romans under tho name of 
Sauraatrané 5 tho Muhammadanse called it by 
tho Prakritized name of Sorath, aud to this 
day'a large district in Lho south-west, a hundred 
miles in length, slill rotning that name, An- 
other district, quite, ns largo, to the east of the 
centre, howover, has long beet known as K A- 
thidwad, from having been overrun by the 
Kathts, who entored tho peninsula from 
Kachh, perhaps first in predatory bands in 
the thirteonth or fourloonth century; in the 
fifloonth the wholo tribe was driven ont of 
Kachh, und in that and tho following contury 
conquered 2 considerable torvitory, The Ma, 
rithds, who came into contach with them in 
their forays, and wore sometimes successfully 
ropolled hy thom, ‘extended tho name of K i. 
thidwid tn the whole provinge, and from 
them we have como to apply it in’a similar 
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wido senso; but by Buihmays and tho natives 
itis still spokon of os Saurdaehtea. 

The extremo longth, of the poninanin, fron 
Gro gh& in tho cast, to Jagator Dwirakh 
inthe west, is nearly 220 milo; ita grontest 
breadth is about 165 milos, and its aren 82,000 
squaro milos, wille an ostimated population of 
about two and a half milliong. 

It is divided into 188 sovavato alatos, large 
and small, ‘of which thirtoon pay no tribute; 
Hinety-six avo tributary to tho British Govorn. 
mont, seventy to thal of tho Gaikwfd ox the 
representative of the Marithis, and nino pay 
tribute to both; while of the lattor throo classe 
ono hundvrod and thirty-two pay a tax called 
Zortalabi to the Nawhh of Sundgadh. The 
states are arrangod in sovon classes, with vary. 
ing civil-and oviminal powors,—fva of the 
lorgor belonging to the first class. eo 

Kathiawid is usually divided into (on 
provinces or prdnts, of vory unequal sizo:— 

(1.) Savdwip, in the north, containing 
about fifty states, of whioh Dhrfingadhrd, Limbdi, 
Wadhwin, Winkandr, SiolA, Ohudi, and Thin. 
Laktar, ove among tho Ingest; originally it 
included Viramgoum, Mandal, and part of the 
Dhondhuka district now undor Almaditbid. 

(2) Maounuinmds, comprising Morbi and 
Malia, lies td the woat of Thalawhd. 

(8.) Handr, in tho north-Wrost, dovives ita name 
from the Hala branch of JAdofis from Kachh, and 
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embraces twenty-six atages, of which Jamnagar 
or Nawhnagar is tho largest; Riijkot, Gondal- 
Dhoraji, Dharol, Driphi, &o., avo smullor. 

(4.) OxnAmanpat, in tho oxtrome wost, ba 
longs lo Baroda, 

(8,) Banapd or Jnrwin, along the south-west 
const, ia,kifown algo ag Purbandar, 

(6) Soratn, in the south, is occupied by the 
Junigadh Stato, aX the two small holdings of 
Bintwi and Amripur; but tho seaccoast from 
Mingrol to tho island of Din or Div is also 
known as NA ghor, 

(7.) Banetawap, so called from the BabriA 
tribe of Kolis, is a hilly tract in tho south-enst, 
divided into many very small slates, or villago 
holdings, and includos many villagos bolonging 
to tho Gaikwid of Baroda. 

(8) KArmawén, nenv the middle is a large 
district, comprising Jolpur-Chital; Aintoli, Jas- 
dhan, Cholila, Anandapur, and fifty other 
smallor osiates. 

(9.) Uxn-Sanvayd, lying along tho Satmniijt 
rivor, and dividod into small holdings. 

(10.) Gomrnyan, in tho onst, along tho shore 
of tho gulf of Cambay, is so named from tho 
Gohil Rajputs, who aro tho ruling yvato in it, 
Il comprises tho Gogh district, bolonging to 
tho AhmadAbid Collectorato,—Bhannagar, a 
first-class lato, PAiténd, Walh, Lithi, and.

# The island (b¢¢) of Sankhadie bolongs to Okhéinandal, 
Yt waa long famous for its pirates, we 
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many others; and it ineyndos tho old divinion of 
tho provinee callod Walk. 

Cotevally speaking, with tha exception af 
tho Thingd and Mindhay hills in tho west of 
ThGWAwAd, tho Alosh and Datiat vengos in 
Haldr, the hill of Gop, aud others, Oe northern 
portion of the conmiry is fat; but in tho sonth 
tho Cty vango runs nearly pavellal with (he canst, 
and at a distance of aboystiwonty miles from 
it, along thd north of Babritwid and Sovath, 
tuming northwards towdrds Girnir, Opposite 
this lattor mountain, again, fa tho sohiary Ofwn 
hill, ond thon still futher wort is tho Rad 
group belweon ITAldy and Barada, running whont 
twonty milos north and sonth, from Clunuli to 
Rindway, near which ivon ovo was dug in curly 
timos, After the Hinits of Bubritwid ive pasted 
a low rango of hills snecoody the Cin; these 
hills join those ofeUnd Sarveya. ‘here ig alsa a 
fine cluster of granito pouks ab Chaméndi, and 
the Sihor and Kholhra ranges in (ho sonth- 
eastern portion of Uohilwid, 

Tho principal river is tho Bhidar, which 
visos in the Mandhay hills and flows sonth-woxt, 
falling into tho son ab Navi-Bunday, in Baradi, 
after a cours of about é tnndred wnd fifteon 
miles in a diveot lino, ovarywhore marked by 
tho lands noar ils banks boing in a high stato 
of cultivation, ILis a saying in the districts 
throngh which it passca that il voooivex ninoly- 
nino tributary streams, Jvom tho same hills 
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vives another Bhidar, gvhich flows eastwards 
past Rinpur and Dhandhuka into the gulf of 
Cambay or Khambhiit, and in its short course 
attains a considerable size. gs 

Tho Aji, porhaps the protlicst stroam in the 
province, rises near Sardhiy end runs novth- 

, wards past Rijkot, receiving the Mari from 
the left, and falls ag the gulf of Kachh néar 
Balambi, in Tlilir) It is nolod fog the excel- 
lonce of its wator, and the gold dust found 
in small quantities in its bed.” 

The Machhu, from near Sardhir, flows 
north-west, through the district to which it gives 
name, past Winkandr and Morbi, irito the gulf 
of Kachh, near Malia, 

Tho Wadhwin and LimbdiBhogiwis both 
rise'in the Thinga range, and flowing past Wadh- 
win and Limbdi respectively lose themselves 
in tho Ran to the north of thd gulf of Cambay 

Tho Sateut ji, from the Gly range, receives 
a large numbor of tributaries, and passes Pali- 
{And and Tilijd on its way to the entrance of 
the gulf of Khambhat. : 

Saurdshtyd was doubtloss ata very carly 
period brought undor tho influence of Brih- 
manical civilization, and, from its position at the 
extreme north of the coast lino of Wosten 
Tndia, it was tho most aecossiblo to influences 
from the West. As carly ag the roign of the 
great Adoka of Magadha (3c, 265-229) we 
find him insovibing his famous ediots npon the 
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hugo granite bouldorg. al Uho ontranco of tho 
pass thot londs from Junigadh to Gimdr. If 
tho roading in Strabo of Saravstos is voolly, as 
thgra is good reason to suppose, & corruption of 
somo form of Saurishtra, thon it waa included 
in tho conquests of tho (ndo-Skythian kinga, 
Domotrios tho son of Euthydomos (10. oi, 
100), and Menandor (n.d. 144), wha, he aay, 
pushod thajr conquosta edatwarda and * got 
possession nob only of Patalénd, bub of tho 
kingdoms of Safaostosand Sigordis (or 
Sigorlis) hoing tho romaindor of tho const.” 

Its shoros woro woll known to tho Aloxandvion 
morohanta of the firsiand socond oontnrios, but 
thevo is considorablo diMoulty in idontifying tho 
places they mention. Dx. Vinoont,+ Loxson,t 
and Col, Yule§ have onch ablomptod tho task, 

Lasson placos tho oily of Suragtra ab 
Tunigadh, and this is ag probablo a conjace 
tuo as porhaps any othor that could bo formod. 
Yulo places itat Navi-bandayr, which is 
vory doubtful, [Fnot Junk ga dh or Vanthali, 
thon Virdwaland Sthor aro tho only two 
othoy sitos that soom likely. 

Bardaximg is loontod by Yuloat Purbane 
dav, porhaps from tho rosemblanco of the namo

Yulo placos the Baraké of Arrian at J- 
gat or DwirakA ; Lassen also identifies it {vith 
Dwiraka, which he places oh the const hatween 
Purbandar and Miyfni, near Srinagar. Mula- 
Dwirakia, or the original sito, vas further 
east then this, but is variously placed near 
MAdhupuy, thirty-six mile# north-west from 
Somanifth-Pattan, or three miles south- 
west from Kodinfy, and nineteen miles oast 
of Somanidth, This last spot is called Mula 
Dwaraka to this day. 

Astakapya, or Astakampra, Yulo has 
quite recently identifiod with Hastakavapra, 
montioned in a Vulabhi copper-plate grant, and 
bolioved to be the old name of Iathab, 1o the 
south of Goghi; at Gopnith, Yule would 
have Papiké promontory. 

Tho Horats aro doubtless tho people of 
Sorath, who havo an,invotorate proponsity 
to sound tho lettor 9 as an ZZ; and thd Pando 
aro the Panda va, dwolling in (Ho north of the 
poninsula, in tho district traditionally known 
as Panohfl or Dova-Panchil, in which 
the chiof town was ‘Thin, possibly the samo 
os Vhoophila, which Yulo placos doubifully 
a little Curthor cast, about Talaind, which, 
howovoer, is situated in tho sub-division of Jhi- 
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Ikwid known as tho-Nal Kanth, and nob in 
Panchila. 

Pivam islund is probably rightly identified 
‘sy Yulo with the Baionas Insula of tho 
ancients; Monoglosson he idouhtien with 
Mangrol, 

Among the satred plaees in the proviuce, 
Prabhasa Pattan or Somanadth in tho 
south, and Dw itrak tid the oxtreme wout, 
aro famous shrines of tho Saiva and Vaishuava 
forms of Brihnéanism,—tho former, one of the 
iwolve gront Sniva Mahflitigas of India, and the 
account of whose destynotion by Mahmid of 
Ghazut is so familiar lo evory reacer of histdry, 
ix also the spot whore tradition anys the grout 
Yidava hevo and demigod Krivlna was slain ; 
whist Dwitvak dis one of his most celebrated 
shrines, whore ho ix fabled to have saved the 
sacred books ‘Than, in (henorth, is an old sito 
of sun-worship, and in the neighbourhood are 
reveral snnke-shrines ; and in the (tris?! ntned 
Sy@m, a notod Tindd shrine, with a hot 
spring. There is nlso the shrine called Cihela 
Somanith in Josdan toyrilory, which probably 
wua the ity of Somipur ruid by Merishiah to

Among thoir “high places” the Jains reekon 
)Setruiijaya as their groat dotht or holy phue, 
‘onthe isolated mountain south of PALibA AS 
Tiladhvaja, commonly known as TALaja

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Tekr 4, the tsolated hill ag Talaja ; Ujjayanta 
on Raivata, the famous Mount Girndr in 
Sovath ; and Dhafikain ilk, Porhaps the 
Lor or ‘Tauhar hill in Babridwéd is also intend- 
ed by tho Lawhitya of thoi sacred books, ‘TRe 
Lonch and Kimlo hills too in Und Sarveya: are 
known to tho Jains as Hastagiri and Kadamigici 
vespeotively, and are 2 usually visited by pilgrims , 
to Palitana, ’ 

Of the early history of the county we have 
but scanty notices. It was pygbably governed 


. by satraps under Asoka and thé great Maurya 


kings. From coins that have been found pretty 
abundantly in different parts, it appears that 
for a period of about lwo conturies a dynasty 
known ng the Kshoatrapas, Sihs, or 
Sitihas ruled,—porhaps atold Sthor, Sii- 
huy, or Sifthapura. Of this dynasty we 
loam from ooins the names of somo twenty-four 
princes, many of them with dates ranging from 
72 to 250; tho late Dr, Bhan Daji, reckoning 
thoso dates from the Sala ova of Ap. 78, placer 
them between about a.p, 140 and 380. 

Besides coins of tho Kshatwapas, however, we 
have ab loast two inseriptions, unfortnnately 
hoth somewhat dofaced. 7

We observe 
at intorvals tho monuments that mark the 
places whoro tho throce past Buddhas had sat, 
porformed doods, ox preached tho law.

Morntanga, 
tho Jaing chroniolor, given w logondimy avennul 
of its destruction, A Mérwidi, ho anys, from 
PAL Wad settled ab Velobht wid attained to 
grout woalth, Sittditya forcibly tovk tho juws 
ollud comb of this man’s dauglitor to yive to 
dua own, daughtlor, which so allouded the Mar. 
whdi tbat, to be rovongod, ha wont ta ‘the 
Mlechha country’ and offered tho king an im- 
monse reward Lo dostwoy Valabht. ‘Ihe daina 
pricais had warning and took to fight, owrry. 
ing their favouriiy idols with thom, and hy 
this Mloghha lovd Valabht waa ublerly lusbros- 
ed in Sathvat 875, Bub this dete eannal bo 
corres, whatovor be the opoch Crom whioh it 
ia vockonod, Moroovor, Silddityn VI, may: nol. 
havo been tho last of tho dynasty, so that if 
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Valabhi was destroyed, by a foreign it was, 
probably by a Muhammadan invader, from or 
through Sindh—not earlier than 750 .p., and 
possibly lator. In an inscription from Baroda 
of Raja Karka IL, dated Saka, 784, ov ap. 822, 
it is said that undor Karka I. Saurdshtra had 
lost its appellation of Seurfijya from the ruin 
that ‘hhad-fallon upgn it.’ This destrnotion of 
the country may referto forays by the same 
invaders in the eighth century, about the time 
whon Vana Raja founded tae Chivadi king- 
dom of Anhillavé da, in northern Gujarit.

RAja Rima had no 
son, but his sistor was marriod to the Rija of 
Nagar Thathd, in Sindh, who was of tho 
Sammi tribe, This sister's son was named 
RA GArio, and Rima Rija* bequeathed the 
kingdom of Jundgadh-Vanthal? to this 
nephew, who was the first of the Chuda- 
sami Ris of Junigadh This RA Gai- 
vio, the grandson of Rai Chu da, is said to 
havo extendod his dominions into Upper India, 
conquering Kanauj, Gwilior, and Dohad, in 
Malwa, 

Thera wore potly kingdoms, however, oatab- 
lished in various parts of tho poninsula, as ab 
Dhonk, Dova Patlon, &0., of tho history of 
which wo know but littl. The Ohdvad is 
and Solahkis of Anhillavida Potten 
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mado froquont invonds againal theso eltiofs, but 
do nob acom to have Syor pormanontly sub. 
jugatod tho wostorn portions of tho country, 
whoro tho Jothvaia and Chudasamia 
hoWd away, tho Inttor till tho fiftounth oontury, 
whon thoy woro raduoud by Malundd Bogda 
in 1469-70, 


Tho narrative of Rarttodji gon of Amayji, 
the Diwin of Junigadh abot the commence.

[Neminf&itha or Arishtanomi, who 
gives his name to one of the summits of Girniy, 
‘and to whom the Jainas consider the whole mount 
as sacred, is the twenty-second of their Ttrthai- 
kavas ov deified anints,~—men who, thy ugh suc- 
cessful austerities, the? imagine, have entered 
nivudna, and have done with the ovils of exist- 
ence, This one is the favourite object of wor- 
ship with the Digambara ov naked Jninas. His 
complexion, they say, was black, and most, if 
not all, of his images here are of that colour; 
like all the other ‘Tirthankaras, he was of royal 
desoont, being the son of Samudravijaya, king 
of Sauryanagara or Soriyapu, in the 
country of Kugavarta, and of the Harivansa race— 
hia paternal uncle being Vasudeva, the father of 
tho fxmous Krishna.

Vanthali has two stono forls, washod on 
difforont sidos by tho vivers OjhatandO bin, 
Tho palaco of VimanvyAjn is in tho town, ax 
woll as the Sftraj Kund. Tho Tomb of Bhula 
Shab, with the Asrim of Kapilamuni, is colo 
brated in this kesbi. The kasbitis, who in 
former timos became Musalmins, immigrated to 
this country from Naghor, and aconpy thom. 
selves with cultivation. 

Vont hali was forn long time known by tho 
namo of Patan, bub Valndipal Dhundhlimal 
the Yogi, who lived in tho hills of Diwnk, in lis 
wrath pronounced tho oursa * Patan au datan P 
“Patan, be buried!” upon ib; wheroupon ighty~ 
fonr towns bearing that namo wore swallownd 
up by the carth, and Patan shared the same fato, 
ag may bo soon ovon in our days, ainco, whor. 
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over excavations are magp, foundations of build- 
ings, and various things, fre dug up. During the 
tenure of power of the author in this town, two 
stone horses, each one cubit high, were dug up, 
with a stone box in which thoy were, and alec 
other more valuable things inSathvat 1842 (a.n. 
1785). 

As the rivers swall greatly during the rains, 
it is difficult to orosa them, and there is a great 
deal of mud, but the goil is good, arfl produces 
excellent sngar-cane, mangoesyand great quan- 
tities of guavas; they sow three times overy 
year 

Tn the Sarhvat year 1808 (a.v. 1746) Kahuji 
with tho Navib Fakhy-al-daulah unsuccessfully 
besieged the town, but in 1885 Jabbir Khan 
treachorously obtained ‘possession of the fort, 
which, however, was again taken from him 
after a, siege by DivAnji Amanji Saleh ; but again 
it fell into the possession of the Jamadiys Sharf- 
al-din and O’mar for some years, and was cap- 
tured in 1851 (ap. 1794) by Madhuriya Ben 
Khoshkhal, to expel whom the author was called 
from Nigar by the Navib SAheb Himed Khan, 
and ho succoaded in doing so by negotiation in 
1860 (a.v, 1808). Aftorwards Madhoriiya with 
Babi Siheb, the Karbhiri of the Gaikvitd, 
again besioged it, but inoffgctually. 


Tun Kasni or Kuritnt,

dring, &e., sottled hers, and gradually boeame 
80 ktrong as to bo indepondont, mul appointud 
Nivmat Khin Lodi vs thoty governor; but 
afterwards, growing disvalinflod, thoy surven- 
dorcd tho fort to Rint Sulptnji, from whom 
thoy likewigo rovollwd, nnd gave ib to Uishen 
{Yasan} Khan, tho adoptod son of Navib Uaht. 
dur Khan, from‘whom it was lakon by Amatji, 
tho fathor of the author, In Swhyat 1840 
[ap 1783] tho Divan Govindji rebelled, and 
tho Navib Sfheb, having bosioyod tho tort 
for a month, aftorwards mado powwo.” In the 
yoar 1858 [ao L801] Kuallyindis Hirji, a 
Banid, rovolled from tho Navib Saheb, but 
afloy n month’s contort tho pubhor took the 
fovt from him. 

The Khagasri fort, which was lormerly 
at tho head of tho Pargand, with twouly-four 
villages, was givon to Maluk Muhammad Stutthi 
ana jighir, for his gorvices as Qazi, of whick 
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also the fort of Devara, ig an appanage from the 
time of the Diyin Sihelf Amarji. 

The lemples of Vageévari Mati ond Amayreé- 
vara, wore built by Dalpatrim, the younger brother 
ofthe author, Tho place of pilgrimage (imezér) 
of Chaman Jellil is tho ornament of this town 
at distance of about three Ms from which algo’ 
are Gokarnatirlha and Mahideva’s Sivalaya. 
Most of the villages ¢ axe joint property with 
Purbandar and Minggrol.

Bintwa has a strong fort, and tho village 
of Manar bolongs to ib; most of it at present 
belongs to Purbandar and Mangrol, 
and is inhabited by tho Mchmans. Nawith 
Sohrib Khin, Governor of Khambiyat, waged 
war against Sher Zamin Khin and Diler Khan 
Bibi, compelling them to evacuate Ghoghd ; 
but they obtained eighty [P 84] villages as a 
jigirv from the NavAb SAheb Bahiday Khan in 
1779 [?1789], av. 1722, 

Tun Kasni or MAyeron, 

Tho port of Mén gro] has two strong foris 
on the seashore with ditches, and is the re- 
sidence of a governor or Ifikam.

Pija Hehidur! This is Buduthava’ (a “old 
fathor,” which iy u motaphor for Hierand 
reator), “worship i!” Who lo tok the 
Iéiyas home, ho gave one of thom, which was 
of emerald colour, fo Daynrdin, who was a highly 
yospootod Nigar and a jéyintdr iy the puypant 
of Naginadp Grand district of Muy at. Some 
timo afterwards the conquosts of (he Dekhnuis, 
tho dissonsions of the Amira, wid tho divisions 
of tho Porsinn armios disturbed (ho comfort 
of the jdgirddrs and royal sorvants, ko that Dus 
yardin established himsell’ al Banirns, where 
he became ao intimate with the grandfather ot 
the anthor thet ho betrothed to him his wn 
daughtor, and after a while, whon (hoy 10. 
tuned to Mangrol, the wedding waa consun. 
mated thore; on thet ovousion he presented his 
daughior alzowwith tho Sri Badhihiva nsw por. 
tion of hor dowry, whighia thosource of ondlox 
Dlossings aud of divine fuvonra. Chon hogan 
ing a sanydsi ho wont fo Nasik, and flunlly to 
Banfras, whoro ho died, whilst the Melita kept 
and continued to worship thet Sivucdtiga. Lost. 
ly, Sultin Zufoy Khia ond TA Chfi cione 
wilh troops from Mangrol, altered the Siraj 
temple and called it the Raévali mosyuo; thoy 
alao spuill the Ravali Wiv. About two hundred 
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years ago [1510], on the sfrircase of tho Gomati 
Wiv, the image of Ra&chod Riya was 
found by Parbat Mchti, and is to this day wor- 
shippod in a Vaishnava tomple of Junigadh, 

Tlovo are places of pilgvimago, such as that of 
Morfin Shih and othors, and, ata distance 
of three kos, tho Lomplo of Kfraniitha or Kiimeé- 
yarn, In tho town itself may be seon, the tem- 
ples of Kadi Viévantth, Matkesvard, Siddhegvara, 
Nilakantha, Math Hijeldj, Mangalgj, Appa- 
chharfidovi, Navadurgi, Saptamitri, Ranchod 
Riya, and Raghuniithe Raya. 

Tn this zilla thoro is much garden cultivation, 
and fino wator-molons and vdls [oliyas] are pro- 
duced. HorothoNagarsaro Jagivdirs, Kirbhiris, 
Kanting fis, Desiyas, and they follow all tho oo 
oupations in which penmanship is requivod ; thoy 
wor inviled by tho wijas and governors from al! 
sides, and omployed in civilizing the country. 

Morchandise from Arabia, the Kohkana, fro 
Sindh, and from tho coasts arrives in the port 
of Mingrol, and is the occasion of much trade, 
On ov cortain occasion some Bokhilri Sayyids 
entored tho town in carts in the disguiso of amar 
riage prosossion, and treachorously took posses- 
sion of Mfngrol, and fourlcon wives of the Hi. 
kim of this place proforred being consumed by 
firo in tho towor of Sakotri to losing their 
honour, 

Tho pargani of Mingrol is the joint pro- 
porty of the Navib of Junigadh ond of the Raja

valloy to tho norbhewost, by Which it is uppronchod 
fvom the modorn yilluge af Mukhand, Up 
both sides of the doll ita ruined walls wind in 
various dircotions along .tho shalving ridges 
which overlook it, up bo the summit of the mow 
tain, whoro was w fortified citadel, still eoutaining 
tho walls of many of tha lonaas int tolerate 
‘State of presorvation, but ontively dowrted oxenph 
by wild beasts, Tho vory vertex is ovonpicd by a 
small tomplo of Math Andpurt--a tuvourite 
object of auporstitions reverence with the db o'jwa 
Rajputs. 

According to tho traditions of the province, the 
earliest seat of Une Jopwhs was al Sr tanger a a 
fow niiles from theiy proxont ono of Turban divas 
Soon afterwards ib waa at Bhimor or Movds 
yajpurf, now arnined pile apposite to Morvi 
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and six generations lnter—probably carly in the 
tenth contury—G hum 1i ag Bhum1f{ was made 
the capital, and adorned with imposing buildings 
by Raji SAl Kuméra; but in Sabvat 1369 (av. 
1818) if foll, after 2 desperate siego, by an army 
from Sindh. Irom Ghumlt the Jobwé chief the® 
removed to Ohay a, near Purbanday,—the latter 
‘boing its port, which has since supplanted Chaya. 

This ruined and deserted capital was visited by 
the indofatigablo Colénel Tod in 1822, arid de- 
sorbed by him in his Travels] in his usual glowmg 
and oxaggerated style. ®In 1837 Captain (now 
Genoral Sir G) Lo Grand Jacob gave an account 
of @ visit to it with much moro accuracy and 
dotail.* 

“Allis now jungle,” says tho latter, “where 
onco multitudes of human beings resided ; within 
and without the ruined ramparts so thick is ik as to 
make it dificult to trace thom ovon from a height. 
The ground-plan of Ghum 1} resembles a wide- 
sproad fan, the two sides of which are formed by 
the gorge of the valloy, loading up to the pexk' on 
which the fort ia built, tho ciroular portion being 
vepresonted by the ramparts.” 

“Tho oxtremo brendth from tho castern to the 
wostern wall,” ho adds, “is about threo-quarters 
of a milo; its longth from tho north wall to the 
navrow of tho gorgo less than half a milo; there 
aro favo flanks of about two hundred and fifty yards’ 
Jongth, joining tho northorn fico to the natural 
flanks offorod by tho hills; the castorn ono with

Various accounts and datos avo given of tho dt- 
stinotion of this city ; itseems most probable, how- 
ever, that some time during the firat half of the 
fourtoonth contury, J&m Und invaded Bae 
* wadé and besioged the RintinGhumli, After 
a long contest, Unid, despairing of sucgpss, return 
ed with his army to Hachh. Hore, according to 
tradition, his son BAmani,t as&oemed of the dis 
gvacofal termination of his father’s expedition, as- 
sumed tho command of the army and conducted it 
baok to Ghumlt, which placo ho reducod after an 
obstinate siogo of twolve months. Tho Sammis 
destroyed tho city, which tho Jotvis,, from .su- 
peratition, did nob attempt to robuild, but re- 
moved thoir capital to O hay a, neat the ser-coast, 
Purbandar, said to bo on tho sito of Sada 
map wr amentionod in the Bhdgavata Purdna,wae 
atefirst the port of 0 haya, but has since become 
the seat of government of the Jobva chiof.§ 

Probably owing to tho rosistnnco made by the 
Baradd Rints, tho Sarmis, after reducing Ghum- 
4, volurned to Kachh, without establishing thoir 
authority inthocountry, Jim Und, howover,

Or Parran Diva. 


This is a strong fort situated on the sea-shore, 
surrounded by a fosse fall of water. Tho rivers 
Hiron, Savaavati, and Ka'pilf flow 
noar the baso of thexfort. In anciont times the 
zumindixi of this placo belonged to Parmir 
Rajptits. Tho slaughter of tho Yitinvas and 
of Srt Krishna in this looahty is recorded in 
the Prabhdsa Katha, Tere great quantities of 
mangoes, wator-melons, and gunda fruits are 
produced, which are oxported. Vorival is 
the seaport of this district, Nia’mat Khin 
Lodhi, an adhoront of tho Navib “Bahtdur 
Khin, built a strong fort, which in the Sarh- 
vat yoor 1824 (4.0. 1767) was repaired by the 
Divinji Sihob Amarji, and was repaired for 
the second time in 1845 (a.p. 1788). Divan 
Raghundth, son of Amarji and Dulabhaji, 
brothor of Amarji, wore besieged horo by Riyit 
Sultinji of Purbandar in one of his warliko ox- 
potlitions, as will be narrated in the propor place.

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‘This placo wag dovgsiatod by Sultin Mahe 
mid tho Ghaznavide tn tho Sarhyat yenr 1078 
(av, L081), by Shams KhAnin 1875 (ap, 1818), 
by Zufer Khin tho Shih of Cujurtt in 1568 
(ep. WIL), and by WMlex Khin bin Zafer 
Khan nino yoars lator, who forcibly converted 
many porsona lo hia own religion, 

During tho timo of Sulfin Malyntd the Ghaz- 
navido, the Ghuri Padishtha, and tho Suléfins of 
Grjavit, nebody could prosper wilhont adopting 
Islim. Accordingly many becamo Muhammadans 
horo, as for instanoo tho Kashitis, who aro to this 
day callod Pajlani, and aro mostly aubjoot to the 
govornorofJunigadh, but they ruvollod often and 
orootod forts, suchas SubrapaAds, Lirhkot, 
Dhtmloj, Godhva, Pushudvara, Da- 
thi, do, trying to assorb their indopondonoy. 

Gorakhmadi isa placo belonging to the 
Kanphata Yogis, and notod from anoiont 
times in all parts for hospitality both to travel. 
Jers and rofugoos, and ils charitable daily moat 
(seddvral) was woll known throughout the 
country, TL was for a long Lime undor tho pro- 
tection of many succossive govornmonta 5 grivlus 
ally, howovor, tha Pajiants bogan to drive mway 
horses from, the placo and sommil robhorfos, 
whoroforo Madaninitha, who wns tho chiof 
Yogi, buriod himsalf alive. ‘This event bronght 
on tho ruin of tho Pajlants, who commenced to 
livoin discord among dhomselves and with the 
people whom thoy hatod; accordingly they np; 
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pointed Nia’mat Khin Lodi as their governor, 
from whom they afterwatds again revolted, but 
ho slew some of them, and then, at the invita. 
tion of the inhabilants, went to Kutiand. 
The Lodhi tower is a monument of hig rujp. 
His history is this :— Nia’mat Khan used to live 
al Ahmadiibid in Shoikpfva, on the bank of the 
river SAbarmati, and obtained Upleti,* Kutiind, 
Patlon, md Kodinfhas a jdgir from the Shih 
of Gujarit, and after ge had propgrly settled 
tho affhivs of all those’ places ho betook himself 
to Pattan and peopled. Vortivals which the Patta- 
ats had laid wasic, and there he also built a fort. 
Now, since the Pabttanis would not suffer him to 
enter Pattan, he romoved in the space of seven 
months all the thorny bushes and trees which 
obstructed his movements between Pattan and 
Vorfival, and, commencing the war in carnest, 
established a thdnahat Sutvapida, The Pat. 
tants marched against him, but were pub to flight 
after great slaughter, and compelled to submit to 
Nio’mat Khin’s govornmont A few days aftor- 
wards Nia'mal hin oblamed a chanco and 
marched with his loops into the town, and, hay- 
ing also oblainod aid from Vorlval, put many 
Paitonts to tho sword, and on this occasion his 
Divin, Iévaradis, was wounded, bub many Patta- 
nis were hohonded by tho oxcautioner, and many 
thrown into the sea, Novortholoss the Pattanis

mon, and, under tho Idadorship of Sayyid Mitn, 
soalod tho walls of tho fort by monne of Inddors, 
hut Nie’mat Khin routed thom again, aud aflor 
epoountoring much opposition romuainod voling 
mi tho city.

Divan Raghunithji [a brother of the author], 
Tho Ranataldo, Rudrogvara, Siraj, Bandsvara, 
and THatkegvma are some of the sacred places 
much visited by Tindus, Bhalkikund, Kadam- 
kund, Bangatigh, Rima-Pushkara, Ganrikuyd, 
Vishyukund, Brahmikund, Rudrakund, Stiraj-, | 
kund,and Jatprabhis avo somo of the saored tanks 
where tho people aro cleanged from their sins, 

Tho places of pilgrimago to Mingrol-Shfh, . 
Chandkatttl, Maghabi-Shih, Milu-Hajat and 
Godlar-Shih ovo noted. At a distanco of five 
kos from Patten is tho Prfiohi Tirtha, oe 
lebrated fay and near, and visited by pilgrims 
from gyoat distances ; horo tho 4 dddhe corono- 
nies avo porformod, whoreby the spirits of the de- 
partod ave propitiatod and ovil gonii warded off.

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chandra to xoslora tho templo of Somogvary, 
Awl with thu is confooted a tale that is Davy 
hops worth voponting:—In two yonra tho vow 
toration was complotorl, tho tomplo “ onco moro 
yoromblod Morn,” and tho Brdlinays, jonlous of 
tie iniluonao of tho Achtryn ovor tho king, tried to 
entrap him, proposing to Kumévapdla that ho 
should nocompany “tho royal retinue to tho dedis 
cation, When the proponal, was mado, tho Jaina 
at once roplied, “Whit nood of progsing the 
hungry to gntP Pilgrimilgo ia tho life of tho a- 
cotio; what noodis thera of mi olor from the 
king P” IIo therfstartodt on foot to visit tho holy 
placos of his own arcod, and mob KumAvapile at 
Somandéha, At the inauguration of the new tomple 
tho Jaina astonished tho spootatora by his dovas 
tions to Siva, At the threshold of the lomplo 
ho oxclaimod, “fn tho splondour of this shrine 
Mahédova, who dwella in KnilAsn, ia auvoly pro- 
aout.”

» whom is no guilty not, no gniltinesa consequent

king was caught, ang thero and then the Jaina 
edininistered to him a vow to abstain from animal 
food and fermented licgfor to the ondgpf his life. 
Tho templo of Somandtha was thon left m charge of 
Vrihaspati Gauda, a Kanonj® Bithman; but, 
povhaps chagrinod at the victory of Hemachandr, 
he reviled the Jama religion, for which he was‘ 
doprived of his placo, and only restored to it after 
making the most humble submission to the 
influential Achtrya, 

Tf tho remains that still exist avo not those of, 
the temple of Bhima Deva and Kuméraptle, 16 
is difficult to say to whom we owe them. It 
sooms probable that for moro then a century after 
Kumérapo’s timo it was unmolested; but tho 
Muhommadan had cast lis eyes on tho rich 
provineo, and at longth, in 1297, the Sultin, Alaw’ 
d-din Khilji, sont his brothor Alaf Khan, and 
Nuavat Khdn, his prime ministor, to effect the 
conquosh of Gujarht, Thon it was that thé idol 
ahvinos suffored, and tho famous fidol of Soma- 
néitho, was again dostroyod, A contuwy Intor,in 1995, 
‘Muzaffar Shih I, lod an expedition against Pate 
ton, and, deslroymg oll tho ILindu temples, he 
built mosques in their places,—or moro probably he 
converted thom into mosques; and again, in 1413, 
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groab oxtont or with i son inmates, sor are 
tho buildings in any Way protontions—thoy ava 
mere colicotions of hnta.§

Soho famous Ahilyt Rat was born in W785 of a 
family of tho wamo,of Sindhia, and wi marvied to 
Malhdr Rho TLolkee'y only hon Khanle Rilo, who was 
lallod ab tho siogo of Kumbhty, nem Dfy, in 1764, 
By him sho had a won Mali Ro, nnd o daughtor 
Muktd Bet, Malti Rao sueseedod his grandivthor 
Malhdy Rilo, but nino months after died mad, when 
Ahily’ B&t succcadod to the adminisiration of tha 
Holkar govornment, 1766, and riled with groat 
wisdom, flvmnoss, anit talont till hor doath in 
1795, Sho wan a most dovoled Uindu, and built 
snorod odifcos at Jagannitha, Nasile, Muri, Nimér, 
Mahodvara, Somanieha, Dvidvaké, Gaya, Kedarnt.

This town is the residence of a governor or Ad 
kam, ond is situated on tho banks of tho Shin. 
gorn, The temple of Muta DvAvak fand 
the port is qn the gea-const. “ha Bolhiri md 
Qideri Sayyids obtained it in waei/uh from the 
Amirs and Shiths of GujarAt,and dwell here; but in 
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Samvat 1780 the Dekhantg [Marithas) prevailed, 
and obtained a moiety of ae revenue, In course 
of timo a peshkash of five thousand rupees was 
paid through the management of the Divanji 
Saheb Amaiji, and the Ghikvadi official (muta 
saddi) was not admitted to a share in the man. 
agement, after whose death hisyoungér brother the 
Divin Dulnbhji paid p fixed sum by way of farm. 
Now, in Sahvat 1871 (ap, 1814), Govind Rito 
GAtkvid has, by the aig of the Engligh Govern- 
ment, obtained possession of the yvhole paiganah.

The residence of the governor looks over the 
river Machundri, The Tnldo and the Chi~ 
cheiia Way wore built in Sarhvat 1616 (a.p. 1458) | 
by a Kayal named Somanitha. 

It is related that in ancient times, when this 
rountry was under the government of, Brihmans, 
the Rantofa Raja whose name was Vejal, who 
was of the tribe of W aja, happened to arrive ona 
visit to the temple of Siraj, whore the Musulmians 
havo a mosque ai present, and that some Brih- 
mays immodestly and boldly lifted up the curtain 
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of her chariot, withoutauy civility, aud had a look" 
at hor heanty. ‘Chis AMiont the Hajputs pnased 
by at the time, but atlacked the Brahms on their 
great holiday, tho 15th af Sravae Sud [on whieh 
they put on the saered thread}, slew mimy, and 
took the fort. In course of thuc, howeser, the 
Kasbitis again expelled the Rajputs, and acon. 
sionally lived in independence, but at thes ae. 
Kknowledged the supremacy of Muzaltirabid, or 
accepted apgoyernor front Jundgagh 5 and tor same 
time Manohardjs and Samoji Jikte were the 
Matasaddis in behalf of the Navib Mahitbai 
Bhanji, whom (hey aecepted as Chedt ruler, 

dn Saivat 1826 (A.n. 1768) the Divan Saheb 
Amarji levied a fixed tribute trom Tat; alters 
wards, in Sarhval 1827 (4.0, 1770-71), on recount 
of the ovil conduct af'the Kuybitis, nti Minn, a 
Sayyid of Dels adi, conquered the place front then, 
and they were banished from their vatan, but

This is a fort with four towers, Most of this 
pargana is deserted, and on its frontier is nothing 
but jungle and forest of ysoful and of jungly trees, 
The Gir hills me fty fos in Wagth and 
twenty-five in breadth ; there isgalso cultivation 
in some parts. 

The vevenue of this parganah is 20,000 sodts. 


Muzarrarfndn, 

This country was colonized by Muzaffar Shih 
Gajardti in Sarhvat 1682 (A.B. 1575), who built 
the fort on the sea-shore and garrisoned it with 
Rijputs ; they cultivate both dry and irrigated 
Tand. :

‘Cn Isuany or Diy, wore rorm@rLy u¥- 
nonagup To JuNAGAIL. 

Tn ancient times the zamindirs of this island 
were VaighelA Rajputs; but Shams-al-din 
Khan took it from Vaghel& Jayasingh in the 
Smhvat year 1387 (av. 1830) and established a 
thdnah, wd during the reign of Sulgin Bah§dur 
Shih the Mutasaddis of this place were Kavim- 
alemulk and Malik ‘Tughin Ben Ayfz. In Sat 
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vat 1684 (an. 1531),some Porting arvived 
treacherously in the pilise of mereliants, hut they 
wero captured and surrendeved (o the Sulfan, who 
mado Mugulmans of them; on that ocension also 
several cannon were taken, and the Gve whieh are 
fin the Uparkot] at Junagadh probably 
came fiom this placa; afterwards, however, the 
Portuguese came into the posscasion of Diy, 
and the manner in whjch this happened is as 
follows +f e 

When Bahidyr Shih, who had come, on tho 
second ocension, by way of Khambiyat to Div, 
the Portuguese who were there represented to 
him that they had brought diree hundred mas 
of rose-water and of afar, whieh wove in danger 
of heing spoilt before merchants arrived from 
varions pails to remove them, and requested to 
ve allowed to build four walls. ‘The Sutin 
agieed, but after hig departme they erected x 
strong fort, which they provided with onnnon 
and muskets, and prepared for war, When 
this news reached the Suitiu, he determined to 
get posession of the fort by tronchery and to 
expel the Portuguoggy he arrived accordingly, 
but, being aware of hig intention, thoy slew Rul- 
tin Bahadur Shah in Sarhvat 1693 (act, 943), 
and became masters of the island, ‘The names of 
the six men who were killed together with Baha. 
due Shih are as follows Malik Amtn, Shuja’et 
Khan, Lashkar Khia [Alp Khin], Stkandar 
Khan, and Ganesh Rao the bother of Muidani * 
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Rio. It is assorted that the fort af Div ban- 
day and the buildings whth gardens were all 
vonstructed by Malak Ayhz, 
The revenues amount to one lakh of Jamis 
(1,50,000 odds), 
Account or Kirnravap, 

For some reason or other, KAthts of thirty 
different tribes emigrated to this country from 
Khordsin, and some alsofrow P A var, a district 
in Kachh. The WA1A Kath ts meogthe stock 
of the Rajput Walis, the lords of the district of 
Phank, one of whom married a Kithidni damsel, 
and was therefore expelled from the Rajput caste, 
and centered that of the Kathts. From this union 
resulted two sons, Khumin and Khadchar 
respectively, to whom the Raja of Junigadh 
granted a small territory. And whon this terntory 
become populous that zillA was called Kithiivad, 

It is rolated that Shams Khfn slew the Wala 
Raja in battle, and took possession of the town 
of Kileévara, situated inthe Barada 
hills ; and when he conquered Okhamandal 
he demolished the temple of Jagat, placed over 
the spot a sort of moggne, and retuned, 
Champardj, sonof Ebhal the Kathi, hap- 
pened to have a daughter of wonderful beauty, 
whom Shams Khin coveted without having seen 
her, but Chimparij refused all his offers, ag no 
marriage is to bo contracted with persons 
following 1 different religion; accordingly he 
was attacked by Shams Khin and alain, with his 
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daughter, and 1,800 gdherents nll of whom died 
fighting bravely, = & 

Some time afterwards Yori Walaa Kathi, 
with the permission of the Navah Mahitdue 
Alun, built the fort of Fetpur Whe Kachis 
pay a great deal of tribute nid ammally one 
hovse likewise (¢ Jundgadh; but they live on 
plundor and make raids ty the oxtreme limita of 
Gujarat, . 

Tho bePaty of the KAvhi women was remarkable 
in former times and the Khumin Kathts used 
to carry off by force handsome women from 
amomg the lowor classes; now, however, Kathi 
women are frightful to look at, like demons and 
giils, The KAthis are brave and hospitable, 
and thei principal towne avo the forts of Jet 
pur, Mendarda, Bilkha, Bagasard, 
Kundala, Jasdin, Chital, Sudimrd, 
Anandapuy, Bhadté, Dhandhalpuy, 
and PAliyAd [with largo ov small forty}, Gav 
dhara is also a fort, but not a strong one,

After the demiseg@ilio Navil) SAhels Timid 
Khia, the Gaikvid'’s Naib Divan Saheb Vithal 
Rilo, by the aid of the Knglish, took from hig 
son the whole of Amreli, by way of nexardnad, 
though formerly the CikvAd had but a third. 
share in the revenue; now, however, br Sarhivat 
1269 (a,n. 1812.13), the Qhikyid took the wholo 
pargayah, and built «fort and ruled independently, 
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The revenues amount to six likhs of Jamis 
(about Rs. 2,00,000). 

Account or tin Manazs wuicu pay 
Yriovre 10 Jundcapi, 
Purbandar, situated on the sea-shore, ha 
a well frequented port and 4 stiong citadel. Hee 
the zamindar is a Jethva Rajput who is a 
descendant of Makavadhvaja, son of Wanu- 
min, The town conthins numerous gardens, and 
both sweet and brackish water; and the in- 
habitants, who trade wRh the ships, @o Vaintis 
and Bhitits, The temples of RedArndtha 
Mahadeva, of Sudima, of Vertyalimati, of 
Porabhavini, and the Keddrkunda, are much 

visited by tho inhabitants, 

The Réjas here bore the title of Rani, andin 
anciont times the fort of Gh um1i,|| situated in the 
Barada hills, was tho cnpital of the state; it was, 
however, deserted seven hundicd years ago, on 
account of the devastations committed by the 
avmy of the Jim which he had brought from 
Sindh, and which demolished the fot. The 
citadel of Bhany ay obtained its name fiom the 
Rint Bh ina (Jethvi). 

The government of tho Ritts extended as far ng 
Niagnah, founded by the Rint Naga, and the 
temple-of Néganitha is also one of his memorials. 
About three hundred years ago the Rand was put 
to tight by the army of the Jim Raval, and 
took refuge with the Mex tribe. 
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The rule of the Jim extended aa farag Bagg 
Wavand tho oreek fof Bhokirah ; but by hiy, 
liberality, justice, and distribution of food the 
Rand attached that wild tribe to himself, syd: 
Aley conquered for him with their swords the 
country on the west side of tho Barada hilly, and 

_ acknowledged him as their sovereign, 

Tu course of tino Nayava from all sides wore ins 
vited and settled at the places of Chhiya, Rana 
Wav, Makal, Dhebar, &e., whidh heenma their 
Jdgirs; and the Rint ohtrusted the management 
of his affairs to’ them, and to this day a tribo of 
Nigavs is called after Uhe uname of (hose villages, 

In Sahvatl 1789 (A. p. 1722) Mubdtrinenale 
mulk made his appearance ab MAQhaypur in 
order to collect peshkash, and with the agaistance 
of tho Navdb Bahtdwe Khitn of dunfgadh tho 
fort of MAdhavpwr was taken, In thig con, 
test [Ranchoddis} Nigar, tho ‘Chanahdir of the 
place, was slain, and after the loenlity had boon 
plundered the inhabitanta paid forty thousand 
Jimi Aogis as a ransom for the imago of P trina 
natha ‘ 

It is rolated that thore waa a lady named Son, of 
the lineage ofp raja of Bal ambha. Sle com. 
posed a hemistich in lind’, and giving it ton: 
Brihmoyinformed him that sho would he ready 
to take any man for her husband who could com. 
pose the other hemistich, The Brikmary started 
on his journey according to hor direction, but waa 
digappointed until he arrived in @ h win li, whore 
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ho met the Kunwar Ital Aim an Jethya, the 
sonofSohy A Rint, whogyrote a homistich as 
required, and handed it to the Brahman. On his 
return tho Brahman delivered tho line to Rant 
SOn, who, intent on keeping her promise, mounly 
oil a chariot and arrived in Ghimli; but alas! alas! 
for times in which females de not break their 
promisos, but mon in one how turn away’ from 
thoir oaths and written obligations, like the re- 
volving sphero! TheRAnt Soh y & heyrd of the 
bride's boauty, and himself became enamoured 
of her and desired to obinin her favours; but 
he had apprehensions as to [aliman, ond thore- 
fore immediately banished him for a term of 
twelve years from his realm, THaldman depart; 
ed to Anjan, a town in Kachh, where his pa- 
¢ernal aunt dwelt ; but $ On likewise returned to 
her country, and Sehya Jethva reaped only 
sorrow and disappointment, One day, however, 
Halaman was rocking himself in a hammock 
slung to the branch of a tree, when some fairies 
perceived his beauty and took him up into the 
air; when they discovered, however, that he was 
only a lumuin being, they deopped him to the 
growd, The fall almost killod Halaman, but as

In 1790 (sn, 1788) Mubdvia-alenulk, th 
Subih of Gajarit, and hia comimnnler of the 
forces, Safdar Khan Bibi, arrived with an army 
at Pubandar, and the Tana, being wuable to 
offer anygresistance, Med and embarked every. 
thing he could, with Ing family, in ships and 
pul to sea, Tho army took possussion of goven 
vannon, with all the baggage whieh had beon 
left behind, and waa ready to demolish’ tho 
fort, when the helpless Hand made his appear. 
imee ani saved tho fort from destrnotion by 
paying one lkh and byenty-five thousand 
Simis, 

In Sarat 1805 (Aum, 1748) Kubidnd was 
taken hy the Raut from the Qashittis, and held 
hy him for ten years, after which time it fell into 
the power of IMMsham Klifin, with Che cobporas 
tion and aid of tho Qasbitis, In Sahvat 1782 the 
Rind bought MAdhay pur from the Desdis of 
MAngiol, and inoorporaterl it with his possessions, 
Tn Sarhyat 1830 Sheikh Midn from Mangrel took, 
under cover of night, posscusion of tho fort of 
Navi, situated on tho aca-conat, by scaling’ 
its walls with Inddors, but the Rand Sulbitnji 
called to his aid JidejA Kumbhoji, Zomindér 
of Gondal, who was a conneotion of his by 
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mariage, and ereotod battories against the fort, 
and Shekh Mian obtaining quarter surrendered 
the place, 

In tho Sayavat year 1834 he built the fort of 
Bhetili, on the limits of the countiy of Nagng 
{the borders of Wallar); it was beleaguered by 
Mehviman, a Khayds of the Jim, for some 
timo, with a native army, To mako shoré work 
of the mattor, he construcicd o moveable 
fort called Ritngadh, ahd making oa agsault, 
reached the walls, against which he Placed lad~ 
ders; but the assailants had not’ ascended to the 
middle of them when such a fire of musketry pour- 
ed upon thom from the fort, and fiery projectiles 
were thrown upon the Musulmins, that they 
became unwilling fire-worshippers and retreated, 
while burning tho slain Windus became guper- 
fluous, In spito of this disgraceful repulse, Meh+ 
riiman Khavis did not raise the siege, and Thakar 
Premji Lohina, KAmdir of Rana Suléinji, opened 
negotintions for nid through a paternal uncleof the 
author, whose name was Goyindji, for a long.time 
Faujddr of Kntidni, When the victorious army 
approached nearer, Mchriman Khavas raised the 
siege and made pence; whereupon tho army 
marehed from that place towards Okhi to subdue 
the robbers of Positar A, who robbed the people 
ly land and by aca, and those events have alrondy 
been narrated. ‘The account of this will be given 
in connection with Junigadh, 

In the Sahvat yoar 1839 Thaker Premji, 
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Kamar of Porbandar, having hooome haughty 
and fal like a tumo, in the exuborance of hig 
power, ninde an alliance with Mohvdmn Khavie 
of Navdnagar and Kimbhiji of Goudal

In Sanhvat 1843 the Divin Amorji took Chora 
vid fiom Sanghdji Raizdéh, a relative of Rad 
Sultinji, who, on account of his quarrels with 
Pithiyot Wahi, dio Zamindiy of Malya, was 
unable to pay the wages af hia troops. Aftor 
accomplishing thia object, the army of Tundgndh 
marched to Verival, held by the Jomadérs 
Rakhin Banhura and Ybrihim Khan Patiani, 
who wore disloyal towards tho Nayib Sfheb; 
the fort walls wore sonled by Inddors, anit Dilor 
Khin, tho cowardly Thandddy, took to his 
heels; sa that the Divan SAheb Roghunithjt 
was ablo in a vory brief time to conquor both 
the forla. 

Tn Saihvat 1855 Kalyty Shot, the Divin 
of tho Navib Siheh at Jundgadh, fled to 
Kulitnd, whore he raised the atandard of rovolt, 
aid plindered the country of Dripha, but tho 
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Rint Sultdnji prepared an army to encounter 
him, and the author beigg in the Rand's seavice 
was appointed to march with cannon ‘and troops 
to punish Kalyfn Shet, 

he beginning of Divin Ranchodji’s remaini 
in the service of Rand Sullinji was as follows —~ 
The author had taken his departure from Nagar 
to Mingrol with some horsemen to celebrate the 
wedding of his younger brother Dalpatrim, 
whilst the Divin SiheB Raghuntith jad himself 
remained in Nagar ;Yand Mehrimfn Khavis, 
peicoiving tho field froo, and disregarding po- 
liconesa, imprisoned tho Nagar Kiikuns of the 
tribe of Buj who dwelt in the same strect as wo 
did, ‘Tho Divan Stheb being helpless, the Sir- 
bandi attached to the Divin’s house having gone 
to Mitngvol, despntclicd « lettor to the author, 
which reached him whilst he was encamped at 
Dovra, on hig return journey from Mangrol ; ac. 
cordingly he sent all his men to Navinagar, and 
went himself to the Riné Sultdnji at Purbandar. 

In fine, when I arrived in tho vioinity of 
Kubiind, Kalyin Shei Jamaddr Nasar bin 
Yama, with Yohya and others, also Gangi- 
singh Purbhif with QasbAti and other troopers, 
marched out to the sound of ketlle-drums with 
banners and cannon, drawing their troops up 
in battle array near the Idgih of Kulitnd. 
On perceiving this display I slowly approached 
the foe with my troops till we could almost 
touch thom with our swords pnd spenrs, but they 
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ran like a herd of sheop from brave lions, and did 
nol stop till they reaoked tho fair of the town, 
andtheir cannon and gone of their men wero taken, 
As axeward for this yiolory the Rand presented 
ye with a necklace of ponrls aul a palangnin, 
In Sarhvat 1801 fan, 1807] TAAL Kuntar 
mate Jamadily Omir hig xecret au tner, and by 
promises of gifts of pearly, &e, he obtained 
possession of the fort of KhirusrA from Subadir 
Khan Afghan. Ho then, plundered MAdhaypur 
and took possession of the fort of Navibandar 
by scaling its walls with Indders in the darkness of 
the night ; his intention was fo (ake Porbandar 
aluo, but it was not fulfilled, Land Suleintj 
called to his nid the Divdnji Saheb Vithal Rao, 
who, through the intervention of the Divan Sieh 
Raghundthji, under whose protection Omir the 
‘Jamadiy was, suppressed the rehellion hy 
paying one lakh of Jamis (Avdia], In the Snrhvat 
year 1865 (A. 0. 1808) TAliji Kutwar, through 
the Divin Raghundthji, under pretence of res 
quiring protection, but in reality to capture his 
own father, had taken into his aerviee the Juma. 
dar Murda Khin, Vagir, Mulanumad Melvin, 
and Sheikh Muhommad Zobaidi the Arab, and 
again rebolled, but, boing unuble snewvasfully to 
oppose the Rana, they Med to Kundorwi, which 
was in their posscasion, where thay took refige, 
but surrendered it after a few days to tho Jam: 
Siheb Jnsiji, who promised thom their former 
service and gave them tho sum of one lkh of

After tho demiso of HAIAYi the reign of 
Prathiraj Vegan, and tho old inhabitants, 
who were Lohdnis and Niagara, emigrated. Rant 
Sultinji himself waa, after the denth of his son, 
received into the merey of Gol in Smhvat 1869. 

Tho mandir of Midhavarat ig aitutted in 
the fort of MAdhavp wy, in the tilukt of Pur. 
bandar; and the Auada named Sitaemundri, whielt * 
is very well known, is situated at a distance of two 
koa therefrom, In this zillA—aung (pula), da 
shiya (Phaseolus radiadus), and sugay-canes are 
produced ; mostof the soil is alluvial and produces 
three crops annually. ‘Tho forts of Chha yy 
Rintwhy, Adwant, Mitni, Navi, Kan. 
dorna, and MAdhavpur are dependencies af 
this mahal; on the wost ia tho sea ; on tho cast avo 
Kutiind, Mahidri, and Mangrols ontho | 
south tho sea; and on tho north the hilla of 
BaradA and the district of WALAx There are 
two acaporta, namely Purbandar and Navi, 
and the revenues amount to cight IAkha of hogs.

This is a district of ILA Lay ; it was deserted for 
some time, but Amin Khin ben Tatar Khiin Ghort 
took charge of it in 1647 (A.p. 1590), for Muzaf- 
fay the Sulfn of Crujarfit, and cultivated it. 
Kunvar VibhAji obtained it as jdgir from his 
fathor ; but Kumbhaji bin TLAaltji, by his good 
fortune and his cunning, having got the zamin- 
diris of Dhordji ohd Upletisfrom the 
Navib Sttheb for service done and Yor a little 
money, and having taken BhAYAvadar from 
the Desiia Govind Rat and others, besides 
some villages from the KAth!s and Rajputs, he 
built forts and catablished an independent dj. 
Tis good and mild government was extensively 
praised. By the help of the army of the Glikvid 
his own attacked Trimbakrio with a number of 
Kithts and Girdsits, firing some cannon at the 
fort of Navdnagar; but the Wagara of the 
vanguard of tho army were slain, The fort in 
Gon dal was built on the banks of the Gondli 
xiver in ancient times, and up to our days graves 
may bo seon thoro, In the year 1828 the 
Marfthh army attacked that of Junigadh, 
which was encamped at Majhevadi, and captured 
the Arab Jamaddy SAlmfu, who was, however, 
afterwards released again, 

The forts of Mo vik ofD hor Aji, of U pleta, 
ofBhiayfvadar,ofGanod,ofAnalagadh, 
and of Mengni belong ‘to Gondal, which is 
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bounded on the west hy Dhank, on the onst by 
the parganah of RAjRdt, on the wost by the 
parganah of Dhiol, on tho south hy the parganah 
of Jelpur, ‘These wore formerly the limits, and the 
revenue amounts to ten likhs of Jamia, 
Drsorprion oF RArKkors 

This is a dopondeney of FEAL Ay, anil was given 
as agdyir lo tho holders by the Jam Rival inalead 
of Kildwad, We bestowed Sardh fr on Mastm 
A’lt Khn,avho trencheoély slew the KAthis that 
were tho zamindérs of it, ‘he fort of Rajkot 
was built of white stone by Lakhfji TAdejA on 
tho banks of tho river Aji, Te divided sentterod 
villages among his brothers, but Kotda and Rij. 
pura still belong to him. In Sarhvnt 1875 (an. 
1818) the Mnglish SavkAr, the paramount power in 
KAaghidvad, buill ahandsomo camp here. Niijkot 
is bounded on the cast by tho Panchal, on the 
west by Padhari, on the north by WinkAner 
and Than, and on the south by KAghiavid. 

Dusoniption ov Monur, 

Morbi was givon as an indm to Rao Bhird by 
the Dehli Suljing in Sarhvat 1627 [au 1650), 
for his surrender of Sulfin Muznffar into the 
honda of” Azam (Tunniyun, After Wfyaji had 
heen slain by his younger brother KAyaji, the 
latter, much as ho tried, could not obtain full 
power, and was obliged to be content with 
Morbi, Adhod, and Wogad, [ Sathvat 
1608 (a.n. 1451) tho Faujdir on the part of the 
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Shah of Gujarat was Toghlak Khin, who built 
a strong fort on the banke@ of the Machhu river. 
Ihe revenues of this distiict amounts to three 
lkhs of Jimis; it produces good jowdri, and 
itis bounded on the cast by Jhdlavid, on the 
west by Dhrol, on the north by the Salt Ran, 
and on the south by WankAner, :

Tn anciont times most “of tho zillisef this re- 
gion were in the possession of tho Audich stiing- 
wearers (Brihmans), Mokherdf, a Gohel Raj. 
put, governed the island of Perim, and made a 
firm stand against the royal army which at- 
tacked him near Gundi.’ Ie obtained four 
chorists, vin those of Lithi and others, fiom 
the Raja of Jundgadh on account of the con- 
nection with his daughter, It is said that 
the Sulgiin of Gujarat, having taken the Rija, 
hept him prisoner in a stable for horses, A 
potter having arvived there from Gohelvid was 
gratuitously supplying water during the fasting 
month (amazin) to the guards, who con- 
sidoved (homaclyes obliged thereby ; in tho momn- 
ings and cyonings they were engaged in break- 
ing the fast; on such an ‘occasion the potter 
took tho Raja, and, placing him on his donkey 
instoad of the water-bag, carriod him out of 
the town to a place where a party of Atits 
was encamped, who received him in a hand- 
some and kind way, dressed him as a jog: 
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and took him to Sihor, where one of his consins 
reigned, ‘The Alits sent in their Vakil with the 
following message s—" We are travellers and are 
in. the habit of wailing on rijas; we have 
brought arms, jewels, and shawls; if ordeis aio 
jasned wo will display Uhese things and also offer 
presents.” ‘The Raja, who had no experience, 
agreed, and the Atits, who gntered the fort with 
their aims, seated tho for mor Riije on the masnad 
and remofgd the now ope. It ts related that * 
when the people saw tho Raja in the state of a 
Darvaish, wearing cd garments, they said, 
«This is a Raval,” ie. a darvaish ; and from 
that day ho obtained the title of RAval, {have 
also heurd that when tho Raja fled from this 
captivity he went to Dungarpur, where his ma+ 
ternal uncle was reigning, and where he remained 
for several years, As the Tja of Dungarpur 
was one of the brothas of the Raja of Udaipur 
and had the tile of Rival, he bestowed it also on 
his nephew ; but God knows best, 

In Satavat 1779 (Aun, 1722) Bhivdsing Ra. 
yal built tho fort of BhAvanagar, of which 
he assigned a part of the revenues to the Eng 
lish and to tho PeshvA on the Srd Vaidikh Sud, 
After him his grandson Vakhatsingji enlarged 
his torritory by taking poasoasion of some localities 
holonging to the Kolts aud KAghts, and obtained 
Goghfbirah and Rajulo from tho Navib Siheb 
Ahmad Khfv, and becama very slrong snd 
prosperous. . 
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The tilukit Gog ha was given by the Sulins 
of Gujmit lo the Babisg and afterwards in 
Sarhvat 1810 (A.p. 1753) it came into the pos- 
session of Momin Khin, and then into that of the 
Srimant Peshva, When in course of time SohaAb 
Khan and Momin Khin removed Sher Zamin” 
Khan from Goghi, it fell into the hands of 
Vakhatsingh, and he is still the joint posscssor of 
il with the English. 

The fort of LalAjh was taken by tly? aid of 
the Divanji Saheb Amayjf} and,Sahvat 1850 (4.0. 
1793), Walkhaisinghji took Chittl, which from 
the number of the Kiphis, and the aid of the 
Navib Siheb Tftmid Khin Bahfdur, was very 
strong, nud he destroyed the fort of Jasdan, In 
the Sarhval year 1882, after the fighting was over, 
the NavAb Stheb granted a parvdnd for Kun d lit 
and other places on condition of paying tribute, 
The parganahs Mahuva, Taljd, Rajula, Kundla, 
Sihor, Dihor, Trapaj, Umrald, Patna, and Botid 
are dependencics of Bhivanagar. The fort of 
Sihoy is tho onpital, and is situated between 
two mountains, ‘Tho temple of RovApuri in 
Bhivanngar is a celebrated one. The three ports 
ae Mihuva, Gogh, and Bhivanagar, 
to which numerous merchants resort In ships. 
Mere fine dudas (mangoes), gundds, ond oleanders 
(hand) avo produced. 

PALitAnd belongs to one of his bhdydd. 
The fort is situated at the foot of Mount 
Satrufijaya, which contnins many ancient 
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temples visited by pilgrims from distant plneos, 
The limits of Bhiypnagar aro the sea on the 
onst, on the west the parganah of Amvreli, on tho 
north Shaldvad and if Bhinmath ; on the south 
the parganah of Unt Babifivad and of Muzafta. 
yabdd. Tho produce amounts to cight likhs of 
rupeos-

This aA began to pay tribute during the 
time ofthe Divinji Giheb Amarji, in. Sathvat 
1892 (Aw. 1795), and was for some time the 
jdgiv of Umdat-ul-Mulk. Chroniclas uarvate 
that in Sathvat 1820 (An. 1268) Siddhrio 
Sayasifiha, tho Raja of Gujarat, reigned in 
the capital cily of Piran Pattan, who had a wite 
beautiful aga fairy ; it happened that a Deva or 
Rakshasa fell in love with her, aud had intercourse 
with hor every night after tying the Raja her 
husband up in a comer, 

Hemistioh An uncongenial cousor ws great mivery, 

The Rija had a confidential and faithtal ser. 
vant, a RAjput of the Jhatt trike, whose name 
was Makwint Uarpil Valad Key, and to whom 
he promised a fine jéyir if he would velieve 
him from this enemy, Tho said Rajput agreed, 
kept his word aud removed the Dhut; the Raja on 
his part wag algo dosirous to full hiv promise, md 
asked tho Rajput how he wished to be reward. 
ed. The latter replied, Let every village bo 
muue where I van bind a /oran or string of green 
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leaves during one night.” The Ritja agreed, and 
in one night Jogini—whose, devotee the RAjput 
was——tied 1799 gorens to ns many villages, but 
when the Rajput anived at the gate of Digsar 
the morning began to dawn, Accordingly the Raja 
gave all the villages thus marked to the Jhala? 
Rajput, and seven villages to the Charang, Ag 
the Jhiil had adopted the Rint of Raja Siddhrte 
Jayasitiha to be his sistér, ho gave her the five hun- 
dved villages of the Bh A} a8 9 prosent, nd kept 
the others for himself. Malwad and bran. 
gadra wore conslituled seats of government, and 
tho other parganahs weve distributed among his 
sons and cousins, In course of time such places 
as Limbadi, Saill, VankAner, Lakhtar, Vadhvin, 
Thin, Chudi, and others beeame separate tilukts, 
and were adorned with slrong forts. Prathp- 
singh RAja, in order to aid Jim Tamfchi bin Rai 
Singh, who was his nephow, had given his own 
daughtor to Mubiriz-alanulk, and the daughter 
of one of his cousins, who was the Zamindy of 
Mathak, to Saldbat Khan Babi, by whose sup. 
port he seated the Jim on the throne of Nagar. 
Sadadiv Rimehandra captured the fort of 
Tialwad in Smhvat 1816 (A.n. 1758) nnd enp- 
turel R&ja WALA, who paid ransom ond 
wags released, Mubériz-al-mulk Inid siego to 
tho fort of Vadhvan, which was so reduced 
hy scaveily of water thal by the intevention 
of Chatarsingh, Rija of Nirvar, an arrange- 
ment was come to by which a payment of 
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peskkash oy tribute was made in its hehalf, so 
that Raja Arjan Singh romained in safety, In 
Smhvat 1862 (an, 1805) BAbAji Shel nasniled 
the fort of Vadhvin with camon and besiegod 
it, but marched away disappointed, Watch

Vankdner is a strong fort on tho banks of the

A caraven of the Raja of CGujardt, whose 
enpital was Pirtn PAbtan, happeneil to go on pil- 
eriuinge to Srt Git ant Damodarvkunada, and 
arrived in dunigadh, It so happened that on 
this aecasion Rao DayAt expressed his deshe ta 
inarry the danghteraf Raja Biddhu Rito of Gujarat, 
who was extremely beantifal, and wanted her to 
be surrendered to him in tien of tho tas whieh 
was to be levied from the travellers, Wheuthe 
loader of the caravan perevived that ther was no 
other way of getting ont of the dillienlty than by 
stratagem, he proposed that permission should he 
given firat to go lo Pirfin Pattan, and then to re« 
tum for the wedding in due state and with the 
customary presents, In this manner the Taja 
wag aleceived, and the caravan was allowerd to 
depart. 

When they had arrived in their own country,

Akbar” and who was desirous of this woalth 
which was to bo got for nothing, at once marched 
in that direction with a powerful army, Ina 
short time, by the advice of the base Visal, Rija 
Mandalika fell captive into the Shih’s hands. 
Puring the siege the Sulfin bestowed on tho 
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sipdits five krors of gold, besides houses, farms, 
and dresses of honour, eand after the Rija had 
embraced Isliim he bestowed on him the title of 
Khén Jahin, and hia tomb ig in the Manikehok 
in, the biziy of Ahmadabad, The fortvess of 
Junfgadh fell into the hands of Sultdn Mahmud 
in Sarhvat 1527 (4.8. 1470), and after two yearg 
he restoied the country lo his offspring in Jdgir, 
And another account of the destruction of the 
kingdom & the Rios, who ave also known by the 
title of Ri¥aidahs, is this.

The fame of the god-knowing devotee, the 
walker in the paths of righteousness and abste. 
miousness, Mchtd Sitheb Narsi, the Nagar, is 
known from pole to pole, and also, the miracles 
performed by him have spread abroad in all di- 
rections, Offended at the ill-umour of his bro- 
ther’s wife, Narsi one day left the house and 
went to the house of his god, ad 1epresented by the 
temple of Mahiideva Gopinith, where he spent 
several days in fasting, penance, and prayer, At 
last the ocean of houndloss grace was seething, 
the cloud of divine favour thundering and art iny 
visible angelic herald conveyed these words to the 
ear of Narsi:—‘'I have placed the enjoyment 
of corporal desire and the pleasures of this 
world at the disposal pf the lord S12 Krishna, 
You shall behold the spectacle of the Ris 
Mandali, the dancing and the singing of the 
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Gopity, with your badily oyes, Put into poetry 
and declare again what you haye acen, in order 
that those who listen to your songs may ob- 
tain etornal salvation.” Narsi Mcht complied 
since that time nearly 370 years have elapsed, but 
high and low still sing his hymns, and thus acd 
mulate provision for their final beatitude — 
Temistich—Thw moon is always present in tho world! 
Navel Mchti was ‘a man destitute of money, 
and associated with Vairigts and Bhtktl, who 
tramp about the counvry ; neverthelegs when his 
son SAmaldds was celetnating ‘his wedding with 
the daughter of a Nagar, Madanji of Vadanagar, 
he miraculously came into tho possession of 
yarious kinds of chariots, horses with gold omn- 
ments, rich clothes and jewels, TKuvarabii, the 
daughter of Narsi Mehtf, was married to the son 
of Srf Ranga Mechta, an inhabitant of Und (under 
Junigadh), in Jhaveripttra street, Afterwards 


Narsi appeared with his two cris and nogo in | 


Und to attend the ceremony of pregnancy, 
and anid to his daughter, “ Ask your mother. 
in-law to prepare a list of tho gaimicnts called 
Mdnert in Lindi, that T may make arrange- 
ments for obtaining them,’ Kivarabat replied, 
with her eyes full of tears, her hent sad, and 
voice mounfal, "In thesey bad times auch a 
hope is impossible. Such things ave at the dis 
posal of wealthy people ; be ratisied with having 
geen me, nud depart in peace.’? MNarsi Mchtit re-" 
plied, Let not your heart be dismayed ; the Most 
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High will take care of us, and will nob allow ws - 
to despair, Get the Jist quickly, and bo not 
down-hearted.’? Kuvarabit obeyed, and a list 
was mockingly prepared, to realize which would 
have been beyond tho means even of wealthy 
people, On that ocension Kuvarabat’s fathor-in. 
law said, * Let them also wiite for two make. 
weight stones of gold, that tho wind may not 
carry away the garments of Narat Mchtit.? ‘Tho 
list made By the mother-in-law was given to Narsi 
Mehti, whg prayed to the ternal Bencfactor and 
universal Giver ; “vhen, Jo, a merchant from the 
invisible world, whose name was Damodar Shet, 
and his wife Lakhmi Bai, arrived with several 
clerks and carts londed with goods. This man 
exclaimed, “Iam one of the Gumishtas of Navsi 
Mehtf, and having selected from various coun. 
tries the articles he wanted for the Mdmerd, 
have brought them.” The people of Bri Ranga 
Mchti were amazed at what they saw, and at 
what was coming, The merchants procecdod 
immediately to open the packages, and to display 
to those who were present in tho assembly more 
articles than had been wrilten for, together with 
two golden stones, several guits of clothes, orna- 
ments, and vessels, whercupon all praised the boun- 
ty of the universal Givér, and reviled tha mockera 
and unbelievers. The women-of the fumily had 
prepared water for the purposes of ablution be- 
fore the repast, which was boiling hot; and os it 
was not possible to wash without the aid of cold 
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water, which the unbelievers had removed by 
woy of trial,-such a yaing began {o pour, by the 
Uberality of Sankara, that the water of shame was 
running down tho countenances of the members 
of tho family who had played this trick, ‘ 

Onco some jokers induecd Navsi Mchtt to 
write a Aundi for cortain Yairdgis, who wont with 
it to Dvirakf, but wore, aller a grent deal of 
searching, disappointed in their inquiries alter the 
tanker do whom the Aundi was addecssed, and 
they began to revile ‘Narsi, when, %, a banker 
mado his appearance, accompanied by two clerks, 
from the invisible world, and having taken the 
dundi from tho Vairigis counted out ready money 
to them. : 

In gpite of beholding so many evident miracles, 
Raja Mandalika prohibited Narsi Mehti from 
propagating the Vaishnava sect; but, not being 
able to obiain compliance, he eonvoked a meet- 
ing of ‘Sanyisis, who sever all connections, and 
atter no other formula exeept “Ie is one and 
has no partner,” ns well as of Veda reading 
Brihinays, (a decide the coulraveisy, ‘The 
Sanyhsis opencil the meeting with the declaration 
of the unity, the adoration, and praise of the god 
who oxisty from all eternity, mud anid, “Listen 
to the words of trath, and aliaudon the path of 
Vaishnavn ; ifyou pay not attention to it, you will 
at last hear what no one has ever heard. Aban- 
don the worship of idula, the playing on musical 
instruments, singing pooms, and the praise of 
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love and beanty, which lead carnal men into 
error? Narsi Mehtf, however, replicd :—

By degrecs the controversy went beyond mere 
words, and the disputants caught hold of each 
other's throats and hair, and Rijn Mandalila 
exelaimed, “What profit is there in this use- 
less talk? If Uazrat Dimodar Kat, whom this 
Nagar woaships, stone 08 he is, will take off from 
hig own veck a flower-gorland and give it to this 
Nigar, wo will leave him to bis own ways; but 
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if not, ho is to be kitled.”? Narsi Mebth was 
nought to the idol of Mimodar Ril, whom he 
immediately began fervoully to address, in fear of 
his life and of his honow, but at first ineffectu- 
ally, booanse some delay hnd taken place in the be- 
stownl of the garland. The reason was dint Narsi 
had pledged the Réy Kedini, which he wag to 
have stmg for Dimader Rat to the Mehtt 
Dharanidia in tho Qaslt of ‘Lalija Jor eighty 
rupees, and thoreforo,could not ra it on the 
present occasion, Cho Fathey of iM goodness 
and suocour of the needy was so bountiful as to 
assume the form of the debtor, ie. of Mehti 
Naval, and topay the above-mentioned amount to 
the creditor, in retwn for which ho received the 
bond, which he threw from the sky in the pregenee 
of the whole meeting, whereupon Narsi Mehti 
immediately began to sing the Rdg Keddrd, and 
obtained the garland of flowers, which the idol 
put upon Naxsi, Some of the revilers became 
black in the face, whilst othors felt their checks 
slapped. Meht& Narsi obtained the garland iu 
Snihyat, 1512, and for tho crimo of insulting so 
innaceyt a worshipper of the god the Mandalika

Bahadur Khan Babi thoAfghin wos for 
,along timo at Une court of the emperor Shih Jahan, 
and became v favourite on account of his affable 
manners, his bravery, and his good family. Ie 
was presented with agdgée in Gujarat, and when the 
atar of hia prosperity hegan to rise he obtained ad- 
yandement from the goyernors and high officials 
of Ahmadibid, Te farmed the revenues of the 
parganahs of Kardi, Viramgim, Bijapur, and other 
mahala several Gime, somotines from the Shahi 
or imporial Snlidites, and sometimes from the 
Snrkdva of the Srimant Peshvd and the 

 Gaikvdd on his own responsibility 5 he used aleo

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to precede the army which came from Almadibia 
to receive the peshhasé or tribute, and to stand 
seemity for the payments which the zamindirs of 
Gujarit and Sontha had to make ; and some time 
Afterwoids the Mahirdja Ajitsingh, who was ap. 
pointed to the Subihdari of AhmadAbAd, bestowed 
upon him the the’title of Bahiduy, and Sarbuland 
Khin bestowed on him tho title of Khia, In 
Sarhvate 1799 Kumal-al-din Khan Babi waa ap. 
pointed Naib of Ahmad(bid, first on behalf of 
Makbfl cA*Alayp, and aflerwards on the pat of 
Fakhr-al-deulah (‘Boast of the monmehy’), who 
was in reality Kharr-al-danla (‘Ass of the mo- 
narchy’) ; he governed ten years at Ahmadibid, 
-and in Sarhvat 1810 received the sagirs of Kheda, 
Wadasinor,* and Gogha from the Srimant Sitheb 
Peshvi ahd from the Gaikvid, Prom the Sarktr 
of the Srimant PeshvA and from the Lluaty of 
Balaji Rao and Damaji Gaikvid, when thoy took 
possession of Almadibdd, he also obtained the 
following nine places :—Pidnpatian, Vadnagey, 
Visalnagar, Munjpw, Tharid, Kherflu, Bijfptr, 
Sami. In course of time Patten, Vadnagar, 
Visnlnagar, add Bijipdy were again taken, and 
Damaji’ Gaikvid Shamshor Bahidar bosioged 
Visalnagay for a year aud a half till he was able 
to rctake it, at which time Zordvar Khan was 
slain, in Savhvat 1819, 

Salibat MuhoammadKhan Babi died

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in Sahvat 1787, and in the same year Bahidur 
KhAn was dismissed from Junigadh ; in that year 
also Piliji Gaikvdd came with his oops to col- 
lect the fame’ bundi ov Lnbute of Soratha, but they 
yomained for two yeara in Junigadh waiting for 
the payment of the ehawéh (fourth pat of the 
revenue). By means of the inforvention of Rija 
Vakhatsingh, the brother of the Mahirija, Sher 
Khdn, surnamed Bahadur Khan, avas ad- 
mitted to pay his respegts to the Mahfrija Ajit- 
singh, and presonted him with aelephaal, several 
horses, money, and dresses of honour, as a nazar, 
and was confirmed in his hereditary jdyir, and 
obtained a sanad for the fdyirddri of Morbi, the 
title of Bahfduy, earrings, and a yellow flag. In 
the second year ho obtained fom the Maharaja 
Ajitsing the Fonjdtrship of the country of Baroda 
in partnership with Sarbuland Khftns but 
in course of time ho was lucky enough to obtain, 
without the least trouble, the government of Juni. 
gadh from Mir Dost ’Ali, and then Bahidur Khin 
afterwards agains eburnedt to the country of Crujorit, 
whore he was duly honowod by the authorities 
of the period ; bul, as this recital chiefly concoms 
tha history-of Jamigadh, itis nol expedient lo 
give more details nhout Grjarit. 

"Yn former times Mir Dost’Ali Khan and Sfidak 
AIL Khitn wore joint rulers of Jnnigadh, but 
could fol manage the alfais of the States for 
thig reason the ryats and Dosiis sent Dalpatedm, 
a Clujartti Nagar, whom tho Navib Bahidur 
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‘ 
Khfn had formerly brought from Viiddsinor to 
Tunigagh, for the purpose of reenlling the above. 
named Nayib from Baroda, which had fullen into 
the hands of tho Cinikvad; accordingly the said 
Navib left his son Sardiv Khan at Viddsinor 
(i.e, Balisinor) and came to Jundgadh. In the 
same year thé adopted son of Umaibat, wife of the 
Senapati Khanderiio, avrived with an army of 
twenty thousand mon ig Soratha for the purpose 
of collecting the tribute, The Navib Bahidur 
Khan broaght with him fiom Baroda Muham- 
mad *Ali Khan, SAbdullah Khan Patani, Farid 
Khan Kardni, and Bull Khan Yusnfvai, Kiimeg- 
vara Pant, Keisanchand Bakhshi, Pitimbar Mod, 
and Gulibraj Nigar, 

To Sarhvat 1802 the army of Pildji Gaikvad 
anived with the intention of conquering Juni. 
gadh, and encamped near the town in a gaden 
called the Tihivddhh. Navib Buhidur Khiin, see- 
ing no other expedient lut to make penec, managed 
by the stratagems of Mohanlal Jikay, a Nigay, 
who was the Aristotle of tho pertod, and whom 
ho appointed his vutit for the oeension, to get 
the army sent off by flattery, and by preseuting 
a ndzarduak of gold and a dress of honouwy of 
small value, 

Tn Sarhvat 1803 Kénoji, taking with him 
Fakhral-dauld fore make-believe, besieged the 
fort of Vanthali, under Junigddh, but ddparted 
without having been nble to take it ; nevertho- 
Jess Fakhr-nl-daulah, by way of boast (/fakhr),

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got golden keys prepared, and sent them with a 
nazardnak of twenty-one qshrafis to the exalted 
court of the Shih of Dehli, with the messuge 
that they were tha keys of the fort, and after 
this confusion liad been quelled the Naviib 
wont Lo Gujarat, 

On the 8rd Chaitra Vad of Barhvat - 1801 the 
Divan Dalpatriin suyeceded in expelling from 
the town Vasuntiai Purbhid, who was a foreigner 
but had obtained a footing i in the town by em- 
ploying a number of abs who plindgied tight 
and left, After his e\pulsion” he beeame the 
companion of the robber Mangia Khfnt, and 
with him and a number of others made a night 
attack on and captmed the fort of Upmkot, 
which had at thet time no ehaudt, and thence 
these people used to silly ont and plunder 
the whole neighbourhood ; these depredations 
they carried on for thirteen months, but at last 
departed after a greut denl of fighting. About 
this time alyo the Navab Saheb Bahidur Khan 
arrived in Jrmdgadh, and two yems aflerwards 
Divan Dalpatrim departed this life, Beeanso his 
song were ignorant, Jaganaitha Jhild, a Nagar 
who was at diat the Peshhar or manager for Dale 
patrdm, and alae the Vakil of (ie Aiba, camied 
on his government business also alter his demise, 
with, the aid of Shetkh ‘Abdulla, who kept 
possession of the fort of Uparkoy, When the 
Inter demaudedt his arrears of pay, tho Navib 
Saheb came to Uv determination of crushing him ;

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accordingly he allured Jagannitha to his party 
by prospects of gain, and by tho promise to ap- 
point him Divin in case he defeated the Arabs, 
Accordingly, when the Navib and Jagannathan 
proceeded with the army to Kathifvid to collect 
the jama’bundi tax, Rudriji, the brother of 
Jagannithe, manfged to carry away from the 
fort of Uparkot the gunpowder and ammunition 
the Arabs trusted to, in case of war, on pre 
tence that it was old and useless for that 
purpose, pnd that therefore it ought to be sold 
and a fresh store bought in lien of i¢; then he sent: 
information,to the army, and when the whole 
world was lulled to sleep in the citadel of dark- 
ness the Navitb Siheb left the camp with Jagan. 
nitha, entered the town, approached the Upar- 
kot, laid siege to it, and caused the Arabs outside 
[of the Navitb’s party] to place ladders against 
the wall, dig a mine, and attack the Arabs who 
were within the fort, and after some fighting n 
compromise was made with Sheikh A’bdulla 
Zubaidi and others by pledging the village of 
Dhorfji to Jadeji Kumbhaji of Gondal and 
obtaining money from him, which being paid to 
’ the Arabs they departed from tho town in Sarhyat 
1810, but the Navabh Bahddur Khan 
died on the 25th’ of the month BhidarayA in 
Smrhvat 1814, after haying reigned thirty-six 
years in Junigadh, reckoning from: the beginning 
of his appointment as the Naib of Asnd,(*Ali) 
Kuli Khan and of Ghulam Mahyau’d-din Khan. 
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When the Navab SiheB Malrhbat 
Khan, after the demise of his father, perecived 
thatthe Divan Fagannithd Thal, who had acon- 
mulated some property, and acted according to his 
own will in overything, ho was displeased, and had 
jum assassinated in the night by a negro slave bi 
the namo of Ballil, near the Manjavadi gate, 
where the Gaikvad’s army was encamped, and 
where Jagannitha was staying ina tent to keep 
an eye on tho chauls, S&fter that, his Rouse wag 
attacked, and at tho inStayee of Jadeja Kumbhiji, 
Tomadir Radvi Kidn Rehdn Dholkiyah, and oi 
Sayyid Khalafshith, who offered themselves as 
bail, his brother Rudriji was allowed to depart 
safoly to Purbandar with the family and property, 
and did not return to his country until a long 
time afterwards, through the intervention of the 
Divinji Saheb Amari, and on paying a small 
amount of money as nazardnah, Alter that 
Somji JikAy became Divan, and after him TNayal 
the Vania, and again Somfi Jikity; but they were 
not liked, and obtained no firm footing. 

In Smhvat 18t0 the news arrived that the fort 
of the dundux of Surat had been taken from 
Ahmad Khan aul Sidi Masu'd by Captain Austin 
Shore under the command of General Butcher, 
ond also that Uic Hnglish had by forco occupied 
and taken from Surfjw’dedaula a portion of Origa, 
the Subih of Bihdy, and the Subih of Bengal ; 
and from Asafu'd-daula, governor of Oudh, the 
zilld of Bantvas ov KAM; lastly, that Shih A’dlan 
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had bestowed fhe title of Divan on tho English 
Sarkar. 

In Sarhvat 1818 Ahfiad Shah Abd’ali fought 
with am imumerable army of Maiathis and de 
feated it.* The total amount slain was nearly two 
lékhs, and among the killed wero many Sardiys 
of Holkar, Sindhii. the Bhonsld, and of the Gaik- 
vid. Some fled aud some were made prisoners ; 
the latter met their death ‘by being blown from

Sdhebah Sultn/ {tho wife of the 
Navib Bahitdur Khénji), and made Muaaffar 
Khin bin JAfar Khin Navib of Junagadh, 
When the Navab Kamalu’d-din Khin, who was 
the uncle of Mahabat Khan, heard of this, he 
brought an army from Pirin Patan under tho 
pretence, of liberating him, but in realily to 
give Juniigadh, in enso he should be able to got 
it,-to his own son Chizi-nledin Khan, and to 
convey Mahibat Khiin to Radhanpur, Accord- 
ingly he brought his troops during tho night 
under the fort walls, which they attempted to 
seale by menns of ladders ; but by the watchful. 
ness of the ehaukidéys, and the good fortune of

the Navib SAheb Mahibat Khan, Boing unable ta 
effoct an entrance, and when the sum at dawn, the 
world’s illuminating commauder-in-chief, popped 
out his head from the citadel of the nzuve sky, 
the soldiers weve put to flight and retired with 
shame, When Sadiéiv Pind’ Nigar, uncle ol 
the author, was made aware of this futile attempt 
of Kamilw’d-din Khia, he became cooler in his 
partizauship, and the Navib Kamilu’d-din, seeing 
himself sliscamfted, beat the drum of departure 
ip his disappointment, ° 

Aftor the army had marched about two stages 
hom Jundgadh, Kumbhaji JAdeja and other Za- 
mindiry, through the intorvention of Sivndis 
Panda, made an arrangoment with Sulimin the 
Jnmo'dir, so that he released the Navib Saheb 
Mahibat Khin from captivity, and the following 
arrangements were made:—The two brothers 
Muzaffar Khan and Fathyth Khan 
obtained the gdyir of Ranpur and Dhandhusnr 
with cighty-four villages as afl ind on their abon- 
donmiont of all claims to participnto in the dj. 
The parganoh Uplett was (for the aum of 35,000 
Jamis (todiy) given asa bribe to the agents] 
bestowed upon Kumbhaji fora yearly peshhash 
of £000 Jamis (Aodis). During two years Dayil 
the Vani became Kirbhivi twieo, and was also 
removed twice. 

The Navib Saheb Mahdbat KhAnji used to 
plunder the surrounding country of Kathitvid in 
order to maintain himself and to pay his troops 5 

a 
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in several tflulche he collected variable jama' hands 
illegally. When ho was pressed to pay his army, 
he used to flee with a select party of friends to 
the town under the shelter of night, to which he 
yas tracked by the helpless sipdhis, who were in 
a destitute condition from not having received 
any pay; but he* generatly expelled them with 
threats and by force from the town, in order to 
‘relieve them from the trouble of wandering about 
and from the misery of service, and to compel 
thom to, return to their homes, where thoy 
might take rest With their children ; this went on 
until Mevalil bin Jagjivandis bin 
Sadfnand, a Kayath from Gujarit, became 
Divitn, who, like his brother Sival}, used to make 
aliving asa munshi. Ilo was a man‘who wrote 
a pleasing hand, had agreeable manners, and 
dressed well; and about this time Sher-zamin 
Khin Babi, the uncle of the Navib Stheb, who 
had formerly been expelled by Sohréy Khin 
from Gogh, and wi had been reinstalled there 
and had come to Junigadh and received injdgir 
from the Navib Sitheb the eighty-four villages 
of the BintvA parganah, carried on the business 
of Karbhiri for about two years.

Suléiin Bib4 sister of Navab Bahfduy Khan, 
and spouse of Shuhfimat Khin BAbi, who had

At the age of eighteen years Amarji left 
Mangrol and went in searelt of servico to the 
court of the NavAb Sdheb Mahibat Khfnji, who 
was at that time besieging the fort of Yparkot, 
wherotho Arabs had taken refugee The Navib 
Sihob said to Amarji, “Lt you could objain pos- 
session of the Vigesvari gate, which is in the pos- 
session of tho Arnbs of tho fort, and could surren- 
der it to tho officials of the Sarkir, you would 
establish « claim to enter myservice.” According- 
ly he went to Purbandar, whence he brought an 
Avab Jamadir named Silman with a number of 
other Arabs, but as the Navib Stheb would not 
allow them to enter the town they remained out- 
side, but’ assaulted tho Vagedvari gate in the 
night, slew some of its adfindors, and finally 
handed i¢ over to the servants of the Navab 
Siheb, wheroupon the entire party was engaged 
to remain at the court, and they discharged well 
and ably whatever service was entrusted to 
thom, ‘Two years had not yet elapsed when the 
Divinji SAheb conceived tho idea of subjugating 
Vorfval. eee fn portion of (he army with 
the Navih SAheb at A dy i, two os from Vordval, 
Amarji, whon the moon with her army of stars 
was ascending by means of the scaling ladders 
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of degrees to tho citadel of the firmament, pro- 
ceeded to Verival in fhe company of the Jama- 
day, ’Abdw’lla Khiin, and others, and planted their 
standard on the wall on the west of the town, and 
fell on the garrison suddenly like n ealamity fom 
heaven, and made them food for the sword, After 
that they altacked four or five hundied Arabs who 
were in the éhdnah, whom (hey pul to flight ; then 
Jamadiy Wahdiwd-djn eittered the town with a 
detachment of Sindhis from the seaside, nnd grent 
bloodshed took placey so that the conquered pa ty 
Jost heart, and, not caring for their honour, fled 
with Shekh Jahingir and Shekh Mitn, and nrriv. 
ed safely at Patan Div, but Sundaji Desit 
with his adherents was captured. In the moving’ 
the news of the conquest of tho fort was conveyed 
to the Navab Sitheb, who entered it with the joy- 
ful sounds of the kettle-drum, and the populace 
came out to welcome him, Qn this ocension 
Divinji Stheb, the deceased Amarji, father of the 
author, succeeded if preserving the honour of the 
ladies of Sundarji DesAt from the Navib Siheb, 
who wasaddicted to pleasure. Tho Divanji SAheb 
was not employed in the (mufadd) revenue and 
judicial branch, but merely superintended the 
(fauddri) mmy administration of the state, Ag 
cording to tho freaks of the times, Popat Pa. 
rikh was Divan for three days, Jhavarchand for 
twenty, duys, and Mulchand Parikh for one 
month, and their management was so confused 
and ruinous that they abandoned it in disgrace,

In Suihvat 1825 Shor Zanttin Khftn arrived from 
Bantwa, with the vagne intention of effecting a 
night surprise, with a company of vagabonds from 
the wilderness of misfortune, and took up a posiliow 
inthe Basdrat Bagh (a garden near the Majhfvadi 
gto). In the morning, when the portal of light 
was opened, and also the lown gate was to be 
unlocked, these vagabonds’quickly apprdiched it, 
and suddenly met ther woodentters and: other 
inhabitants of the country, Who rere afkiving on 
a pilgrimage to Pir Divalshth, who is called 
Maidant; aud when they renched the gate, it 
was shut upon them fiom within, and the peaple 
commenced to fight with thom, whereupon Sher 
Zamin Khan fled like a gazelle and leaped like a 
hare, fiom terror and fright, in the diveetion of 
hia own abode. ‘ 


Dowtonrrion or Dinwsdnthe 
In the same year the Kathi Kumpi Wald asked 
for the Divanji’s assistance and induced him to 
demolish Dilkhania; and the said place, 
which was an asyhun of highway robbers, was 
razed to the ground hy the Divauji Stheb Amari, 
necompanied by the aboveenamoil Kighi Kubpa

The troopy of the Divdn Sihob wore still in 
tho silli of Dilkhanit when Pir Khan Shirvdni, 
Bhavata, Khokhay, and other Kasbatis represent. 
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ed to him that they hed made over the fort of 
Kutidna to Wishim’ Khan Babi, a young son of 
the Navib Sfheb Bahddur Khin, and that he 
was severely oppiessing the inhabitants of the 
county; and that if he should perchaneo bo 
wheedled into parting with the fort to Rind 
SultAnji, whose KAmdir, Promaji Lohtud ['Tha- 
kar] would be ready enongh to buy strange pro. 
perty, iwould he u diftioult matter (to rctake it). 
Distich:—A pin can stop tie w ator at its aonres ; 
When fall, no clophants can pass it then, 

As soon as he obtained this information the 
Divan immediately marched to K uti iin A, where 
he began to carry on all tho operations proper in a 
siege, and soon made use of mines, by which he 
blew a bastion into the air, which destroyed like. 
wise all the ehaukiddrs of tho garrison, Hashim 
Khan, boeing thus rendored helpless, sued for 
peace, which was soon concluded; he lost the 
fort, but obtained in lieu thereof tho village of 
Majhdvadiasa faghir, When the Divdn conquered 
the fort he installed therein his younger brother 
Govindji [in behalf of the Navib], who romained 
thore till his death in Savnvat 1846, after which 
his son Mangalji kept it ull Sarhvat 1849. Raving 
terminated this affair, the Divin again unforled 
his banners, to proceed on the Mulukgiri expedi« 
tion,

Vakhat Sing Raval, Raja of Bhunagar, 

called to his aid the Divan, who boing aware that 
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a 
it fa the duty of governors to cherish their subjects, 
responded to the eall, and whon he arrived at 
Gogha, Vakhat Sing requested him to redueo the 
fot of ‘TnalAjA, Accordingly he marohed in 
paison with his soldiors, who succeeded in scaling 
the wall of the fort; their antagonists, the Kolis, 
howovor, met thom bravely, and sovere fighting 
continued for somo time, duing which there 
was much bloodshed, and tho Divinjir himself 
was wounded in tho Igg by a ronsket-ball; but 
fortune favoured his party, *theit,opponmnts were 
unable longer to rosist, and were compelled to 
pay © large nazarinah. In course of timo tho 
fort oamo into the hands of tho English, who 
gavo it ta Navitb Nur-al-dtn, the governor of 
Khambhit, who in his tun sold it to Raval 
Vakhbat Sig, rulor of Bhavnagar, for 80,000 
rupees. ‘The Divinji SAheb thon returned to 
Junigadh, but, in spite of tho station ho had 
attained, he did not desire to be addvessod by 
the title of Divin ; on this oconsion, however, on 
tho day of his bathing on recovery ho was pre. 
rented with tho prosents bestowed ona Divan, 
viz, a palanqguin, a big drum, sword, dagger with 
golden hilt, ochobdir, torehos, and tho other 
ingignia, 

Conauesr or vour rors ov Minaror 

AsShekh MiydnofMing rol oxcitoda 
rebollion and would not submit, the victorions 
standards of the Divinji proceeded against him in 
Sathvat 1827, and tho foris of Sil, DivAsi, 
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Mohifri, and Bagasrit were forcibly inken from 
bin. In the battle which was fought nndey the 
fort of 8 i1 the horse ridden by the Divanji recelved 
no less than eloven wounds; but ho himself, by 
the hand of the true Preservar, was kept fiom all 
harm. After chnstising ¢he Thinahdirs, the 
Divanji besieged NLAngrol, but when the firing of 
his cannon began to take effect, Shekh Miyan lost, 
heart, and despatched Jibhii, the pateryal unclo 
of the Divinji Sihob, to intercede for him; thus 
he obtained pardgn after surrendering the moiety 
of his parganah {to tho Navib]., Puring the 
same year that mine of virlues Ku varji—~ 
merey be upon him,—the father of the Divinji, 
Biheb .Ammji, after beeoming a Sanyiisi (on 
Brdhman ascetic) became an inmate of Paradiso, 
Lingrarion or win Murasapis oy 
Kacun Brus. 

The Rio Siheb Godji had surrendered 
his Mutasadis (darbir oMeials) as securities to the 
eustody of the Arab and other Jamidirs, whose 
salaries he was unable to pay ; but, as the delay 
was long, the Arabs, after exposing them to imu. 
merable enlamities, brought them to tho district 
of Halay, ‘Their Jamia, who was an honourable 
man, was so grontly distressod at their insubor. 
dination that he put on his cont of mail and 
threw himself into the river Aji. When the 
Divinji Saheb, who was at that time collecting 
peshkash (tribute) in this zillah heard of it, he, 
for the sako of the honour of tho Ito Saheb, paid 
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the debt, and released the Mutasadis, Tn return 
for this handsome act the Rito Siheb for some 
time used to sond the Divanji SAheb all sorts 
of presents and gifts.

Crowds of Vaghars werg in the frequent 
habit of attacking the troups of the Srimant 
Peshvi, ol’. the Giokvid, and of the Jim, of 
spiking the cannon with iron nails, and “of plun- 
deving tho regions ofsIIiillar, JhAlivad [and 
Kachh] ; accordingly the *Divdyji redfted them 
to obedience after some fighting, and caused them 
to pay a fine.

The Bab viva, who subsist on impure food, 
wore sallying foith from tho sholter of their 
thorn-bushes and hills to commit depredationa 
in the villages of Nagher, KAthiivid, and WAlak.

They were soon ground to powder by the hoolg 
of the steeds of the victorious army, and compelled 
to conse from their deeds of raping, and obliged to 
restore the plunder they had taken, and they 
moreover agreed to pay a yearly tribute, When 
the troops marched back, they passed through 
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the town of UDA, and the Quabatis of the place, 
confiding in tho strepgth of their foot and tho 
bravery of their men, attacked the artillery 
train, and Poi, tho nephew of the author, who 
was in charge thereof, honourably sacrificed his 
Tife to preserve the train; and after hard 
fighting the people consented to pay a fine, and, 
asa security for the disbursement of it, the 
Divdnji Siiheb envied off the son of Quebiti 
Shelch ‘Taliir to Junigndh,

Tideja Kumbh fiji of Gondal trusted 
much in his wealth and his Rajputs, and enter. 
tained for some time evil designs against Junfgadh, 
Aécordingly when the Divinji Saheb had left the 
troaps ta guard the frontiers aud had himeelt 
returned to Junigadh, Kumbhfji called the 
Maratha army of the GAekvid to this aid, and 
also privately consulted the Navib Stheb of 
Junigadh, who entertained at that time a little 
spite against tho authority of the Bivinji, the 
breaking down of which, he conecived, would 
increase his own; wherefore he considered this a 
good opportunity, and counived with Kumbhaji, 
who wasmosy eneamped ab MAlAaham di, a 
village four miles from Junigadh, and was only 
waiting for any encouragement (from the Navib) 
as an excuse for ruining the Difin, attacked the ~ 
army, which fled ; but Jamaday Salmin, not being 
able to mount a horse, was eaptured hy tho 
Marathas, who, however, released him without 


' 
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injury. When the fugitives arrived in Junagadh 
the Navib Silhcb loaded them with reproaches, 
but the Diviinji Stheb marched with an army 
numerous a locusts, and pitched his camp oppo- 
site to that of the confederates. Kumbhiajj 
now repented, separated from Bamanioji, who 
was the instigator of this evil adtion, and agreed 
to pay a fine ad to xestore all the plunder he 
had taken, When pense was restoyed, the 
Divinji SAhob, on his return, besieged the fort of 
Chatrisnh ; and Bamaniojirits proprietor, after 
paying a large fino in cash and in kind, again 
took the ving of obedicneo to Junigadh into his 
car.

Certain conspirators, such as Bhim Khojah 
the vegetable seller, Gulibrif Mehta, Khushil 
Rai, Magatrim Bhagat, Jagjivan Kikani, and 
othor Nagars, caused the Divinji Saheb Amarji, 
with his brothers Dulabji and Govindji, to be 
cast into prison. Tho Navib Stheb Mahibat 
Khan, owing to the statements of those eplum- 
niators, was displeased; nevertheless he secretly 
honoured the prigoners by his visits and consoled 


them, On the fourth day of Philgun in Saravat 


1820 the three persons just mentioned were 
imprisoned, and on the same day Sdlmin the 
Jamadar, their adhorent, was summoned to the 
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Reng Mahal (cout), under the pretence that ag 
Shoik Miyin of Mingrol had taken posseasion of 
the fort of Navi, in the parganah of Porbandar, 
and was plundering the parganahs Chorvad and 
Kesoji, his services were required to repel these 
attacks, When he entered the door, slaves jump. 
ed fiom an ambush and slew him, but his follower 
Sayyid ‘Ali Chavush was quick enongh to snve 
his own,life by striking out vight and left at the 
slaves of the Sarkér, andl escaped, ‘hia same 
Chavash rose in couvse Of time ab Baroda to the 
dignity of a “sitter on an elephant,” but whe 
at last trampled to death by being tied to the 
fect ofone, ‘Che Divanji Saheb was set at liberty 
on the 7th of Srivana Vad, after a captivity of 
five months and three days, on the condition of 
paying a aazardnak of 40,000 ddmi codis, and 
until the payment thereof his eldest son, Raghu. 
nathj1, then ten yenrs old, remained as n hostage ; 
the Divanji himself, however, with his family, 
relatives, and followars, departed to the town 
of Jetpur, 


Tre Navin Shimmy Mancnus AGAtNsr, 
Minenoz, AND recanss wim Divan Sine, 


As Sheik Miyin was ravaging the country 
with a numerous army, and enerying off men 
aud beasts, tho Navib SAheb* Mahtbat Khin 
marchod against him, but, being unable to copo 
with his foe, he encamped at n distance of seven 
os from the town and spent his time in recon. 
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noltring. IIo kept the Divan Raghundthji at his 
court, and entrusted his odpeation to Bibi Sardar 
Bakhta (his favourite wife), the daughter of 
Kumah-al-din Khan, who trgated the boy like a 
mother, and who likewiso accompanied tha, 
Navib. In course of time Sheik Miyfn became 
so bold that he not only stolo horses and camels, 
but also harassed the sarmy itself, so that no one 
dared to go ont of the camp; and theoNavab, 
being thus greatly pressed, called Bhim Khojak 
and the other calumniators into his preswce, and 
addressed them as follows x—“ The Divin Amarji, 
the like of whom no potentate over hnd in his ser- 
vieesand who augmented the honour of the Darbir” 
of Junagadh, was by you removed fiom office 
without any fault of his own, and is at present 
living at Jetpur, He has received invitations from 
Kumbhaji of Gondal, from Raval Vakhtsinghji 
of Bhavnagar, from Kauhis Bhoka and Kanthad 
of Jetpur, from Rind Sulgtnji of Porbandar, from 
Meroji of Rajpurd, from Lakhiji of Rajkot, from ” 
Mothiji of Kotrd, from Jim Jasiji of Navanagar, 
from Bhivaji ThAld of Wankéner, from Waghji 
of Morbi, from SeshAji of Satelit, from Rij 
Gojsinghji of DhrdngdhrA, from ThAld TWarbham- 
ji of Limbdi, from Jast Kali of Mahuwh, from 
Sheikh Miyin of Mangrol, from Raizddah Singhji 
of Chorvid, from Daghoji Raizidih of Kesoj, 
from Mukhifty Khitn and Adil Khan of Bintwa, 
from Muzaffay Khin Babi and Pathyab Khan of 
RAnpdr, from Sheikh Tahir of Unt, from Sayyid 
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Latif of Delvidi, from the Faranghi Lenig 
Thujhu of Divbanday, from Sidi Yaqub of 
Muzaffaribad, from Rito Siheb Godji of Bhuj, 
from Lalubhii of Bharuch, from the Navih of 
Bandar Surat, and from Momin Khin of Kham. 
phat, all of whom have sont him letters upon 
letters, presents iif moncy, apd kind messages with 
many compliments, and theugh le hag no need of 
me, yeh without him-the state of Junigadh ig 
daily getting worse; if, therefore, you Tove your 
lives, yor must obey the Divinji Stheb and imme. 
diately recall him’ Tlaving obtained the orders 
of the NavAb Siheb, those ill-natured men feigned 
repentance for what they had done, and gladly 
went to Jetpmr, where they fell down at the 
blessed fect of tho Divan Saheb, 


On the samo ocension it happened that agents 
of the Rilo Siheb Codji had arrived with ich 
dressed of honour and splendid gifts and an invi- 
tation to the DivAnji Siheb to become the Divin 
of Kachh ; they had been there for several days, 
but he gave them Jeavo to depart, and thought 
proper to remember his old service and his duty 
of assisting the NavAb in this emergency, Ac- 
corlingly he immediately joined the Neavib 
SAhob, who restored to him the Divdn Raghu 
nithji hitherto kept as a hostage, with n handsome 
present, and assigned to him the revennes of two 
villages for his private expenses. As soon as 
Sheikh Miydn heard of the arrival of the Divdujt 
Siheb, inspite of his bravery his homé failed bin 
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and he made his appearance with hands bound 

returnod the property he had taken, pid a fine, 

and again became a vassal of J undgadh. 
Conaurar or Suyrivins, 

When the army departed fiom Mangvol, tha 
rayats of tho parganah of PA éan complained that 
Chind Patani, the Zamindir of Sutra p Ada, had 
roduced them to tho last extremity of destitution. 
After hearing this complaint, the world-tonquer- 

“ing banners of the Div4nji Stheb were unfurled ; 

ho besieged the fort, and the gunners kept up 
continual firing during a month, whereupon 
Chand came out with a grieved hemt and a 
yollow face, suing for pardon, and having obtain- 
ed a guarantee of his life and honour fiom the 
Divdnji SAheb, sumrondered the fort to Mehta 
Gangirim Lilbhti, son of the Divanji’s aunt, 

Chind Patani had a virgin daughter, handsome 
like the brilliant moon, smd as the Navib Sitheb 
heard of her beauty, he dropped the reins of 
patience from his hands and desired to procure 
an interview with her ; but as Chand refused to 
comply, he sent somo persons to bring her by force, 
But the Divanji Shab kept his, word, by which 
the honour and life of Chand were guaranteed, 
and accordingly ho and his beautiful daughter 
were allowed to depart to Gorakhmadt, which is 
a snared place of tho Jogis. 

Conquzer or ‘nite Forr or Posrrr’. 

Moriman Khavis, the Karbhéri of the Jém 
Sthob Jesiji, was grently distressod by the 
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depredations of Waghara of Okhdmandal, ae. 
cordingly he invited the Divanji Saheb in Samat 
1830 to reduce tho fort of Positré. ‘The noble. 
minded Divinji Saheb, who was constantly on 
the outlook for similar events, arrived in a 
short time in Okhi and engaged in the siege of 
Positra, a fort nover conquered by any one, but 
taken by the good fortune pf the Divinji Siheb 
in asingle assault aflgr exploding a gunpowder 
mine, and thon mounting the breach, An amonnt 
of plundgr considerable ‘beyond all expectation 
was found, whiga those pirates had collected in 
the ports of the Dakhan, of Ainbia, the Sonhili 
coast, Maskit, Abyssinia, Sindh, and the Tarang 
(Portuguese) settlements, On that occasion the 
dolefal news arrived of the demiso of the Navib 
Saheb Mahdbat Khin on the lth Kartak Vad in 
Somvat 1831 [a.m 1177]. Tho duvation of his 
reign was 16 years 2 months and 2 days. 


Navas Sinns UAmny Kuan, 80n or 
Manivar Kndn Barrdnur Bint. 

After recoiving this torrible news the Divinji 
Skheb immediately left Okhi, marched quickly to 
Juntigadh, and placed the Sihib ZAdah of exalted 
fortune amid Khan, who was born of 
Sujiin Kuivar, upon the masnad of his father, 
and stated the army to collect the jamdbandi. 
In that year also tho peshhash (tribute) for 
Thiliviid was for the first time fixed. Whilst the 
army was at a distance, collecting peshhash, Babis 
Adil Khan and Mukhttr Khan, the Jigida 
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of Bantwi, formed an alliance with the Nagoris 
and other Kasbitis of the town of Vanthali, 
and without difficulty took that fort. When this 
disastrowts nows reached the DivAnji Saheb, hd 
quickly marched to Vanthah and holeaguered 
the fort on all sides. Most of the instigators 
of this rebellion now tried te divert the Bir 
SAhibah SujdnbAi from the path of her duty, 
and to bins her towards, Mukhtiy Khan and 
Adil Khan; and at this time, Abuai Mahi- 
pitrio, the Subih of A'lyyadabid, happoned to 
bring an army inte the coultry to collect 
peshkash, and the malcontents bought his aid, 
but, owing to their fear of the Divinji SAheb, 
they wore unable to effect anything, and he kept 
up the siego and skiimished with the troops who 
approached his army. And when the Dakhanis 
pereoived that they were unable to offect any~ 
thing, they made peace with the DivAnji and 
presented him witha dress of honowr, and ab- 
stained from fighting, and entrusted to him the 
collection of the vost of their jamdbandi and 
returned, After gelling rid of this interforence 
the Divinji Siheb pressed the fort more closely, 
go that Mukhtir Thin sued for mercy, and waa 
allowed to depart to Biybwh, and the fort was oe. 
cupied by the servants of the Navéb of Junfigadh. 

Vrorory over ‘tin SuBAMDARS OF ‘tHE 

Puattvd ann Ginevad. ? 

Amrat Rito and Thoban, Subahdirs of the 

Poshva and the Gackvid, arrived together whilst 
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tho army of tho Divinji SAheb was in tho 
PanchAl district, ‘Theso troops advanced with 
the intention of fghfing under their valiant of. 
ficers, Tho Divitnji Saheb, as then seemed best to 
him, and remembering his position as a Zaminddr, 
Suffered them to be without molestation, but both 
the antagonistic ermics were close to cach other af 
Jetpur, and the warriors wore anxious to fight, 
Accordipgly at dawn, when the sovereign of day 
drew forth the scimitar of light from the seab- 
bard of darkness, the command to attack was 
sounded“on bh sides by beating dvums and 
blowing clarions noisy enough to cause an carth- 
quake, ‘The Dakhayis rushed fortli with grent 
ardour in large masses, carrying swords, guns, aud 
lanees, compelling the Divinji, who put his trust 
in the Lord of Girnfy, to defend himself with his 
infantry and cavalry and to open fire with his 
artillery, At last the fight became general, and 
in it a trooper wearing a coat of mail inflicted 
a blow with his sword on the shoulder of the 
Divanji Stheb, which would have killed him had 
it not been rendored harmless by the armour he, 
wore, and, turning awiflly round, a& one sperr- 
thrust he slew the trooper. ‘The engmy loft their 
dead on the battle-ficld and carvied off their 
wounded ; and, the Divinji Sihob being victo, 
rious, the Marlthis began the second day to 
trent for peade, and a meeting having been held, 
through tho mediation of JAdej& Kumbhoji and 
“Wala KAnthar, peace was finally concluded, with 
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many compliments on both sides ; Whon, however, 
Amrat Rio mrived in Ahmadabad, he was trea 
cherously killed in the bazhr by an Arab.

At the request of Vighji RAjt of Morbi, the 
Divinji marched to V A ga qd, but some of his men 
died fov want of wale? whilst erossing the Salt 
Ran; but the fort of P Alans wi and th? town of 
Kerifinagay were saken after considerable 
trouble, and countless booky fell into%the Di- 
vinji's hands, and he returned to Junfgadh after 
yeociving a large sum of money sont by the Tio 
Saheb of Kachh to ayort further misfortunes, 

As tho Jim Siheb Jasiji was besieging tho fort 
of BethAli, in tho parganah of Porbandar, 
Rant SultAnji sued for assistance, as narrated in 
the account of that parganah, and it was granted, 
Peace was concluded, on condition that the fort 
of Bethtili should be demolished, On this oo- 
ension an attempt was made by Merman 
Khawhs seoretly to poison the Divdnji Sithob ab 
an entortainmant to which he was invited. But, 
ashe was destined to live, he excused himself 
from accepting the invitation, on tho pretext that 
Daftari Khushileai had died at Junfigadh ; and ho 
ordered his army to‘ maroh in that direotion, 
JivAji SAmiaj, Subah of the Gaikvid, had come 
to collect the peshkash (tribute) of KAghitvad, 
and, having stationed his army ab Amroli, 
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aimed at infiependenco and the conquest of 
torritory and caused much disturbance in the com. 
try. Accordingly thé vietoious army marched 
to coerce him, and after he was defented in open 
battle ho took shelfer in Amreli, which place he 
Swas also forced to quit; the Divin SAheb granted 
him pardon, antballowed him to depart to Gu. 
jarit, and razed the fort tothe ground. At this 
time Sheikh Miydn . caused A disturbance in 
Mingrol, and the Divan Saheb Amarji sent his 
younger brother Divi Dalabhji, who was « pillar 
of the governnfént and wiso like Aristotle, to 
punish him, and he took up his station at Sil, 
where hostilities wore being carried on with 
equal results, when, by the will of God, Khu- 
shilbai, mother of tho author, and daughter 
of Dost Mehta Mankad, oxpired on the 13th 
of Jeshta Vad in Sarhvat 1834 (4.0, 1777), 
Sho had givon birth to Unveo sons, the eldest of 
whom, Raghunath, was born on tho Itth 
of Asia Shud Sarhyat 1819 [a.v, 1762]; tho 
second, Ranchodji, was born on tho 10th 
Aso Shud in Sathvat 1824 [a.w. 1767]; and the 
third, Dalpatram, on the 2nd Bhaduva 
Vad in Sarnvat 1829 [A p. 1772]3 her fourth 
child was a danghtor AmAb Ai, who was hort 
in Sarhvat 1832 (Ap 1775). Sheikh Miydn 
thought this good opporinnity, and came on tho 
pretence of condolence to Juniigadh, and sat 
down with somo of his companions in the large 
font whoro tha mourners wero assembled, ond

gucd for pardon, which the Divin Stheb was 
thus obliged to grant, 

At the close of Sathvat 1834 the Rito Siheb 
Fatehsing Gaikvad, who reigned at Baroda, and 
who had heard of the oxpulsion of JiwAji Samaj 
from the fort of Amreli, entered Sorath with a 
large army ; when ho anived a? Jetpurand en- 
camped thero, ho heard how well the Divin SAheb 
stood with his army, how liberal and how/rayo he 
swag, and he saw that it would bea difficult matter 
to subdue him: accor dinglyoth ough Unegnedintion 
ofsomoof the Zamindars, he overlooked his in. 
jury, and presented the Divdnji Saheb with a dress 
of honow, and also bestowel on him the tribute 
which was in arrears, and returned, In Sarhvat 
1836 the Gitckvad wont again on mulAged expedi- 
tion to KAthiAvAd, though it had been his inten- 
tion to avengo the disaster of Jivaji Samrfj, and 
to bonst of his success; but his object wns not 
accomplished, , 

By the advico and boldness of Premji Lohina, 
his Kamdar, tho Rind SulfAnji had employed all 
the Arabs ho could enlist in his servies on a 
higher monthly salary, and had thus become the 
source of disturbances. Accordingly the army 
was got ready to punish him, and when Premji 
sew his inability to resist in tho field ho began to 
tremble like  willow-lenf, and sent tribute in 
excoss of the ugnal nmount, as well ag all the 
booty he had taken, and, in addition to this, costly 
presents oltained from the cargo of aship sent by 
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Navib Tinidar Ali as presents to the Khalifah of 
Baghdad, and which yessel had been wrecked on 
his const, and sought forgiveness of his trang 
greasions. 5 

In the year Sarhyat 1836 [4.n. 1780] there was 
a slight famine, during which the Sindhis of 
Devri and Khigasri, under the leadership of 
Malik Muhammad and other Sindhis, had colleat- 
cd theivepeople from all quarters, and commeneed 
to plunder the country of Kumbhiji, who com. 
plained fo the Divtn Siheb, Accordingly the 
amy marched, ‘and was joined also by Divin 
Govindji with his fovees from Kutidnas both 
forts were besieged and cnunonadod, the garrisons 
fled, and they were taken possession of by the 
servants of the Junigadh government, 

The Thinadir of Kandorna, Jivd Seth 
by namo, an Amir of the Jam SAheb’s darbay, was 
a brave man who constantly kept his army fight 
ing, and supported it by plunder, In Sashvat 
1837 he ravaged Ga dha li, in tho parganah of 
Bhévnagar, in Gohelvid, and captured Motibhai, 
a Rijput Zamindiy who was tho adopted uncle 
of the author, and imprisoned him in the fort of 
Mew 4s (under Kandorni], When this nows 
reached the Divanji he quickly marched to 
Mewilsd ; on the road, however, he met certain 
men coming from D hrol with the intention of 
aiding JivA Soth; most of these ho killed, and 
then besieged the fort, When diva Seth saw 
death staring him in tho face and fortune

abandoning him, he sent out Motibhat with valu 
able presents, and thus esqped from the whirls 
pool of destruction. Meru Khavis, although he 
had arrived with an army at Kan dorna to aid 
Jiva Seth, had not tho eournge to do so, aud 
halted there without engaging, Shekh TMhir had 
formerly killed the half-brother of the Divin 
Siheb Raghwndthji, by name Pipi, who was in 
charge of the artillery, Ro avenge thistmurdor 
the Divinji marched jagainst him in Sarhvat 
1838, and obtained the yAace yithoutylghting, 
and bestowed on him onc or two villages in ind. 
Gangidds, half-brother of the Divanji, and who 
formerly was ‘Ihinahdar of Delvida, owing to 
disputes with Sayyid Latif and others camo to 
Uni and thence attacked DelvAda, but wns 
killed hy a musket-ball in the Jast-mentioned 
place; after that, Tuljartm, the Divinji’s own 
brother, was slain in a fight, aud in his place 
Parbhishankar Nandbhai, a Bausyida Niigar, 
who was a good soldier and a brave man, was 
made Thinaddr of Uni and Delvada, and after 
gront trouble he succeeded in subjugating the 
Babriis, and the Wabshi of Muzaffaribid and the 
Portuguese of Div feared him greatly. 


On this joyful season of the Ifuli the Divinji 
Siheb waa desivons that the young Navib 
Tramid Khan show preside over the festi« 
vitios accordingly within the camp many tents 
wore pitched, and a spacious skdmiandh was 
erected, adorned with garlands, in which he was

installed ona gorgeous throne of many hues, and’ 
numerous danding girls were cngaged for the 
occasion, and carried on their diversions with 
music and singing for a whole month,

The Tam Jast ji was Jam in name only, as 
he was kept by Merdman and Bhowfn Khavis, 
the Karbhftris, under surveillance, like a parrot in 
acage, whilst they reigned in Nagar according 
to theiry plensyre, Qnd collected much gold 
and silver, ‘Yo free her husbaud from this 
tutelage, Achubi Rint, wife of dw Jam, the 
daughter of Raja Gajsingh of Talwid-Dhyinga- 
dhra, planned various stratagems, Tho Raja of 
Porbandar, Rint Sulpinji, Kumbhoji the Raja 
of Gondal, and all the Zamindirs of those 
parts entered into an allianee, and after fighting 
some battles in the pargannh of Kutiina in 
the month Maghsar Sathvat 1838, eneamped with 
their armies, which exceeded ants and loousts in 
numbers, on the banks of the river Bhidav. To 
meet these foes the Divdnji Saheb marched with 
his glorious army, and pitched his tents near 
Jetpur. Merdiman Khavis discovered that he 
could not cross the river savo by stratagem, and 
aecordingly despatched Jagu Réval, a man whom 
he greatly trusted, with a humble message to 
the Divdujt Saheb te send over Rudviji Chanys 
and Ponjmal,a Bansvidi Nagar, thet ho might 
troat with them; when, however, these two mon 
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arrived in his tent, he addressed them in sO over~ 
bearing ® manner that they could scarcely enduro 
it, and vepliod in their (um that he was wrong 
in placing too much confideyce in the multitude 
of his troops, and (o consider the Divanji Siheb 
as a weak man, but rather to liken him unto a 
valiant lion who ean put to? flight a flock of 
gonts, or a hungry wolf who would disperse them 
like herd of antelopes. ,At these words Meri. 
man became afraid, and in the dead of night, when 
both these Vakils wore fast asleep, ho crossed 
the river with all his troops, "As soon as the 
Divdnji Siheb was apprised of this; he beat the 
drum to pursue the enemy, whom he overtook in 
the plain of Panchpipla, whero Mera had 
dvawn up his army in battle array, and surrounded. 
his camp with Jarge and small artillery, ‘When 
the two armies encountered cach other, the 
cannonade began immediately, e

The ratagonists fell upon each other like the 
waves of the ocean, the Divinji Siheb’s amy 
began to give way 4 Yuulg, but order was soon 
yestored ‘by thé exertions of Muzalar Khitu, 
Fatchyth Khin Babi, *Abdwllah Khin, Abdul 
Rahim Khin (Karin), Maiyfit Khan Baloch, 
arising Solankhi, Syad Karam ’Ali, Sayyid Gut 
Muhanmad, Mulvi Abmadwilah, Omer Khin 
Khokhar, Timatlil, Jitivim, and Sampatein: 
Nigar and others, who restored the battle, 
Shekh Mifin also arrived afler- the bate had 
commenced, and joined in it, and flashed like 
lightning on tho threshing-floor of the enemies,

Ab last the enemies wore senttered like the 


stars of the Great Bear, Bhavin Khawis, brother 
of Meru Khawds, was wounded by a musket ball. 
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Meru, the commander-in-vhicf of Wally, fled 
"with all the troops, which would have found no 
resting-place, had nol the mantle of night screen- 
ed them, and the Divanji Saheb with much joy 
took possession of the enemy's camp, beatin, 
the shddidaah drum of delight, and was ap- 
plauded by everybody. ‘ 

Merdman Khawis, being thus foiled by this 
ill-fuck, called to his nid the army of Sona Khig 
Khel Shamsher Bebddur MAndji Gaikvid, and 
the Divinji Saheb, wishing to. remaig on good 
terms with the Intter, returned to Ji undgadh and 
encamped near the town. The Zamindirs and the 
army of the Gaikvid dared net follow him, but 
boleaguered Devrd, which has fowr towers, and 
by cannonading it on all sides they demolished 
it after « weck’s siege; bnt the garrison, under 
¥akirchand Purbiah, Balkhair, an Avab Jamjdir, 
and Abhorim the Nagay, wero allowed to depart 
with their arms and ammunition, and after this 
affair the army of the Gnikvid returned to Baroda. 
Lereupon the Divanji Sikeb proceeded with his 
viclorious army lo punish the Zamindirs for their 
rebellious spirit, and invaded tho country of the 
Rani SullAnji, with whom Morviman Khawis had 
made an alliance, bal, time-sorver as he was, he 
droke it and gupplicated the Divinji Stheb to 
patdon his Lransgrossions, 

Accordingly he joined the army; and after 
devastating the country ofthe Rind the Divanji 
Siheb left a detachment to besiege the fort of 
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Khirasel, and proceeded with the army to collect 
the jamAbandi (rovonye) from the Khambhit, 
Dhandhuka, and Limbdi fronticr. The Rina, 
who was now helploss, agreed to pay a fine and 
heavy tribute, and to repriv the fort of Devrd, 
whereon he again obtained peace. During this 
year the pargondh of DALh tt camo into the 
possession of tho government of Jundgadh,

The Navib Sitheb LAmod Khén left the 
army, which wag,on a mulukgirt expedition, in 
Saravat 1840 [A.n. 1784], on pretence of sickness, 
and made a nights halt al Gondal on his 
journey; on this occasion Kumbhiji, who was 
always apprehensive that the Divin Siheb might 
retake D horAjiand U plot, spoke as follows 
to tho Navib:—* I will givo you thice Mkhs of 
Tami kodis if you will get rid of your Divin, 
who ig an ambitions man and carrica on the 
affairs of your stale with a high hand, and if you 
offect this you will acquire independence and 
freedom from control, ng woll as full authority in 
your government.” When tho Navitb Siheb 
ontered Junfigadh he set about the execution of 
his plan, by alluring with abundant gifts and 
promises of high offices Manohardis, son of 
‘Trikamdis, a Nagar ofthe Vaishnava acct who was 
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ja the confidenco of the Divin siheb, and Mehta 
Khan and Jubah Khan Gyjardti and Jivan Khin 
Afghan, all of whom were companions and guarda 
of the ‘Navib, lo aid him in, the execution there- 
of, Accordingly, when the Divin Sttheb had 
returned from the collection of the peskkash 
[tribute] to Junigadh during” tho Luli festival, 
and Bibi SardarBakhta, widow of tho do* 
ecased Navib. Mahibat Khan, inviled him to the 
palace on the pretence of showing him the 
érousseaw she had prepnsed for the mprringe of 
Bibi KamAl Bakhtii, daughter of Ghizi-al-din 
Khin to tho Nayhb IlAmid Khfn, and which 
consisted of garments, jowellery, with gold and. 
silver ornamonts, &e., they there pul him to 
death. Lhoy who committed the deed aequired 
thoreby clernal infamy, The murder was com- 
mitted on the {ith Rabi TL. aa 1198 (Mardh 
6th, Aww. 1784), On this occasion the author 
and Divin Dulabhji, with Deshi Stmaldis, and 
Rudraji the Gomashtah, wore thrown into prison, 
in spite of the aid of tho Arab Jamadirs Sheikh 
Muhammad Zubaidi, and Misud, and Saleh 
Abdulla, and Midi, and the Sindhi Jamadirs 
Sharfud-din and Malhfy, and other Gujaxdtis and 
Afghdng, but it availed nothing, 

AL this time the army of the Gaikvid Morty 
Rio Seni Khis Khel Shamsher Bahadur was 
enmpod in tho zillnh of Gohelyid, Jovying tribute. 
Rupoji Sindhia, who was a dousin of Madhayjf 
Sindhin, tho intimate friend of the murdered 
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Divin Saheb, “socompanied the Gaikvid army, 
On heaving the melancholy news, he advanced by 
forded marches and encamped inthe plain of 
Dhandusay, at gi distance of four kos from 
Jundgadhi, where he pitched his victorious tents, 
Thenee he demanded fiom the Navib Sftheb 
satisfaction for this wanton murder, and enjoined 
him to release the mon whom he had imprisoned, 
asthe Acabs had confined the Navib to the Rang 
Mahal until he should give proper scourilics ; he 
thorefore,, perceiving the altered circumstances 
of the time, rolenscd tho prisoners after one 
mouth, 

Rival Vakhatsingh, observing his opportu. 
nity, expelled the thinah of J unigadh which had 
been recently placed nt the port of Mihuwa, 
and gradually acquired possession of I o lidna, 
Patna, Saldi, and other places. Tho Navib 
Saheb, when he saw there wns no other remedy, 
invested Raghuntithji, the excellent son of tho 
late Divinji Siheb Amarji, with the garb of 
minister. ‘The date of this event has. beew 
found by Panti Mitn Chisti as follows :—

’ ho parganahs of Uni, of Dolya da, of 
Mangrol, of Sil, andof Div isd were mort- 
gaged until tho liquidation of the debt with interest 
was effected. ‘This wa’ arranged in Snrhvat 1840, 
The soconil ngicement was that the four villages of 
HalyAd, Bhensin, Antarali, and Akhodar, bestowed 
asa reward for the conquest“of the forts of Verdval 
and Kutiind, should be considered as a ransom 
for the murder of the Divin Saheb, and his 
children should also receive five villages from the 
parganahs of Mangrol and SutripAda respectively. 
To chis agreement Sayyid Qhulim Mahi-al-din and 
Sayyid Abmad Qadari, with tho Arab and Sindhi 
Jamadirs Wniyat Khin Baluch and Tari Sing 
Qasbiti, stood security, As, however, the army 
of the Gaikvid would not move without the 
consent of tho sons of the murdered Divdn, the 
Divin Dulabhji despatched the author to that 
chief of oxalled fortune Morir Rio Gaikvid to 
plead for the pardon of the Navdb Sthob. When 
the author arrived at tho tents, the Gnikvid 
himself, with Rijn Nardyan Rio Pandve, Jivaji 
SAmvaj, Rupaji Sindhia, and the Nimbilkar, the 
Sardirs of Baroda and the Deshmulhs, and Jama- 
dar Iamid, and the Yemani Amirs Obayd, 
Qisam, ITAva, &e, came to condoloe with him one 
by ono, and oneh noble presented him with two 
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shawla and an embroidered scarf and turban, Tu 
all they amounted to phout ahundred, The Bio 
Saheb advanced a hundred paces from his private 
tent and presented mo with a palanquin and with 
the turban from his own blessed head, and directed 
that [should be appointed his Divan, and Super. 
jntendent of a gdgah of 1500 horsemen accord. 
ing to the rules of PAndvo; and the annual pay 
of all those mon amounted to six liilchs and forty 
thousand rupees, and to defray this ho assign. 
ed the xevenues of tho pargannhs Mahudha, 
Amreli, Damnagarand Kodinfy, but, 
as I was brought up in this country, and had my 
relatives here, I could not accept of this bounty; 

Finally the fort of Kutifnd was given to 
the Divin Govindji, and Und and the Man- 
gro] pargauah to the Divan Dulabhji, Vor h« 
yal to the Divin Raghundthji,and Sutra. 
pada to Simalji Minkad, the matornal wele of 
the author. In spito of his favours the Srimant 
Gaikvid made a demand for theso parganahs, 
but Divin Dulabhji, being faithful to his salt, 
refused to consent. 

Whon'the,mmy of the Gaikvid had marched 
away, Sayyid Salim, Abdwlah bin amid, Omar 
bin Tamid, Ahmed Umar, Sheikh Muhammad 
Zubeid, and other Arabs kopt the Navib Sitheb 
TiAmed Khan for four months confined to hia tents 
near the Vanthali Gate, to enforce payment of 
theiv arrears of salary, The Navib, hyyever, who 
was ascunning as Lokmin, sent for a covered 
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carriage from the daybir, and aptead aq rumour 
that his mother, the Bibt Sthebnh Sardar Bakhea, 
whom he had not seen for several months, was 
coming to pey him a visit; the,simple Arabs kept 
their guard without the tents, whilst thé Navib, 
Saheb made his servant RahmatKhin lie down on 
his bed and represont him, whilst he left in tho 
carriage in the assumed garb of a wompn. As 
soon as he ontored the Rang Mahal, he began to 
fire muskets and oannon Upon the Arabs; when 
the Avabs saw that their scheme had failed, they 
took refuge in the Uparkob; this, however, he 
also attacked, and after some more fighting peace 
was concluded on tho condition that the Arabs 
should receive onevhalf of tho wages duc to thom. * 
The Divan Dulabhji and others, being tived of the 
perpetual, fightings, omigrated to Jetpux with 
their familios. 


Tan Yor or Varivar 18 TAKEN PROM THE 
Divan Raguundcust ny rREACHERY, 
Since Sarhvat 1836 the fort of Vordval had 
belonged to tho Divin Raghundthji, but threo 
confidontial leaders of sizandi, namoly, tho Jama. 
dirs Rabyd, Rakhyah, and Noblror, and ‘Taj 
Muhammad Qamar, wore deooyed by the Navih 
to his awn sido from motives of gain, and they, 
forgetting tho obligations under which they were 
to the Divin Sihob Raghundth}i, expelled him 
from the forts accordingly he, went by the way 
of Gorakhmtfi first to Jetpur, and then after a 
Japao of several months ta Junfgadh, during 
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avhich interval TApidis Vaishnave and Manohar. 
das Jikir, like veptilgs of the earth, endeavoured 
to carry on the office of Divin, but wore not 
tglerated longer than a week. 

Tun Navin Sinmun mnsrrearrs THE Anans 

AGAINST THD Drvanar, 

In this year there happened to be a partial 
famine; and Ibrthim Khan, with Tdnsoji and 
Athji ind Khanji, héving'obtained a favourable 
opportunity, expelled SAmalji (Minkad) from 
Sutripfda, and took possession of the fort ; 
accordingly the Diviin Dulabhji sont Parbhishan- 
kau Fanjdar'from Uni with troops to besiege it, 
whereupon the garrison, being helpless, accepted 
the author as their governor, The Divin Du- 
Jabhji had gone on a progress through the country, 
and leaving Jundgadh had reached Uni when 
the Navib Sihcb issued orders to have him kill- 
ed, but was unsuccessful, Afterwards the Navib 


instigated the Arab Ji amadiys in Janigndh who 


sere in the entploy of the Divin to abandon 
him; and Divan Govindji, with the Jamadér 
Shekh Muhammad Zubeidi, Sileh A’bdullah, and 
other Arabs, was besieged in tho Uparkd but 
after some fighting an arrengemont was made that 
the moiety of their wages should be paid to them; 
Then the Divtn Govindji went to Jetpur; and the 
Divin Dulabhji, who was ab Und, was joined by 
the Divin Ranchodji from Sutripdda, whence ho 
had been expelled by Ibrthim Ehin Wansoji 
Pothin and others who wore in expectation of 
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such work, The Navib Saheb appointed his sor» 

vant Shekh Mahmtid Mingroli to conquer Uni, 
cand he took up a position at Gupt Prig; and it 
happened that Mehth Parbhishankar—a Bins, 
vidi Nigar who had been « confidential servant, 
of Divan Dulabhji, and had been employed by 
him for years, and who had been’ the Thinadéy of 
Und and Kodindy, ands who had subjugated the 

whole of Babridvid and Kathidvid by hie prow- 
ess, and whom the Governor of Muazaffardbid, 

(JAfarabid) as well as the Portuguesg of Din 
feared—~swerved from his loyalty tn consequence 
of the events of the times, and instigated the 
Jamadirs of the Sirbandi, namely, Rayah (Rabi) 

and Punah, and Jes and Rahim, and Avud’Ali, 

to expel Dulabhji, which they did at the begin. 

ning of tho rainy season. IIe now went to Delvida, 
where also ho was not allowed to remain, but the 

people there kept his son Morirji as their nomi- 

nal Sardar, ‘The gaid Divin then stayed for « 

month at Dhordji, where he paid off the Arabs 

who had been in his service, and went to Jetpur, 
aud was hospitably eulertained all this time by 
FAdojd Kaumbhaji.

Tho Sindhi Jamadirs kept forcible possession 
of the fort of Vanthali to enforce payment of 
their arrears, whilst Jamadira Karamshih aud 
Othman and othors had ostablishod themselves 
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firmly in the Rang Mahal at Jundgadh ; but the 
Navib Siheb, who in, deceit and artifice excelled 
XKalilah and Dimnah, induced the Arabs to slay 
the Jamadir Gul Khin in the middle of the 
baat during the celebration of the fd, and to 
expel the other Jamadirs from the city by foreo, 
These men, hofvever, took refuge in Vanthali, 
whither the Navib himsalf went to oust them, 
and called to his assistance also Premji Lohint 
frort Porbandar, but after his arrival they could 
not agrge, and ho was ‘Sbliged to return jn. dis- 
grace. ‘Now, ince no one could carry on the 
work of Divin or subjugate the Sindhis, the 
Navib found himself foreed to go to Jetpur, 
whero he remained fifteen days, and after a thou. 
sand supplications invested the Divin Raghu. 
nithji with the official dress of Divin, and finally 
brought him to J unigadh ; during the same year 
he contracted a-marringo with the daughter of 
Navib Ghivial-din Khan, the Thgirdiy of Sami, 
and Munjpur ; the lady’aname was Kamil Bakhta, 
and the wedding was celebrated in the town of 
Morbi, on which occasion the Divin Siheb 
Raghunithji and Dulabhji gave large sums to 
Charans andsingera. 

Conquest or tun Forr or Surndrapa. 

After Ibrthim and Minsoji Patani had ex 
pelled the author, thoy took possession of the 
whole parganah of Suirfipidd ; tho Divinji there- 
fore gave orders to Parbhishankar to come from 
Und and chastise them; and he issuing from 
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Uni punished them and expelftd them from 
the fort after a month's siege, and the author was 
installed there as Mutasadlli, and held the office 
for eight years. * 

Meanwhile the Navab SAheb carridd on the 
government of Junigadh in a wavering manner, 
various factions intrigued against ench other, and 
the Divin Siheb Raghunithji again resigned his 
office; but as the Navib Stheb was unable alono, 
to conduct affairs, he found himself under the 
necessity for six months of paying vis\ls to the 
house of Raghundthji to consult him, and finally 
he again persuaded him, whether he would or 
not, to accept the office of Divin. 

JAdojd Kumbhiji, who was a shrewd map, at 
the time when a disngreoment had taker place 
between the master and the sorvant, obtained a 
deed writing over permanently the jand of 
Gondal and of Jetalsar, Moll, Majethi, Lath, 
Bhimord, and the parganah of Sarsti-Chitmpardd, 
on account of the three ltkhs of Jimis which he 
had arvanced in Sarhvat 1840.

The Riizddah Dagoji, the Zamindiy of Kesoj, 
Kept in his pay Arab Jamadfrs and Masu’d, 
Omat, Salomi and others, as well as Bayi Khan the 
Makrfini, and plundered the villages of Bintya ; 
accordingly dal Khin and Mukhtfir Khan 
" implored the aid of the Divan Raghundthji, 
Divin Dulabbji, who considered himself as the 
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Naib of the Divin Stheb Raghunfthji, sent 
the author wilh a force and artillery to the 
theatre of war. ‘The “first place snoled and 
burnt by the cnomy, was Agatriis and at the 
instance of the injured ,people I started, and 
fought a severe battle in tho plain of tho locality 
just mentioned, ix, which the Jamaditr Omar 
‘Salomi was killed, and on, our side Mukhtar 
Khin was wounded by a dageer-thrust, but 
slightly, as he woye & cont of mail Tho second 
battle, in which aboyt cac hundred and fifty 
men on Yoth sides were wounded, was fought 
near the village of Mavinit ; it lasted long, as the 
Arabs, under tho protection of date-trees, firmly 
held their ground. 

In this fight a personal attendant of the Divan 
Ranchodji, with Jamadir Jin Muhammad and 
the Risflih of Omar, made great exertions, so 
that Dagoji agreed to pay a fine, as well as 
restore the plunder he had token in the Bintva 
pargauah, A few months afterwards ho became 
so embarrassed on account of the pay he owed 
his troops, that in Sathvat 1844 he sold the fort 
of Kesoj to the Divi Dulabhji for a lkh of 
Jami fois. \ 

Divin Ragnunkrngst Taka THE TORTS OV , 

Crorvan ann Verivat, anp ciisarisns 

Rand Suvrinst. ' 

As Sanghji RAiztdah, Zaminddr of Chorvid, 
had lost his life in tho battle at Miia, and his 
survivors were perplexed how lo pay the troops, 
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they made over the fort of chdrvad to Rani 
Sulfinji: of Porbandar, who took possession of 
it, and at the same time raised a quarrel with 
MAngrol, but tho time blinded his eyes from 
secing the future, and made hig mind arrogant. 
Ibrahim Khan Pattani and other rebels from the 
Junigadh government had joined him, and he 
had enlisted them ip his service, and he took 
possession of tho fort of Verdval by menng of scal- 
ing-Indders during the night of the 13th Bhidarva 
in Sathvat 1814, Dildk Khftn and Thanahdir 
Ghulimi, the servants of the ® Naval? Sitheb, 
pulled off their shoes before they hnd even seen 
the water, and sued for quarter without having 
offered any resistance, and issued forth ; however, 
Ghulimi was killed. On that occasion the 
author, who had been for four years employed 
as Mutasaddi of Sutripida, ns soon as he heard 
what had taken place, marched at once to the 
fort, but before I arrived the cowardly Diler Kin 
had surrendered the fort, When this news 
reached Junigadh, Divan Dulabbji, who consi 
dered nows of this sort good tidings, exelaimed— 
“Will dignity or gold avail a fool ? 
A kick is all that ho requires!" 

Divan Raghndthji and Govindji managed the 
army, whilst Dulabhji, who suffered much from 
dropsy, remained in Junigadh and gent to them 
the war material they required, and took care that 
the Sibandis wore paid, Meanwhile the army 
hesieged Chorviid, and troops having assombled 
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from all parts, Kumbhaji Jadeja was fortunate 
enough to serve thore, and the gardens of Chorvid 
were so devastated that cows and donkeys grazed 
on tho celebrated* ‘pin lenvos, whilst the people 
crawled under the shade of plantain trees, 
* ‘Tbrahim Khan, who was the commander of the 
RaAnt's forces, ove day led a sortio against the 
besiegova and was killed by a musket-ball, ond 
finally gn the day of KArtak Sad first, in Sarivat 
1845, the fort was assaulted on tho side where it 
had been, breached byethe’camnon on that occasion, 
The Navilb Stheb and the Divin Siheb Raghu- 
nithji mounted tho breach as a bridegroom goes 
tomeet the bride, and thus entered tho city, and 
after applying acaling. Indders, sealed tho walls, 
O’mms Khokher and several other brave warriors 
showed much gallantry, Another assaulting 
party was led by Stmalji Mankar, the maternal 
unelo of the Divin, which entered the fort after a 
few musketry discharges from their Arabs, and the 
garrison after a slight resistance pleading for quar 
ter saved their lives, and the family and children 
of Mokfji RAizAdah, the Zamindfr of Chorvid, 
by the intervention of Kumbhaji Jadoja, were 
allowed to depart honourably to Dhorajis and 
from this late the government of the RéizAdahs 
censed to exist in Chorvid. 

After this victory the Navilb SMheb marched 
with his victorious army to Verfival and lnid 
siege to it. The Jemadars Rakhinh Karamshih 


* Chorvid is colobrated for its pau gardens. 
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Malik Sultin Yahia Ben Mangur and Atiji 
and Diwudji Kunwar defended the fort with a 
Inge garrison provision8d from the sea by 
way of Porbandar, and placing cumnon on 
boats they cannonaded the camp, and also made 
a sharp aliack on the besieging battorics, bil 
eventunlly were repulsed, In those times 
Budhandth, the abbot of Gorakmadi, who was 
very liberal and hospitable, happened to lie, and 
the Navib Siheb Timed Khiin despatched the 
author with Sheikh Mehm(d and Parbhashankar 
to condole with the family, Ii? the sme year 
also Divan Dulabhji died suddenly of the dropsy 
on Magsar Wad 2nd, and although the Navib 
SAheb ahd the army were much distressed at the 
news, tho Divin Raghundthji and Govindji put 
their trust in the mercy of God, and continued 
the siege. At Inst on Posh Wad 6th they allured 
to their side Ali Khan AtAji and Hansoji, and 
the Pattani Jamadirs, who from desire of their 
jagirs and former service, turning from their 
allegiance joined the Navib, and the following 


“ amangement was made, that at midnight they 


should opon tho wicket in the gale and admit the 
Navib’s mon. Tho Divdn Sdheb Raghunithji in 
person and Divin Goviidji, with tho commanders 
of the forees Paybishankar and Sdmalji Mankar, 
with 200 Arabs, 100 Sindhis and the Jamadars 
Jid TAnkhwd, Syad Salim, Syad Ali, and others, 
antored the fort on the west side, which was ag it 
wore the rising east of tho Navib Siheb's for- 
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tune, Immedfitely on their making their attack, 
the garrison stood to their ams, and fought with * 
such constancy and ungpeakable gallantry that the 
augels in heaven were compelled to appland their 
prowess. -And now‘that the sword play ceased, 
taey still fought. with knives and daggers and 
blows and pushes,ctill their coats of mail wore all 
yent, and the grainyard of existence was in many 
cases entirely burned up. In this affair DAwudji, 
who was one of the cousins of Rand Sultinji, was 
slain by a musket-bgll, cand tho garrison losing 
courage, led wrder the gover of night, Most of 
them however died either of exhaustion after they 
had escaped and became a prey to vultures and 
crows, or were reduced to the most destitute 
condition by thieves and plunderers, In the 
morning, which is tho time of tho rising of the * 
sun of fortune, they sent the good news to the 
Navib Saheb, who at once entered the city 
with great pomp and bestowed much praise on 
the Divin Saheb. 


After the conquest of Vorival the Navib Sithels 
proceeded with hia army to collect poshkash, and 
thon advancing by forced marches, replundered 
and rayaged the Rand’s country, who being dis- 
tresged to seo his country'thus harried, and alarm. 
ed also at the siege of the fort of Kandorni by 
the Divin Govindji, who was tho governor of 
Kutidnt, sued for peace, and agreed to pay a 
nosardnah and a fine, and on these terms peace 
wos concluded in Sathval 1846. ‘ 
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The Avab Jamadirs Zobaidi, Sih A’bdullah, 
Muhammad Abu Bakr, IAmed Mohsin and 
lAméd Nitsir with Naji had in various emergen~ 
cies stood sccurily to the troops for the payment 
of their wages by the Navib, who was at jnesent 
also unable to pay their own salaries, ‘The? 
accordingly kept him in close confinement at the 
Rang-Mahal, and preyented him getting either 
food or water, nor would they listen to the inter- 
cession of the Divin Raghunithji, One day, how- 
ever, tho Navab Sihed soging his opportunity, 
took several of his guards into ‘his covhsel, and 
bya thousand artifices contrived to escape from 
his Avab guards. Like a flash of lightning he then 
collected thd Khfints and Sindhis frem the sur- 
rounding country, by whose aid he expelled the 
Arabs from the town with shame and ignominy, 
and in this fight Utamrim Ghodidra Nigm, who 
was a peshkdy [agent] of mine, was slain, ‘he 
Arab Jamadivs who had possessed the fort of 
Chorwir for somo little time now ravaged the 
country, and my maternal uncle Siimalji encamped 
neav Chorvid with somo sipalris to restrain their 
excessos, During thia confusion [Divdu} Go. 
yindji diod, on the 10th of Mahastd, in Sahvat 
1846, ” \ 

In Sarhvat 1847 0 great famine raged in tho 
country, during which many persons of low caste 
becamo Musnlming for the sako of bread, .or 
emigrated, and Musalmins became faithless, 
Grass became as precious as saffron, and grain was 
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e 
extremely deat”, nevertheless tho rayats of the 
parganahs of Mitngrol, Vordval, and Pitan, suffor. 
ed during this heavon-dent enlamity o great deal 
from the Arabs, but their depredations were put a 
stop to by the end Of tho yenr, and they strren- 
Gered the fort of Chorvid, which waa ontrusted 
to theauthor, and I undertook myself to defay 
the pay of the soldiery. On this occasion Mehta 
Visanji,Bin. Vasnnji, a Nagar, who was my 
maternal uncle, and Divin to the Jam Jasij, 
being on his way .to*Prabhds and Prichi, 
was préent, The Divin Sihob Raghundthji 
having mado an arrangement with his bro. 
ther Morfrji to divide the artministration with 
him, took an army into tho diatrict to levy 
peshkash, of which however on account of the 
famine not much could be collected. JamAdir 
Ilamid Sindhi now arrived in the Unweli 
parganah of Junigadh on behalf of the Gtekwar 
to collect peshkash, and when tribute was re- 
fused he commenced to ravage the country and 
laid waste many villagos of the distict of 
Verfval. On his roturn march, when ho was 
at adistance of four kos from Junigadh, the 
Arabs and horsemen who wore loyal turned to 
attack him, and he himself was killed by a 
muskot-ball in the conflict, ‘This happened in 
Sativat 1818, 

In the Sazhvat year 1849, on the 6th of Migsnr, 
the Navdib Saheb, with his usual faithlessness, at 
the adviee of Kalitn Winio and Mitdhurdibin 
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Khushdlraindgar, imprisoned the Divin Raghn- 
nathj, with Bhai Moriyji and their adheronts 
Prabhashankar, Dayalji, and other Négars, in re-. 
tun for their excellent sorvige in conquering the 
country, and their houses were also plumlered and 
their treasure confiscated. When this misfortune 
befel the family of tho Divin Siheb Amarji, the 
author happened to be at Chorvid, and Antaji, 
the brother of Morarji, was at Und; they both 
made strenuous offorts to offect the liberation of 
the prisoners, and attaéked the Navitb'g men on 
soveral occasions, and under the protection of Shri 
BudhA Bavi [the lingn of Shiva in the posses. 
sion of the Divin’s family] in tho yony 1869 plun- 
dered the forts of Ghoghé, Snrasid, Malia, 
Kigwadar, and A’dri, On tho 6th of Posh Wad 
I plundered tho village of Shergadh, inhabited by 
the Mniyfis, and colleoted a grent deal of booty. 
Inthe fight at Kodinir, Bhai Antaji captured some 
of the Navib Sdhcb’s jamitdars and dismissed 
them from thence, but a Sirdar of his army, and 
Wanio MAdharji, the commander of their army, 
fell into a dry well and thus preserved tho water 
of their lives. 

In fine, on the't6th Posh Sud tho Navib Sitheb 
put to death Prabhashankar and Dayilji, the 
chief agents of Divin Raghuntthji, whom ‘he set 
at liberty oh the 11th Maha Vad, and six months 
afterwards he relonsed also Movirji without levy- 
ing any fine, and by the dearee of fateT aaa

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Patana, held fn behalf of Shokh Badar-ud-din by 
Kazi Abd-ul KhAlik and Shekh Mahmud. Now 
as wo three brothers had been expelled from the 
country, we did not remain at Junigadh in spite 
of the avention and courtesy of the Navib Saheb 
*fLamid Khan, nor would we accept the offers of 
Shekh Badar-wd-lin to stay al Mingrol, nor those 
of DAji of Dhorfiji lo stay there, but yielded to the 
sincere wish of Mchviwan Khavis, the minister of 
JAm Siheb Jasfiji, who had sont Mehth AdAbhat 
with one hundred vowfrs, a kettle-drum, and 
Danner. ag far ag'Chorvid Lo meet me, and went 
to Nawinagar, whore I was presented with the 
parganahs of Pardhari and AtkOt in jig. As 
J did not return quickly, the fort of Pitan re 
inained without a master, and the PAtanis, who 
have an old grndge towards the family of Shiik 
Myin (Shekh Badar-ud-din] oceupying it on be. 
half of the Navib Stlheb, expelled my ‘Thinadir 
Kivi Abd-ul Khalik from thence, 

Morfrji, son of Divin Dulabhji, went to 
Bhivnagar and obtained fowr villages in jigir, 
and Mangalji, son of Divin Govindji, who was 
of tender ago, had all his gold acized ng a fine 
(by the Navih) ; he remainad {Fa short time in 
the service of Rand Sultanji md of the Jim 
Saheb Jasiji, with a piiga of horse. The Navih 
now, whilst the officesof Divin at J unfigadh waa 
jointly hold by Kalyan Soth md Madhurdi, gon 
of Khushnlrii, exacted a fine of 10 Iikhs of 
jiinis from the Sompart qnd Nagar Bythnans.* 
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In Smavat 1850 Rawal Wakhisifkh began to 
harass the Kathis, who lived under the special 
protection of Junigadh. Accordmgly an army 
was sent from thence toaid them; Rawal Wakht- 
singh attackod Chital, which’ is the nesidonce 
and habitation of the KAthis, and the force sent® 
in aid under Jamidir Abdulla and Chotamlfl 
Nagar evacuated the place. 

On their return from a mulukgiri expedition, 
the Navib Siihcb and Kéllyin Seth happened to 
meet Mehriman Khaw af Kaliwad, on which 
occasion the Navib Saheb saidsto thé Divin 
Sitheb Raghanithji with his own gracious mouth . 
—T was wrong, I was wrong. Torgive what 
has passed; I give you the Divinship;” after 
that he placed the hand of the said Diyan in 
that of Mehrfiman Khawiis, saying, “ this is o 
pledge on my behalf,” 

Madhuri,  Gujardthi Nagar, who gave vent 
to his high aspirations after the departure of the 
Diviin Raghunithji, although he was a duftur- 
writer, considered himself able to discharge the 
functions of a Divdn, and actually did so conjoint- 
ly with Kelydn Seth, shaving equally in the pro- 
fits. Ina shortefitte, however, acvording to the 
proverb that ‘ten Darveshes find room under 
one coverlet, but nob tivo sovercigns in ono king- 
dom,” Kalyfn Scthand Madhurdi quarrelled with 
each othey, the formor took refuge in the house of 
Syad Ghulim-Mihya-ud-din, and the latter, aban- 
foning all hopes of safety, departed at midnight 
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mider the protection of the Jamfdirs Almed 
Qor, Sheikh Shyd, Nasir Yomani, and Mosa 
Muharria Arab, thidugh & passage dug wider 
the western wall, and arrived on foot with his 
family in Vanthali, aflor suffering a thousand 
fndignities, ‘Lo punish him, tho Navib dis- 
patched an invitation to the Divdn Sthab Ra 
ghundthji, who sent the author from Nagar with 
troops, whereon the Navdb Saheb took his station 
beneath the fort, and Madhurti, being alarmed, 
agreed to pay 0 rangont in cash and evacuated 
the for Io%wvent a fow months afterwada 
from Gondal to Baroda with Bibtji Saheb, who 
had come to this country to collect the jami. 
bandi, aud in course of time his previous services 
were taken into consideration hy the Navib, who 
gave him the jigiv and oMfea of dattari, and as 
he had no gon, his son-in-law Keshavlil received 
his appoittment, whieh be still holds, 

In Samyat 185} MAhAdaji Sindhia procured 
a vakil’s appointment for Madhurhi by hig influ. 
ence to the Court of the Badshih of Delhi, and 
obtained through his cfforts a aanad prohibiting 
the slaughter of cows throughout Windustan, On 
that occasion ho received aldo ¢ dvess of honours 
a turban plumo of poarls, ao bracelet studded with 
diamonds, and anoeklace of thie anme kind; car. 
rings, anklots, and inkstand and pentray, a seal 
shield, sword, Ain) horse, an elephant and 
howda, two clophants with drams and banners, 
anda palanquin. In the year St. 1851 algo, 
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Prince Bahidur Khin Bahidur ‘babi, of exalted 
fortune, was born; of hig, mother Rajkunwarbi 
on Jéth wad 12th, the date of his birth is 
embodied in the word) s+) May God grant him 
long life.

When Madhurdi his rival disappeared, Kalyiin 
Sdth, considering that tho rose was now without a, 
thorn, carried on the administration on his own 
responsibility, In Samvad 1852 Fateh Muham- 
mad Notydr, minister of the Rito Saleb, came 
from Bhuj with a nunecrous army and erossed 
the Ran with the intention of vavaging Talli, 
Accodingly Mordman Khawis invited the aid 
of a baud of Afghdns under Sher Jang Khin

did Khan, and Siheb Ditd Khiu, who in tho

The Navib Stheb marched with his army 
from Dhensari against Riwal Wakhisingh, be 
eause the Riwal had conquered the fort of 
Kundala, of which place Morirji, son of Divan 
Dulabhji, was thanadiy, and had also taken 
the fort of Iijult, ‘The Navilh SAheb cap. 
tured Kanyfji Gohel in the Gogh@birah, and 
ravaged the country of Bhivungar; thence he 
came and eneamped at Chital, and collected a 
great number of Kathis and ordered a march 
with tho intention of destroying Bhivnagar, Qn 
the other haud Riwal Wakhtsingh also came to 
meet him, with a large and well equipped army, 
and encamped in the Dhasi plain, opposite to the 
Navib’s eamp. For one whole day both armics 
were engaged and kept up a constant camnonnile, 
The Navib Siheb, considering the cowardly 
character of Kalyn Seth, perceived that pence 
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was the only means to esenpe frovt this calamity, 
and therefore cougluded it with the approbation 
of all his advisers, and aged to receive one lakh 
and fifteen thousand Rupecs, and wrote parwh- 
mihs for the forts of Kundala and Rijala, and 
pardoned Wakhtsingh his past transgressions. ‘Po 
make his return do Junigadh glorious, the Navib 
first took possession gf the fort of Miliy’, which 
he conquered from the grisit Pithdyat IIgthi, 
after o. siege of three days,

In Sahvat 1851 Amin Sahcb, a gon of Jama- 
dir ILamid, became the Subah of Kathidwar 
on behalf of the Giekwir; and to avenge the 
blood of his father [killed hy the Navib of 
Junfigadh] made his appearance at Manjévadi, the 
battlements of whieh place he broke down with 
his cannon, and after taking treble the amount of 
the usual jamébanii according to the rules of 
of Sivrdin Gardi, he departed. 

Kalydn Seth, the Baniya who had formerly been 
the modi (yirveyor) of the Diviin Saheb, not consi- 
dering reachery unlaw!ul, caused Parbigankarand 
DayAlji, coufidentinl servants of the , Divan, to be 
killed, and thus himself became Divan; after- 
wards however he was so much harassed by the 
soldiery, who clamoured for their pay which was 
in arrears, that he spent the whole rainy season 
under a thousand diffeultios in the jungle of 
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Kantolid, and ‘dosired in some way or other to 
Ieasen tho glory of Funigadh. With this view he 
incited the Navab SAbCb to conquer the fort of 
Dhfindhalpur, the vamindar whereof was tho 
Kathi Goad Khavfi, but after t siego of two 
rfionths, he was foreed to retire unsuecess. | 
ful. Whon he arrived in Junfigadh, tho Arabs 
assaulted his house for the puyment of their 


wiges.

When the Navib Sieh perceived that not one 
of the pillars of the Stato was «ble to extriente 
him from this difficulty, in Smhvat 1857 he 
despatched some of them, such as Jamiat Khan 
Shirvani, Malchand, Hayat Khan Baluch, Amari 
Thala, and others to Nagar wilh letlers to the 
Jim Sahib Jasfiji, declaring thal he would confer 
a great obligation upon the Navib hy sending 
back the Divin Raghunithji; accordingly the 
latter, although aware of his master’s fickle tom- 
per, and of tho envy of Winit Karsundis, of 
Nagar Kithandits, Azam Beg Cheld, md others, 
ho took into account that sincere exenges had 
been made, and that it was his duty, whether he 
liked it or not, to comply with the wishas of his 
old master, and wesil to Jundgadh, where he col- 
lected an army and took up a posilion at Vanthali, 
with tho intention of subjugating both Kutidnd 
and Bantwi. . 
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The author had been for two Years at Porbau- 
dar, to which place Prabhudtis and Kamil Chela 
were sont to recall him ; @d on the ocension ,of 
his departure the Rana presented him with a dress, 
anecklace of pearls, a paltnquin, and a Titer. 
When 1 mrrived at Riniwiy, the cultivatérs 
of the Mahidri parganah complained that Kalyan 
Séth had plundered them and carricd off much 
property. ‘To break his power I accordingly 
engaged the serviees of ‘the Jamadirs Muham- 
mad Nasir Boraq, Shakay Khin, Sardi Khan, 
Gulbiz Khin, Muhammad Rafa, MoMd ‘Thar, 
Marid Khfin Mekvini, and many others, and en- 
camped at Meth-Kotadi, Ifcreupon Mukhtar 
Kitn Babi lost heart and came to my tent, repent- 
ing, separated from Kalyiy Seth, made peace, 
loftyhis son’s wife to the Nayab, and departed for 
Bantwi aftor receiving a safe conduct.

offers, sued for mercy and came out, ‘The Divin 
Saheb lett the setWenent of this allair to myself, 
and marehed off with his force to collect the jn. 
mabgndi, nedompanied hy Kdhwar Dewaji dideja, 
and levying peshkask ax he proceeded, finally 
reached the Dhandhaka frontier, as his father had 
been in tte habivvof doing, and encamped in the 
Limbdi pargaya, where he took up his quarters, 
Kalyiin Seth, being distressed and reduced by the 
war, was token prisoner with his wile and family 
on the 8rd of Magsar Sad of Suavat 1858 
and placed in vonfinement at Kandoroa; but 
Muharriz, the Arab Jamaddr, held ont in the 
fort, and was auffered Lo depart on being paid the 
sun of 22,000 Jaini koris, which was due to him 
ag wages, Kalyfn Seth, with his whole family, was 
conveyed to Patan Div, whero tho Navib Siheb 
was at that timo residing. Ile honoured me by 
marching one kos Lo meot me, aud made onqui- 
ties aboné the conquest of utidud, which T nar. 
tated to him in the following tering s-~** We helen. 
guored the citadel during a whole manth from four 
sudes, and poured fire into il from cannon and 
innskets, but ag ib was extremely slrangly built 
of hewn stone, the cannon balls took no effect. 
Accordingly 1 dug a mine on the east and qnothor 
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an the west, aud it so Sinisa the latter 
was on tho same spot where formerly the Divan 
Siheb Amarji nd dug one when he besieged 
Tashim-Khan; this mine { abandoned and filled 
the eastern mine with gunpowder, but got ne 
chanee to blow itup, For one night, Mirid Khan 
Muakrani + sel the gate of ,the fort on’ fire. 
Next day after battering down the battlements 
of the fort with my ‘cannon, it was my intention 
to place laddors agninst the walls of the fort Sand 
tosealeit Kalyin Seth, however, being nnable to 
“hold out longer, hung ont & flagyof treep and sur- 
rendered himself with his whole family, whereon 
the fort «nme into the possession of this Sirlair.’” 
On hearing this recited, the Navib Sikeb was 
greatly pleased, mud extolled my bravery and 
courage ; Kalyin Soth was again delivered into my 
austody, and dying by the dearee of God in prixon, 
was requited for his works. ‘The forts of Chorwad' 
and Und, hell by Lakhmiprasid, the son of Kalyan 
Seth, were then taken possession of and surrenider- 
ed by me to the officers of the Navib SAheb ; thew 
. [took leave, and proceeding by quick marches, nnd 
chastising Anandpdr en route, Larvived at Limbdi 
and there mot the Divan Siheb Raghunithji. 
At that time (in Surhval 1858) the army of the 
Gackwily lnid siega to Kadi, and by tho interven. 
tion of Mir Siheb KamAl-ud-din [dsain, he ob- 
tained the aid of the Ruglish Gavernmont. Accord. 
ingly a genoral arrived from Bombay with cannon 
of drngon-like aspevt and landod at Khambhat, At 
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this time vakils arrived an the pact of both Mal- 
hat Rao and the Srimant Gaekway to ask for nid, 
but i so happened thet in onr doubt as to whieh 
would be successful, we ended by joining neither 
and marehed back &@ Junagadh. Ina short time, 
rfter severe fighting, tho army of the Gackwhr 
conquerett the fort of Kadi, Sivrim, the com- 
mandaut, and athers who were in the service of 
Malhar Rao, fled and dispersed in the surrounding 
districts, and when Malhir Ito perceived that 
thove was no way of escape for him, he went to the 
tent of the gonexnl and begged for quarter; his 
brother Manmantrio departed lo the territories of 
Bhéj, and he himself received the pargannh of Nae 
diyid from the Gackwhy government. Nevorthe- 
loss two yenrs afterwards, in Saiavat 1860, 
Malhiy Rao fled to KAbhinwiy, where he 
engaged the serviees of all the desperate cha 
racters out of employ, such as JamAdiy Umar 
TAmid Umar, with other Arabs and Sindhis, and 
became the centre of rebellion and raised dig. 
turbances. Ie plundered the country, but the 
zonindirs did nothing to defend the honour of 
ihe Gackwihr, and at last tho army of the latter 
marched against hin under tho command of the 
Divin Siheb Vithal Rao, and pursuing him closely 
captared him oh tho plain of Bhiynagay and sur- 
rendered hin ¢6 the English, who carried him to 
Bombay, where he died, 

In Sainvat 1859 I was collecting tribute 
in the parganahs which did not regularly 
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pay tribute, and levied double thesusual amount, 
when I was met in the vieinity of Dhringdra by 
the army of Commandant*Sivrdm and of Han- 
mant Rio, bat they were unable to hinder me in 
miy way, Mukand Rio Gilckwir rebelled and 
raised a disturbance in the fort of Amréli, ant 
excited a preat seililion in the comntry, Ie captur- 
ed the Nigar Desiyas of Winsiwad and demand. 
ed from them a ransom. ‘To punish him I march- 
ed by the command of fhe Navib Sitheb With 
an army, and after a aveck’s siege liberated the 
Désais and expelled Mukand Rap, whoymarehed 
away in repentanco and distress. In Sathvat 
1860 Bab#ji Siheb, the Divin of the Gick- 
wiy, passed through this country with an army 
numerous ag locusts, and levied thrice the amount 
of money Commandant Siveim had been in the 
habil of taking. LabAji also besieged the fort of 
Vanthalifor two months ineffectually, Accord- 
ingly ho marched off in great dudgeon md plun. 
devod the surrounding country as far as Patun Diy, 
and hindered the pilgrims from visiting Sri Som- 
nitha; the author followed him everywhere with 
A nunerous army, fighting with him continually ; 
finally obtained from him all the deeds of agree. 
ment to pay tribute which ho liad estorted fiom 
the peoplo, and tuling tribute only according to 
tho custom of the country; he rotuned, From 
the time of BAbA}i Stheb the tribute of this caun- 
try was raised to thrideils former amount. 


During Snihvat 1861, ° whilst the author

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was away as ffir ag Rajkot and the Sarvaiya coun 
try to eolleet peshkash, Azam Bog Chelan, Kar- 
sandis a Vaniya, afd Kihandis induced the 
Navib Sitheb to take partin coronsals and drink. 
ing bouty. with mifisie and dancing and singing, 
find administered the affnirs of the state as they 
chose, aud at their instigation the Navab Stheb 
mortgaged the paganal of, Kutna to the Divan 
3ahed Raghunithji, as, scenrily for the new debt 
of ton Inkhs of jAmis whieh he owed him, 

Inthe year 1862 Khia, Bhojl, Kuna, and 
other mdtis, betng disgusted with the tyranny of 
Karsandits, took refuge ab Katidnd, bat afterwards 
took up a position at Driphi, from which they 
made predatory ineursions, At last, after paying 
a fine, they were allowed to roliun to their, former 
posts. 

Mehtt Revaéhaykar bin Trikamdiy, with Diya 
rim Nagar, administered the office of Vivin for 
three or four years, but only in name aud under 
the dictation of Kargandiy, aud Azan Beg led out 
the army to levy jamfbandi but did not even 
annoy anant. ‘This fitfd and anpromising admin. 
istration lasted to ov three years, and from that 
time the mnrehing out of araies from Jiolgadh 
for the mulukgivi expeditions was pul a slop to, 
and giving up the right of collecting the jami- 
bandi, they reedived A fixed amount from the 
Knglish Goverment. In the year 1864 Mehth 
Revishankar and Madhurdi anived on the part of 
the Navab Siheb at Kandorna, whilst I was like- 
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wise there paying my respects” to Colonel 
Alexander Walker. ‘Tho Diviin Stheb Vithal + 
Ito, who bore a grudge towards the Divin Saheb 
Raghundthji, because he hal hindered BAbaji 
Saheb from conquering the fort of Vanthali and 
from paying a visit to Somndth, and beeause he 
himself aspired to obtain possession of Junigadh 
and to turn out the said Divin, ealumniated him 
to the Colonel Sihob ; thelatter, however, beng 
as it were the Nushirwan of the period, gave 
the following plain angwes:—" An explanation 
will be asked about the sixty laRhs owing, to the 
Diviin by the Navéb as fixed by the Gaekwéy as a 
debt, as well a9 about the sixteen villagespromised 
as blood ransom for the Divan Amuji’s murder 
but trencherously taken away again from him 
in the year 1849. I will also attach all the coun- 
try conquered by the oforts of the Divin Siheb 
Amarji and will hand it over to his son Divan 
Raghunithji ; and by what sanad of tho Sultiin 
of Delhi is the Navib in possession of the state 
of Junigadh "' When thoy had heard these 
words they became like flies in oil. Ou the festi- 
yal (first) of January, Colonel Walker said to the 
Divinji Sthob Vithal Rio and to tho officois of 
the Navib SAheb in a public assembly—" You are 
the Divins of the Giickwiy Sarkar and of the 
Navitb Saheb, but this is the Divan and leader 
of ow army, and whoever is his enemy is the 
enemy of the English Government.” After that 
a Gne was paid by the Junigadh State for the 
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goods the pirates of Naw Bandar had robbed 
from vessels bound, to Surat and Bombay, 
Walker Saheb Bahidfe anil Robertson Siheb and 
Ballantyne Stheb and others hononrod the author 
py being’ present nt niches given by him, I 
have never sen @ man go high and noble-minded 
us Alexander Walker, of little speech but great 
intelligence, acquainted with the affairs of govern. 
mdéht, versed in all potitionl mattera, and capable 
of appreciating men of worth, , Ile conquered the 
fort. of Aandorna inthalf an hour, and obtained 
a share in the Porbandar customs ; he demolished 
the fort of Chiayya and also put the Gickwir 
aed obligations to him, At Inst he wont to 

Euope and left a good name behind him, 

On the 20th of Kartak Sud in Smhvat 
3862, Ilallaji, on account of his rebellious and 
perverse disposition, inndo a treaty with Colonel 
Alesander Walker after hia return from an 
expedition to Okha, in consequence of which he 
toded the moiety of the customs of that port, as 
well as the east and north gate to the English. 
I paid my respeots to the Colonel and was pro- 
sented with a dress of honour, 

On the 4th of Philgtin of the year 1807, corres 
ponding to A.IT, 1226, tho Navib Saheb, the 
qibldh of the inhabitants of the world, the angelic 
tempered Timed Khin Babi departed this life. 
The duration of his reign was 86 years 8 
months and 5 days; he was intolligent, sweet 
spoken, and faithful to his word, but apt to 
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ahange with the times, ready to titke offence, and 
slow in rotion. So excellent » sovereign is raroly 
secon in this world, 


Navin Sinma Bandvun Kaky nry Was 
Kuin Banipur Bir 


This young prince with his mother RAjkthwar 
was kept at Patan, because on returning home 
after a cerlain marriage procession which ha at- 
tended on foot in the town, an Abyssinian boy 
in his service placed ah earthen pot full of fire- 
wood close to the Navib's place add setting 
fino to i Hed, As tho Navih Siheb experi- 
enced much inconvenience by this fire, he con- 
sidered that the boy had been instructed to got 
thus by his mother and therefore removed tho 
prince to Patan, Afler his father’s death, how- 
evor, he was brought back to Junigadh by the 
Jamidir Omar Mohhisam, Azam Beg Chelth, 
Kahindis Vaishnav, Mugatrim Bakshi, Jhin& 
Mehta, and others, and ascended the throne in 
his 18th yer, 9th of Phigan Sud, Sarhvat 1867 
(An, 1810), 

Tho Divan Siheb Raghuniehji had been living 
for seven yenrs at Kftidna; he kept his family 
at Mangnol, and enjoyed tho jigir of Ranpur 
from Nagar. Bul now Omar Mokhisam, Wamid, 
Amro, Silim Bin Hamid, Hasan Abu Bakr, Kargsan~ 
dds the Baniuh, Knhindis Vaishnava, Mugatetim 
Bakshi, Jhind Mehta, Vaghji Degai, and others, 
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arrived in Reitna, and witha hundred solicita. 
tions, promises, and oaths upon the Kordn, and on 
Jnmial Shih Pir, carfied him to Junigadh to be 
Divin. On his arrival tho Bai Sthibah Rajkin. 
‘war, a8 well as tho "Navab Stheb Bahadur Khan, 
“eccived him with great kindnesy but often 
repeated that int these times the powor of the 
GAekwad and of the English Sarkir was gx eatly 
ongthe increase, moreover that the State was en» 
cumbered with a debt of a kavdy of jimis due 
partly to the army and partly to the mutasnddig, 
and thit no o¥ier mon vxvept himself, whose 
family had ocoupied the Divinship for fifty years, 
could carry on the administration of the Govern. 
ment properly, The Divan Siheb Raghunithji, 
true to his salt, accepted the office in perpetuity 
for himself and his descendants, 


Tn Sartivat 1868 Carnac SAtheb anil Cangidhar 
Sistri, who were both in appearaney and in reality 
distinguished men of the period, avvived with an 
army and brought also Srimant Fatehsing Rao 
Giekwar Sena Khis Chey) himself, with the Di. 
vin Sitheb Vithal Rao, the Jomadir Amin Siheb, 
Mir SAhob Kamalu’d-din Unsnin, Ge. to attack * 
Navinagat, beenuso one of the Arab Chohidirs 
of the fort of Modpdr had unjustly killed one of. 
the English Sthebs ; but the Jim Sitheh of Nagar 
was 80 jealitts of his own rights that he refused - 
to give up the murderer-in spite of the pressing 
demands of the English. When the army of the 
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nglish and of tho Giickwad depart@ll from Nagar, 
thoy marched ta Lalwad, whieh j is four kos dis. 
tant from Junigadh, and” encamping there set 
forth their claim for a Nozarigah fom Bahidtr 
Khin on account of his gnecession to the throne. 
On that oevasion the Divan Saheb Raghundihjt 
took eave of the defences of Juhigadh, and the 
obstruction, of the roads, the erecting of thorn- 
thickets, aud the destrnetian of the water-counses 
ag dictated by foresight; but the sequel proved 
that all preenntions of Chisdsind were useless, for 
Mr, Carnac was af a hind disposition, and enmity 
was s00n turned into friendship. Gangidhar Sfss 
&itook the Divin Raghinathji and the author 
to see dhe wedding of the daughter of Divinji 
Saheb Vithal Hao at Amyreli, where they assisted 
at the festivities usual among Airs, and received 
presents of dresses, ornaments and food—every 
guost heing presented with cash and other articles 
accordiny fu his position in society; also the muta- 
sadiis af the Navab Siheb’s private houschold 
made their appeannee, and came to exchange 
presents, not suspecting any harm to their master’s 
affairs, Chey had set on foot thousands ofi ‘intrigues 
against us, and considered that if a selilenient with 
the Navi were to take place by the medintion of 
the Diviin Raghunithji, hia ‘family would rise in’ 
importance, which would be a Toss fo thom, Ac. 
cordingly they had brought letters from the 
Mayib Siheb Bahidur Khan, addressed to the 
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‘Divin Stheb, fo Vithal Ria, to Rijuba, and to 
Gangidhar Sistri, to this: effect + “ Now leave off 
negotiations, as you cafinot ohtain what you wish 
from the Divin SfAbeb. 1 will think. over your 
demands and at a fitue time obey your wishes.” 
The Divinji being thus helpless, asked for leave, 
Carne Siheb acd Gangidhar Sistri gave us 
much consolation and comfgrted us; and if we had 
at that time accompanied them to Baroda, we 
shduld. no doubt have attained toa. very exalted 
sank, ane 

Whonve retutned ta Junigadh we consulted 
with Rajkuiwarbli whether we should agree or 
not to the GiickwAr’s ader, She (at the insti- 
gation of her private advisers) said with a loud 
voice, “ We will not give cron a span’s breadth, 
of land, but have no objection to give « maderate 
‘aazaiinah ia money.” 

The Divhnji Saheb Vithal Rie, considering that 
the field was now clear, held out promises of pre- 
sents to Jamidar Omar Mohliisam and the 
private Ki bhins,and obtained a deed. in writing 
giving over the parganahs of Kodiniy and Amreli 
to tho Gickwar’s government, and by degreca thoy 
algo encronched and gdt sevoral other tlukis ale 
under their authority, and they completed the 
fortifications of Amreli, whiekx had been commene- 
ed in the time of the late Navab Ifimid Khin 

During Sarvat 1869 (4 p. 1812-18) there was. 
asevore famine ; rain did not fall, andon account 
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of the want of grass and grain mafty people died. 

During the preceding year, i.e, 1868, 2 comet 

was seen in the sky durmg four months; its tail 

looked like a bioom turned ppside down, and its

Next year, that is to say in Sarrvat 1870, auch 
 poatilonce raged, that many who had survived 
the famine died of it. «Sounds of wailing and 
dumentation fasued from every Rouse, ‘ind many 
corpses wore left exposed in the midst of the 
dear for two ov thice days, so that Ilindus were 
anable to bun their dead, and Musalmans to 
shroud and bury theirs, and on the 6th of Migsar 
Sudha, alse my brother, of blessed memory, 
who was a pillar of tho state, and a shining light 
in the family of Divin Siheb Amarji, whose 
name was Dalpatyim, departed this life, and we 
two surviving brothers suffered much giicf at his 
Jous, but there is no remedy for what is past.

Aspirations Lo the office of Divin inflamed the 
head of tho Jamidir Omar Makhisam, and he

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Wamid, and ofhers in ]is interests ; he obtained 
also aid and countenance from the Diviinji Sfheb 
Vithal Rio, and emridd on the administiation of 
the Navib Sitheb’g government; md got tho 
control of all the thinahs into his own hands, 
fut alionated the parganah of Amreli and Kodi. 
nfl to the Gickwir by way of sceuing his good 
graces, and with the aid amd co-operation of the 
Djrinji Saheb Vidhal Réo most ungratedully tried 
in every way he possibly could, to injure the Divdn 
Sfheb Raglumithy}. «

The Divan Sitheb Raghunithji went for the 
pmpose of performing ablations in the Godddvar. 
Gang at Nasik Tiimbok, whilst the author went 
on’ pilgiiniage to Bachmaji MAta, Sidhpur and 
Ambiiji, ‘Lhe Navab Baudah Ali Kain, zamin- 
diy of Khanbhit, at Sidapet Bhaoeh, Resident 
Romer Saheb, Agent ab the port of Surat, with 
Carew Saheb, who were all men of noble disposi- 
tion, and the rijas of every lovality, reecived the 
Divin Stheb Raghunithji with honours, feasted 
him,and gave hitn escorts thi ough their daninions. 
Cninee SAheb, who had once been our guest at” 
Kutiina, said at the second intersiew s-—"O Divin 
Sitheb, you me attached to the Honourable Com- 
pany Sarkar, and you, aa long as you live, and 
your children afte wards, may expect fay ours for a 
long time.” In fine this Tatra cost forty thou- 
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send Rupees. Gangidhar Séstri,Awho had for- 
merly at Amreli kissed tho feet of the Divin Saheb 
Raghunathji, and who” Ind now gone as Vakil 
to the Court of Stimant Amngtrio at Pana, sont 
him an invitation to como there, but no meetin, 
could take place on account of the hot scason, 
and Gangidhar SAstri himself Wag killed in that 
country. When we two brothers returned (from 
the pilgrimage) and arrived in Amvéli, we thegk- 
ed the Divan Siheb Vithalrto for the hospitable 
trealment we had met Witheat Periin Patan from 
Nagars MiigatrAm and Mot@bhii? and Nintbhai 
tho Majmaday, and from Bandfji the Mukissah- 
dar, and from Rahfdde Singh tho wine seller, 

The Divin Siheb, unwilling to practice trea 
chery, and out of regnid to Jamidar Omar Mo- 
khisam, entored into negotiations with Ballantyne 
Siheb ; for wo considered the English Govern- 
ment our protector. But he (Ballantyne SAheb) 
did not act according to his own will, but his 
mind was entirely under the influence of Stndavji 
Khatri, and he caused the prganahs which we 
held in mortgage for the sum of 10,000 jimis and 
for the firm of which 1 had paid a sum of 70,000 
jamis, besides the ghanim verd, to be restored to 
the Navib, ‘The Divin Saheb, who relied on tho 
favonr of tho English Government, when he saw 
Ballantyne SAlieb no longer showing kindness to 
him, beeamo helpless, and was unable to offer 
any remonstranco.

Wheu the light of my oyes Sambhnprasid, son 

. of Dulpatrdm’s wodding with the daughter of 
Avalram Ambfidis was solemnived, the Navdb 
Stheb Bahfdur Khin honowed it with his pre- 
gence and came to seo tho spectacle in which 
various performances by male and female actors, 
mausicians and singors were going on, and the place 
was decorated with vatious sorts of lamps made 
of glass, mica, colomed paper and ware, which 
transformed day into night and night inlo day, 
Tho marringe procession was cseorted by a 
thousand soldiers on horseback nnd foot, and wna 
accompanied by nimmerous chariots, carta and 
elephants; but tho Divinji Siheb Vithal Rao 
and Ballantyne Siheb, although they had sworn 
that they would come, remained away under the 
pretence that tho impending siego of the fort of 
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Kandornd was engrossing their atfntion. After 
the Divin Sfheb Raghinathji had completed 
the nuptials of his son and performed the Mahdru- 
dra Yagna, he rotired fiom the world, and engaged 
in the worship of his God, Sut Jamiigdiy Omar 
Mokhdsam’s cnmity towards him did not abate” 
Dismissau or rie JamAdin Omar. 

The ingratitude of Jamfditr Omar Mokfsam 
impelled him one day to rush with somo ANab 
JamAdars into tho Rang Mahl, and to lay his 
hand on the waist of the Navib Saheb, but 
Jamidars Slim and Iasan, his fithfu? attend- 
ants, and excellent good fortune saved him, and 
thus JamAdar Omar's evil designs wore frustrated, 
and hewas expelled from the city with contumaly ‘ 
and disgrace, and commenced to strengthen him- 
self in the districts, 

‘The Navib Saheb, when he saw tho evil designs 
and foolish ambition of tho Jamadéy, began to 
foar for his life, and sought aid from the Divan 
Raghunithji, both by promises and oaths, and 
accordingly tho Divin SAhcb, whose heart was 
devoted to tho Navib’s interests, betook himself 
to Ballantyne SAheb without the knowledge of 
tho Divin Vithal Ilo, who was a firm friend of 
Jamidir Omar's, Now Sunda fi Khatri, who waa 
aresident of Kachh and a dyer by caste, had emerg- 

‘ed from poverty by tho nid of the holy Ranted- 
war, and first became of note in the world by 
trading in horses with tho English Governments 
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and had by defrees become tho agent of Ballan. 
tyne Siheb, And Ballantyne Sitheb had made 
his agent, as it were, aShih BAA whom Tlindus 
sond in front of the bridal procession as it passes 
through ascity, and send with him their gong 
and daughters in gorgeous avray: nevertheless 
ho derives no aitvantago from the office of 
Shih Bald nor from the borrowed clothes and 
jovgls with which he is decked, except the name. 
But this Sundarji asgumed the title of Subsh, 
and by false and Iyingproptesentations had fright. 
ened or fhjoled dil the world, and thus collected 
much gold, Since he was n sincere friend of the 
Divin Siheb, he made an ally of him in this mate 
ter, and accordingly tho author of this book, and 
Mugatrim and Amrullah, repaired to the eamp to 
see Ballantyne Siheb, At this time the Aribs 
had been expelled from Nawinoger by order of 
the English Government, and then Ballantyne 
Siheb, according to the agreement made, came 
to Junigadh with his army, and Aston Siheb, 
who was in command of the troops, entered 
the city with a body of soldiers and two 
guns, to expel Jamiddy Omar. ‘This Jamadar, 
whoso prosperity was thus cul short, was thug 
oxpalled tho city with concealed face and bare 
feet, and after a time the affairs of tho Jamiddrs 
were settled through Ballantyne Siheb, ns follows, * 
Jamidir Omar was granted tho villages of 
Timbdi and Piplid, and one lakh and fifty thousand, 
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jamis by fixed instalments. Hagin Abu Bakr 
received 40,000 Jamis (koris), and Sdlim [amid 
obinined the village of Sangiwari, and they wrote 
bills of release for the mongys duo to them as 
salavics, and their vakils took their leave. 
After this the Divinship of Junigadh was 
again given to the Diviin Siheb Raghunithji, 
through the intervention of Ballantyne Siheb, 
who informed the Navib §iheb thnt it was athe 
order of tho Sarkir Company Babidur, that 
he should permanently fix the affice of Divan 
in the family of the .Divin Sab Amiyji, In 
this yeav the Hnglish Government conquered the 
fort of Anjfix, but after some time thoy restored it 
to the RAo Saheb by way of form,

Sundarji Khatri, who entertained ambitious de- 
signs, instilled into the Navab's mind a desire 
for tho recovery of the foits of Dhoraji, Upleti, 
and Mitigrol, the remission of a debt of fifty 
lakhs jamis (koris) duc to tho Mutnsnddis, and 
the reatoration of the jagiy of Balisinor ; in this 
mater ho gained over the Navib lo his side and 
alienated his favour from the Divan SAheb— 


Whotyver enme built him a house, 

But wont again and lef it to anothor ; 
Who likowiso acted in the same manner, 
So (hat the habitation belonged to no one. 
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In Sahvat’1874 Shekh Amrillah, who was 
originally an indigo dyer, and who hnd_ been al. 
lowed by the decensed Divin Siheb Amarji to 
eatablish himself ig the town, and who had by 
chis,traderin rich Almedibfidi oloths and all kinda 
of stuffs, gradually wormed himselfinto the Court 
of the Navab Sithob, and into the fhyonr of the 
Masihebah Raj Kunwar,* succeeded at Jast in 
afaining the rauk of companion (Musdheb) to 
tho Navdb SAheb, and with Mugatram Bakhshi 
was despatched throught Stindaiji to Ballantyno 
Stheb “with a fazmann of twonty-five thousand 
Tupees in order to obtain his permission to put 
some old Mutasnddis ont of the way who were 
stumbling blocks to tho new Divin, and in ordor 
that the fulland untiammelled authority of Divan 
might devolve on Sindarji, and Ballantyne Sitheb, 
who was anxious to advance the interest of 
Stndarji by every means in his power, imme- 
diately consented, and on tho atrival of Amrfillah 
and Mugatrim, the Navib SAheb throw Mehta 
Amarji Bin Rudrdji Thild and Mulchand Momn- 
tram Nagar into prison, on which tho Sanydsis of 
Sef Trinetia Mahfdeva and the wine-sellera and 
Sayyids of Junigadh who were their “securitics, 
issued forth from the city and commoneod to ait in 
“dhorni?* Tho Navib Siheb agnt out Shekh 
Amrfllah, Mifn Abd-ul-Qadv, and Jhint Mechta,

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with Mugatrim Bakhshi, to satisfy their demands, 
but as they would not listen, he sent Shahimat 
Khan Babi, Jamal Khfin Baluchi, and others, with 
armed men to the number of & hunded, to kill 
them. ‘The Sayyids considercd lifo sweet and, 
honour bitter, accepted terms saying “we seck” 
saféty from (tod,” but they shed the blood of the 
SanyAsis and wine-sellers except one of them, a 
strict performer of penance, who was dragged to 
the Uparkot and slain thore, 

In fine, since Ballantyne Siheb was an accom. 
plice in this evil action, he instituéed no inquiries 
regarding il, although ho came often to Juniigadh 
to make new aiangements; once he even invested 
Piabhfdda Naga of Binsfird with the dross of 
Divin on his promise to pay one-half of the debt 
due to the mutnsaddis in eight years, by twenty 
instalments ; in Une same way he enused the pay 
of the sipihis to ho liquidated, but Probhudis 
was likewise unable lo keep the office longer 
than a week ov two. 

In Sathvat 1876 (4.0 1819), on the evening 
of the 9th Jesht Vad, such an earthquake took 
place that Ingh edifices fell down, the su face of 
tho earth burst, and water gushed forth fiom it, 
many peraons were buried under ining; and the 
neat day ¢he garth agam trembled, and it appears 
to have beon an oathyuake fell over the whole 
world, 

Tho Navdb Siheb entrusted for the second 

, * 
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time RatansPand Wenavej bin Jetha Khated with 
the collestion of tho jamabandi in the whole 
country of Kathiatir, which had fallen into 
arrears for ton years, in roturn for their aid in! 
expelling Jamidiy Omar, though the Divin 
*Raghunflhji had effected this at the cost only of 
a lakh and a hall of rupees, 

Sdndarji also, in his desive to obtain the office 
@ Divan, caused an agreoment to be made whoie 
by alakh of jlmis for vakil's oxpenses wore set, 
tled ag an annual paymént to tho Unglish Govern. 
mont, fad ag Sceurity ten villages of Jotpty and 
63,000 jdmis icady monoy ivere respectively 
written over and paid, aud the provisions in the 
bond regarding interest wore expunged, 


Tnn Divansiur or Sdnpann 


SAndarji Shavji a Khatri had several times come 
with Ballantyne Saheb to Junigadh,pud in Sab. 
vat 1876 he obtained the farm of altho parganahs 
from the Naviib Saheb for n poriod of ten yenrs, 
on condition of paying an annual stant ofnine Inkhs 
of jimis, besides defraying the ghunim vero, and 
Ballantyno Saheb stood security for him as to 
the Divani, and although the said Sdndarjr had 
formerly sworn that he would protect the Divin 
. SAhob Raghunithji, he on this oceasion entirely 
omitted to do so, and even contributed to his being 
dismissed, Siindarji left his nephew Wanarij 
at Junagadh itself to conduct affaira, and admi- 
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nistered the state under the protection of Ballan- 
tyne Sitheb. In this year the Intter also issued a 
proclamation that the SukA? Company Bahidur, 
after fighting with hhn, had, extinguished the 
Government of Siimant Biji Rao the Peshwi, 
which had Insted during one hundred and twenty’ 
years at Pdnd, and had on severe ocensions van- 
quished the imperial troops (of the Emporor of 
Delhi),

In Sathval 1875, on Asso Sdd Wh, the Divan 
Siheb Raghundthji, suecessor to the Divin 
Amarji, departed to Kailisa, at the age of 56 years, 
and many persons who had enjoyed of his 
houaty for a long time were much distressed, Ie 
was a worshipper of Sankara, liberal, brave, up- 
right, veracious, akilled in business, protector of 
the raiyats, in military affairs, in the mulukgiri 
expeditions, tind in mancenvering the army he 
cannot be said to have been inferior to the late 
Amari, ‘The world bewails his-loss, and at 
Henares soveral Sany sis subsist comfortably at his 
expense. Ife built the tenmple of Sr} Badhabiwa, 
mentioned in the account of Mfngrol, as well as 
the bathing JQnd called Sarasvali kind, and nv 
dharungili at Patou, and he caused Gayatri 
purshachaus Lo he performed, and the pilgrims 
who resort to Benares enjoy the allowance of food 
he has made for them, 
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Wrnpine ov Krsannar, 


In Sathyat 1876 Kesatbai, daughter of the 
Rao of Kachh and sifter of Rao Siheb Bhina, 
the Raja of Kachh-Bhuj, was married by the 
‘Navi SAheb BahAdw Khan, Bahtdur Babi, on 
‘which occasion the gates of liberality were opened 
to the inhabitants of the world and presents were 
made to dancers, singers, courtesans, story-tellers, 
Bpfits, Chirans, Faqivs, Sayyids and Sheiks of the 
surrounding districts. iveryboily obtained more 
than he 2 expected, awl fhany presents consisted 
of ready moneys goods, horses, camels, and rings 
for fect and hands, made of gold and jewels, 
Eatables were also distiibuted, with opium, 
(drinks) of vartous kinds and medical confections, 
Betelnuts, cavdamoms, cloves, and spices were 
distributed in such quantities that the poor folk 
sold them in the baziy. From Kachh, farnitmo 
was biought with a fomalo clophant, horses, 
camels, chariots, cows, sheop, malo, and female 
slaves, clothing articles of gold embossed with 
jewels, some of cast and some of hammered gold, 
and tho articles of furniture amounted in value to 
five lakhs jimi kovis. 

After Ballantyne Stheb, Bramwell Saheb, with 
Chotilal, a Gujarati Nagar, who was his divin, 
eamo as Politionl Agent in KAthiawir, and as he 
happened to be near Jotptir, he enme to the 
marriage-feast at Junfigadh on the invitation of 
the Navih SAheb, on which occasion Unnsvij

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(aephew of Sdnduji Khatri), mad@ himself very 

useful by his activity, The above lady lived only 
four yems after her marringe.

In Smhvat. 1876 (a.n, 1820). tho marriage of 
the daughtor of Dalpatrdm was celebiated, as 
well as the vaséu (opening) ceremonics, which 
were performed in the temple of Sarnsvati, Mat 
the gate of Iatakésway Mahidev and the four 
temples bwit around it, Since, jroweven, I was 
vere wilh the Nayib Saheb, and as [ansvaj 
was my enemy, and as Ballantyne Saheb con- 
nived at his conduct and did not reprovo him, I 
wenl there with my full train to Goghi. There- 
fore the author departed with his followers to 
mect Governor Elphinstone Siheb, who had re- 
cently arrived there. ‘he Governor Siheb was 
so polite as to advance forty steps fiom his 
puivate tent to meet me, and on taking leave he 
accompanied me one hundred steps. Seven 
chains were placed for my companions and vakils, 
and on thee occasions he conversed privately 
with mo ina separate apartment in «the Porsien 
Innguago for thice hows with great kindnoss and 
eondeseension, What words shall T use to express 
my thanks to so noble and esalted a personage, 
who was moreover wholly indepondent in the 
conduot of affairs, and the like of whom I never 
saw nor heard of, This world changeth and 
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passeth away! Ile departed and left 9 good 
name behind him. When T went away he 
assuyed me of the fticndly disposition of the 
English Sarkar, avg told me to be undgr no ap- 
prehensions of injury from any of the rulers 
of this country, and presented mo with costly 
fregses of honor, After my retwn to Juni- 
gadh, I completed the ntarringe ecremonies of 
Kgsibt (tho daughter of Dalpatrim) together 
with the repast, sho being weighed with gold and 
silver in tho haudsomest manner, This took 
place on’ Maha ad 7th, September 1877, 

Carrurn any Reeasn or Gran Siren. 

When the Grasia provailed, Biwh Wilt, a 
Kathi, captured Grant SAheb on the Kodinte 
road, and carried him off into the hills, whether he 
would or no, 3 his guest, and for several days took 
him about the forest and jungle, On that ocon- 
sion (Major) Barnwell Siheb, who was coming 
this way, wrolo a letter from Ahmadabad to the 
Author without any previous acquaintance, and 
“merely on the strongth of my friendship towards 
the Sarkdr Company Bahadur, requesting mo to 
effect the 1elease of Grant Saheb, I immediately 
despatched one or two men Lo Lhe outlaws, and 
they brought me a letter from Grant Siheb from 
that place, but aa I posscased no nequaintanee 
with the English Inngunge, I had recourse to 
Bhavinidiy, the Munshi of Ballantyne SAheb, 
who informed his master of tho matter, The 
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Siheb, afraid lest I should effects his release and 
thus gain renown, sent [ansiij with numerous 
troops, both horse and fodt, and obtained the re- 
lonse of Grant Saheb from captivity in exchange 
for the parganah of Visdwadar, and in course of 
time Bavawila, son of Raning, hinself was killed 
hy some of his enemies and Vishwadar reverted 
to its lawful owners,

Ilandy SAheb (Anderson) and Muhammad 
Atk Mallah wore the ‘Lhinahdiis of the Com- 
pany at Dwarke and Beyt, but the Wighers and 
Sangrim Raja of Beyt rebelled and ignominiously 
expelled them from the fort, Tn yain did Mu- 
hammad Alt Maliah shake his heard, the cow: 
worshipping Waghers gave them no time to put 
their shoes on, plain daylight becaind as dark to 
them ay a midnight of the rainy season, and with- 
out reflecting on the disgrace, both Tandy Sitheb 
and Muhammad Att Méllah came and pad their 
respects Lo Ballantyne Siheb at Junfigadh, 
Shortly aflerwards the English army went and so 
chastised the Waghors, that many of them were | 
precipitated into the hottomless pit of annihilation, 
Raja Sangedm was captured and safely brought 
to Surat, and was afterwards sent back to his 
country again wilh a small pension and bound 
over to keep the peace; and they slew Mid 
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Mitnik and mény other WAghers in the Gomti 
river, and the survivors were treated meveifully 
and granted their fornter jigirs, and this mahal 
was bestowed anew on tho Gickwir,

Jogidas and IWido Khdiuin and others had 
for ¢ long time been in‘oullawry ih the country 
of Rawal Wakhisingh, who called the English 
army to his aid, Tt wis undor the command of 

) ef : 

Stauhope Saheb, and although ils movements 
were rapid, no slop could be put to the depreda- 
tions of the rebels, who were at last subdued by 
the skill of Barnwell Siheb, lle being a man of 
experience, able to impart wisdom to Loymin, he 
took into enstody some Kathis of Jotpr, who 
were relations and securities of those outlaws, and 
Cheld Khichar of dasdin and Ievsdy Wald of 
Bagagri, and Dinta Kotilé the zamindar of Dedin, 
and imprisoned them and attached their estates. 
Tie also took possession of the fort of Jetpty and 
compelled them, fo produce and surrender the 
Khiamins, whom in Sativa 1882 he handed over 
to Rawal Wajesingh (of Bhdonagar), and then he 
restored Jelptr, Bagasri and Jasdan lo their 
former Jords, 

Barnwell Siiheb, one of whose innate qualities 
was to bestow favours, procured for the author in 
Sathyat 1878, the form of the tilukis of Rajkot 
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antl Sardi, to he held for seven years (for a fixed 
rent), and in Sathvat 1880 he procured for me 
the farm of Dhordji aid Upleta, and Mehta 
AmarlAl and Raghunithji Vastvade were appoint- 
ed managers on my behalf.” 


In Swmhvat 1879 Sdndaji Khatri, who had just 
retuned from a pilgrimage to Yardwir, died at 
tho port of MAndvi ih his own house, His nephews 
TIangrAj and Ratangi, who managed the affaiys of 
Tunfigadh and of Bhty, in the pride of their pros- 
perity, cared very little for the Navib, Sitheb or 
the Jam Saheb, they sat on an equality with them 
inthe darbir, and tyrannically robbed the helpless 
raiyals of much gold, and despised the Nagars 
now when their patron (Ballantyne Saheb) 
was removed from Kathilwar and obtained an 
appointment at Sadrf as Politieal Agent, and as 
the Navib was not successful in regaining the 
jigir of Baldsinor, of which SAndarji had held 
him out hopes, and on which account Sindarji 
had taken from him mach cash, articles of value 
and beautiful horses 5 in consequence of this. a great 
enmily sprang up belween them and Leeson 
Siheb, and Anderson Siheb giving Unnsij an 
agreement from the Navih to pay his demands 
hy instalinents, expelled him from the town. On 
hearing this, hia brother Ratanéi eame from Bhéj 
md spent much money, but could not make 
peree between them, And if the Bnglish had 
not been their securities, they would have fared 
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ill, Immediatelf after his expulsion from Juni. 
gadh, Iansrij obtained from the Jam Siheb the 
firm of the Nawfnagar e&tate for a period of ton 
years, in consideration, for an annual paymont of 
séventeon likhs and thirty thousand jimi koris, 
and he received much assistance from Baryell 
Sitheb, TIangrij ahd Devshi claimed from the 
Jim twenty-eight lakhs ofejimi koris on ae- 
counj,of the nazarina of eight lakhs and fifty 
thousand rupees which they had agreed to pay 
the English Government on‘ account of Jogia and 
Balambha? . 


In Sathvat 1896, when Blane Sahel was ap 
pointed Political Agent, who could not distin. 
auish between truth and falsehood, anid who was 
of avery harsh and self+willed disposition, UAnsraj 
lost much both by the farm and his other ne- 
counts. In short, he was disgraced, and sinee he 
had been ocenpied in farming and mannging dis- 
tricts, his private trade had passed to other hands, 
The crow, in trying to walk like the partridge, 
forgeta his own mode of progression, Mr, Blane 
now rooted out all the Khatris and withdrew the 
scourity and promises of the Company DBahfdur 
hoth fram them and others in the Kathidwhy 
zillah, who had been relying in safety on the 
English Government. 


Afterwards, since the change of Barnwell Saheb, 
the officials of tho Iuglish Government who 
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have come to this zilah (whetlfer Turopeans or 
Jlindus) are indecd our friends, but not the friends 
of justice, ” 
Expeet not fidelityyfrom bulbuls, 
They every moment other roses court»

Kesarabdi, the sister of the Rio Stheh Bhirt 
and spouse of the Navib Siheb Bahadur Khan, 
departetl about this time fo thea regions of 
Paradise. 

Almad Faqir, a disciple of Mohkim-ud-din Pan- 
jabi, happened by the decree of God to ingratiate 
himself so niuch with the Navib Saheb that 
he began soon {o addyess him as his spiritual 
director and his aid/ah, politely bowing to him 
all the while in every conversation ; by degrees 
however Makdhum Min Chishti Ismail Khin, 
Sayyid Kawa, and Fateh Khan entered into acon- 
spiracy to ruin him, They brought Désasi bin 
Sundagji, who possessed the nature ofa devil, with 
Sundarji Sangvi, who excelled Knlelah and Dem- 
nah in neulenesy, and Sayyid Karwi from Rijkat 
to diumigadh, and indiiced them to murder Ahmad 
Khin (beennso he had been concerned in the 
dismissal of Seth Sundarji from the Karbariship 
of Junigadh). The murder of Ahmad Khan was 
perpetrated on the 4th Muharam a, 1210 
(Sanat 188), and as a, punishment for it, Che-

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Inh Esmiyl Khiin and Kadava were one year 
afterwards expelled from the town; Makhddm 
Chisith was, after a captivity of one year, com. 
pelled to pay a fine of aixty thousand jami (kovis), 
and,after giving securities, was allowed to depart 
to Nagar; but Fateh Khfin suffered enpital 
punishment,

‘The General Siheb met the Navib SAheb (in 
Smhvat 1980) at Katkarota, and as the author 
was farming the révenues of DhovAji and Upleti, 
he also obtamed the felicity of an interview on the 
Lith of Mahavad, 

Afler the murder of Ahmad Khin, his gon 
Yusuf Khan received two villuges as ancinéim 
from the Navib SAleb, and went to his watan, 
but Devagi Seth returned unsucecssfiully to Rij. 
hot; but Mian Tagan bin Nathn Miin, who was 
also one of the diseiples of Mohkim-ud-din, at. 
tained the dignity of spiritual director to the Navib, 
and gained over Sundayji Sangvi to his side, and 
administered the afvuirs of State on hisownaceount, 
Meanwhile Mitn Kamur-ud-din, the snocessor of 
Bart Sfhob, who had been the spiritual guide 
[pir] of the Babi dynasty, fell into negleel ; and 
the Nayab Saheb became very fond of listening 
lo songs and music, of dancing, drinking, eating 
forbidden things, assovinting with rosy-cheeked 
women, and attending combats of buffaloes and 
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‘yams; often changed his servaits, and allowed 


TInsan Miydn and his vakils to administer the 
affaiis of State sitting insome shop im the bavi. 
Lastly, Lakshmidis Seth, Khushal Chamanrai, 


and Bhapat Rai Desai, and Govardhan Seth and 


the sipthis who were followors of Ahmad Khtn, 
were kept for two months in prison, 


Mehta Govindji bm Ammji bin Radvaji Thila, 
a Nigar, waa formerly ‘the Mutnsaddi of MMin- 
grol and Kesod. : Ahmad Khan, considering 
him a fit. puppet, caused himgto be mppointed 
Divdn in Sathvat 1881, but he administered affairs 
dishonowrably, and thought solely of amassing 
money. : 


Tlighway robbers from their haunts about 
Mount Girudr, infested the parganahs of Malar and 
Dhordji, the inhabitants of which they plundered, 
They alsa ravaged the place of the Atits of Sri 
Pyinetya MahAdédva, which fiom anciont 
times is the dinawent and honour of this conntry, 
and nuider the direction of Almad Khan, [amir 
the Sindhi 1obher got hold of many Inkhs worth 
of plunder from the monastery, Kalifingar, the 
helpless muihnnt of this monastery, being 1edue« 
ed to pieat distress by these depredations, pre- 
ferred his complaints to Captain Barnwell, but 
tha sowirs of tho Navth Siheb, with several 
Atila who hada dispute about their hereditary 


* property, pursned him and brought back Kali- 


Angar, having captured him near Dhoriji. 
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These comphiints Barnwell Saheb sent me 
from Dhoriji, Tat once sent n hundred men to 
their aid, and reseninf Kalidugar from damn. 
war, where he was kgpt a prisoner, I sent him to 
Rajkot. 

"Barnwell SAheb, heing apprised of these disturb 
ances, despatchod Captain Wilson Siheb with a 
regiment to overnwe Junagadh, in tho vicinity 
whoyoot it remained encamped for two or three 
months, and at Inst tho Navab Siheb went him. 
self in porson to Wa net hi, agreed to restore 
the propdty takda by the robbers (fron the tem- 
ple) and to pay a fine of six lakhs aud cighty-live 
thousand jami koris. ‘ 

Ab that time the news mrvived that Muglish 
troops from Madras and Culeuttn were invading 
the KAmrup country, known as Barmi, and 
situated between Coleutta and China, where the 
inhabitants profess tho Buddhist religion, At the 
first battle, the army took possession of Rangun, 
ut onacconnt of the great mountains, brambles, 
goreery, epidemic diseases, and the consequent 
dificulty of enrrying on wae, they returned after 
having conquered # portion of that country. 

Ranjit Singh thd Sikh first conquered 
Maltin and afterwards Kashmir and Atk by the 
strength of the eword ; he had also oecnpied Kabul 
and Peshawar, but was unable to keep them. 

Somo frecboolers of the Miyand people of 
Sindh jnvaded Kachh widor their commander 
Fateh Ali, who on hearing that the English Sarkar 
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4 
intended o march troops agninsishim, despatched 
his vakils to Bombay and sued for peace. . 


In Sathvat 1881 so grat a famine raged, that 
beasts went in search of grags lo the meadows of 
the king of death, and many human, beings died 
from want of bread and emaciation. In this year 
also the excellent and high-mitded youth Sambha- 
prasid, who was the shining lamp of us three 
brothers, withered away from the fierce wind of 
death on Sth $f Jdshbh sudh; but man is unable 
to contend with fate.” 4 

Inthe year 1982 Govindji InMla (whom Ahmad 
Khan had always been in tho habit of addressing 
insultingly and replying to reproachfally, and who 
had, moreover, fallen into disgrace and oblivion 
like an ow!), now after the murder of Ahmad 
Khin, and through the recommendation of 
Barnwell and Blano Sihebs, ag well as by the good 
pleasure of the Navib Siheb, obtained for the 
second time a contract for the farm of the reve- 
nnosol Jundgadh for ten years under the guarantee 
of Wie Company Bahidur, Some time afterwards; 
however, the Navab Saheb was displeased because 
the raiya(s were oppressed by Govindji Fula, and 
at the advice of Tasan Miin Darvesh, he des- 
patched Latif Miyfin Bakhari_ and Sayyid-walan 
Miyan from Kodlindr as his vakils to Bombay, for 
the purposo of complrining and making the Sarkar 
acquainted with all the doings of Govindji Jhila, 
and the author was likewise sent for to the Navib 
Siheb's presence, ! 
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At the dian. ofithe marringe of Takshmifonkar, 
the light of my eyes and son of Sanbhnprasid, 
tho Navib Siheb BahAdur Khu conferred an 
evorlasting honour on we by making his appear. 
ance in the assembly; and Langford Saheb, al- 

. thgagh he had but recently arrived, was never. 
theless, by his imme generosity, impelled to he 
present. Langford Siheb was very painstaking, 
and so valiant that his mero arrival was outlicient 
to plt a alop to robberies, and his praiseworthy 
behaviour is deserving of the thanks of all tho 
people, whose upfortunate fate it was that he 
departed soon; bub I heard thet on account of 
the jealousy of some English Sfheb ho did not 
prosper in tho service of the Company Bahfdur, 

Tn course of time Iasan Miy4n again heeame 
reconciled to ThAlA Govindji, and he again made 
peace between him and the Navib Saheb, 

After tho denth of the wife of Barnwell Stheb 
he was much grieved and departed to the Cape, 
whenee he propeeded in Sahyvat 1985 to England 
by the permission of Governor Maleolm, whilst 
Blane Siheb, who had been a subordinate of his, 
took hia place afler he had departed, and substi- 
tuted for the patience and good manners of 
Barnwell Stheb, his own silly talk and ill-humow, 
At Inst, however, he had an atturk of orysipelas, 
for the purpose of curing which~nay, rather to 

* gure the henrt-aché of the poor yaiyats of Sorath 
—he departed to Surat, and thence to Rurape. 

' In Sathvat 1886, when Blane Siheb beenme 
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ruler over tho country, he dids a allow the 
juslice of the English Sarkar to take its 
eourre, 0 Hint the peopke were distressed anil 
sent their complamts to Bombay, but on account 
of Newnham Siheh’s friendship for Blane Siheb 
no one would listen to them, and on account of 
the departure of Governor Elphinstone Siheb 
BohAdur-—may his prosperity cadure for ever- 
also a great culamity befell those who sought 
redress for their grievanees, Thus, for insfnce, 
the vakil of the autho although he had a personal 
interview with the Governor Malealm®iheb and 
wrote several petitions, yet never received’ any 
reply. Tlowever, what has happened has hap- 
pened, and now T have bnt a short time to live.

Wajesingh, rijd of Bhaynagay, the author sent a 
troop of fifty sowirs and a chariot with Jakshmi.

The following additional circtunstances I add 
to this book. i“ 

In Sitnvat 1895 Taluntth Jogi, whom the Raja 
Mfnsinghji-of Mirwir ecousideredt his spiritual 
preceptor, enme to adore Gorakluith, accom. 
panied by a band of three or fone Ghousinid horses 
mon and footmen and tents and cannon, Ho 
weng to Gorakhima di with 200 choson camel 
sowars, and performed tho requisite giroumambu- 
lations of the shrine, srl fringing Piirnith, the 
abbot of that plac, with him to Jundygadh, ho 

. presented him with an elephint and then he 
returned to hig own country ; but when he reached 
the allah of Beehariji on his way thither, he died: 

In Swhvat 1890 shes Navih Siheh sout for 
Sadighiv Rao, sou of the Dakhuni Divan, from 
Abmadabid by ineans of Niud Miyan, and went 
to meet him on his arrival as far es the Sardir 
Biigh and handed over to him the ministry, IIe 
also sented Sadashiy Rio beside him on his own 
elophant, aud in this year (Sathyat 1890) Rand 
VikmAtji_ came with his mother to perforin the 
pilgrimage to Gientr, and had an interviow with 
the Navih Siheb and presented a horse as 
nazarfinnh, The Navib Sileh also visited him at 
his house, which was that of Raghunath lit, 
And it so befell that the Navab Siheb died 
suddenly, from a carbinele which appeared on his 
pump, on Wednesday, Vaisikh vad ‘Lst, Sam. 1896, 
corresponding Lo the 24th of Rabi-ul-A‘wal, act. 
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4256. Ife was an oxcellont mary and his reign 
lasted for 20 years and 22 days, and his age at his 
death was 4 years and 16 months and 22 days.

The following is Captain Grant’s own*narrativesof 

his captivity i---

“Ta [813 E was appointed by the Bombay Govern. 
ment, ub the request of Captain Cainac, Resident of 
Barada, to the command of the naval foree then 
established by Lis Lighnuss the Gaikvid for the 
suppression of tho Indfin gnd Arabian pirntes that 
infested the consts of Kithidvideand Kihh. Wo 
captured aud dostroyed several; and in 1820. they 
were so much redueed that the Gakvad abolished his 
naval establishmont. nor considering 1 necessary to 
keep it upany longer, [then veecived orders to pro- 
evod inland from ary station,at Velan Bandar, or Din 
TIead, ta Aawdti, to deliver o¥er charge of my vessels 
to the Gakvdd’s Sureubha, or Dinan, in KathiAvad, 
Ou wy way Twas attacked by a babarvati, or ontlay 
Kathi, nmed BawAwalld, with thnty-five horsemen, 
My horseheeper was killed; my munshi severely 
wounled.  Teoulit not mysolf make any resistance, 
having only a vidmg whip, 

“On fest coming np, Bi dwallé said that he wanted 
to consult me about his affaiva, and on this pretext got 
me to dismonnt, My people bumy vondered helpless, 
Twas foreed to remonnt iny hoise and gallop off with 
the gang, who took ine into a Imgo jungle, called the 
Gir, where L was kept prisonor on the top of a monn. 
tain for tvo mouths and seventeon days, During tho 
whole of this tine two armed men with swords 
dinwa kept gaard over me, I Jaid among the rocks 
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drenched with rein night and day, with the oxeeption 
of tno nights, wheu the gung foreed me to neem pany 
them, md we stopped iv a friewdly village. Ini this 
expedition Twas aveasionally allawed to ride, but 
alvays surrannded bf a strony had, that made all 
afempt Lo eseape impossible. In one village, whero 
the people favanved Bau dwalld, the wonten took my 
yaurt and uphraided’ him aud his inen for my eruel 
trentinent.  Towreds unfvienlly villages the enatom 
ofthe gang was to ride ap to the gates and chop of 
théheads of little boys nt play, and then go off rejoicing 
and langhing at their gingtd exploits When they: 
returned Mm the ereampment after a day's murdering 
foray, the young Wiphts used to boast how many 
wen they had killed ; and one day T heard the old 
fellows questioning them rather particularly whether 
or not they were sve they had killed their vietrms, 
* Yes,’ they said ‘thoy had sven their spears through, 
them, and were certain they were dew? Ab TL? yes 
marked an old Kéthi, a human heing is worse to kill 
than any other mumal; never he aure Chey are dend 
till you seo the hady on ong side of the rond and the 
ead on the other,” 

© At times the Chief Raw dwwalld, in a state of stupor 
from opium, would come mud sit by my side, ant 
holding his dagger aver me, ask how ruany stabs it 
would tuke to kill mo, T said [thotght one would 
do, and [hoped he would put me art of misery, 1 
suppose you think,’ he would answers, | that L won't 
Kill sons Thave killed as many hraman heings as ever 
fishernim killed fish, and T should think nothing of 
putting an end to yon; but L shall keep yan while 
yet, tL see if sour Goverment will get ine back my 
property; isu, T wall lot you off? 
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“When not out plundering, the gang slept most of 
thedny. At night the halter of ench horse was tied to 
its mastar’s arin. When the animals heard voices they 
tugged, and the men wera up in an instant. Their 
menls consisted of bAjri cnkes With chillis, and milk 
when it could he got, 1 used to have? the same. 
Oneo or twiee my servant was allowed to come to me, 
and brought the rare treat of soma curry and a bottle 
of claret fiom Captain Ballantine, The wine Béwi- 
walld seized on at once, thinking it was ddru, or spirits, 
but on tasting the liquor he changed his mind, and 
spitting it out tloclared iOwag poison, sont, no doubt, 
on purpose to kill him, By way of tast, I wer ordered 
to drink it,which I did with great plensme, and finding 

mo none the worse, he gave up his idea of poison. 


“ Among his people there were two young men who 
showed some fevling for mes One of these was shot 
ona pillaging vaid shortly before my rolenso They 
used to try and cheer me up by telling me I should 
be sot free. Occasionally, when opportunity offered, 
they would inform me how many people they had | 
killed, and tho metho they pursed when rich 
travellers refused the sum demanded, This was to 
tie the poor wretches by their logs to n benm across a 
well, with their heads tonching the water, and then 
to say away at the ropa wntil the tortured vietins 
agreed to their demands, then the Kilthts would haul 
them up, get from them a daed: or nll on some agent, 
antl keep them prisoners till this was paid, 

“Sometimes they told me af their master’s inten- 
tion to murder me, whieb was not pleasaut, IIe and 
his wen had many disprtes about me, jist as his hopes 
or fonts of the eonacquence of ny imprisonment 
prevailed. 
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“T can noverdorget one stormy night + thoy were 
all sitting round «@ great fire 30 ley behind thom, 
Lions ind wild beasts ragred avonnd us, but did not 
prevent mo overlivnring o debate upon tho subject of 
what should be done with me. ‘The men complained 
that they had been two months in the jungly on ny 
accounts tyiv families were in the villages, vory bndly 
off for food, and “that they would stay no longer. 
Their chief replied ; * Let us fell] him, and flee to some 
other part of the county,’ Uo this they objected, 
saytug that the Huglish would send tragps and take 
their families prisoners and él nse them, So in the 
end ib way agreed to keep mo for the present. 


© My release was effected at Iast through our Poli« 
tical Agent, Captain Ballantine, who prevailed on the 
Navilh of Jundgadh to nse his iuilnenee to get another 
KAghi who had forcibly taken Riwhwulla’s prrganak 
or distriet to restore it to him, aud Liwiwallt thus 
having gained his abject sut me freo 

“My sufferings during confinement were almost 
beyond endurance, and T used to pray in tho evening 
thot T might never see another morning, Thad my 
hovts on my feet for the first month, nat being ble to 
get them off from Che constant wet until J was reduced 
by sickness, Severe fever, with age and indamma- 
sion of the liver, came on, aud, with oxposttre to the 
open air, drove mo delirious, so that when let go Twas 
fonnd wandering in the fields at night covered with 
vermin from head to foot, Tahall never forget the 
Ieavenly sensation of the hot bath and elem clothes 
1 got in the tent of the Navab of Jmtigadl’s Divan, 
the affcer who accomplished my release, The fever 
and ague, then contracted, continued on me for five 
yeara, and the ill effects still remnin, my head being : 
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at times grently troubled with giddirgss, and T have 
sever fits of ague; my memory also is mueh affected, 
but I enn never forget the fopegoing incidents, though 
it is now upwards of Mty years since they orgurred.*

Tn ‘past times the Khalifth of Righdid; 
Unjjaj by unme, fed an army against Sindh ina 
religious war, In this enmpaign Dhavasena, the 
Brihnan chief of the yrovinee of hatha, was 
slain in battle, and the Muhammadan religion 
was established by force and vivlence thonghont 
the countiy of Siudh, They who did wot wish 

* to adopt the new religion anil yet were not sul. 
ciently strong to oppose it, agreed Co submit, and 
after the rule of the Sfimrdia, Auirto Samad heeame, 
in St. 1310 (an, 1288-84), the ruler of Sindh, 
OF these, the Jifejat Rajputs, who originally are 
of the Jidav stock, entering the conntry af Kachh, 
conquered Bhuj by force of arma, aud residing 
there, ruled the country and erected numerous 
forts in all dircetions, and ono thousand, four 
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hundred, and forty villages are within their rule, 
Jim Likhan brought the whole of Kachh under 
his rule ; but since I am thehistorian of ILA 1&1, 
Iwill begin with Jim Rayol, the founder of 
Nagar. 

Jam L'Akch A crossed the Ran from “Bhadres? 
yar, which was his capital, withy? powerful army. 
The rij of So rath came to oppose him, but the 
Jam defeated him and drove him back. At this 
time Sultin Bahidur Shih summoned the Jim 
to his presence, and pladging,him in command of 
his own army, sent him to conquer PAYigadh, 
which he did, and as» reward for if, was present- 
ed with the parganas of Kinad, Ambaran, with 
12 villages in each, and Morbi, ‘tho Jim Lékha 
offered for this a nazar of some Kachhi horges 
and one hundred Ashvafis, and marching back to 
his country was treacherously slain near a place 
called Ambaran, by the zaminday thereof, whose 
namo was Tam &chi Ded 4, and who committed 
the deed like a robber by entering his tent in 
the middle of the night. 

Tis son Jim Raval, to avenge his death, slew 
amichi and then killed Parmil Chivadi, and 
took Dhrol, and [aradhol, nfter slaying also Nag 
JothvA, Look possession of N A gnah, near Na vy Ae 
nagar, Then ho devoted himself during sixteen 
years to the eultivation and aottlement of his 
country, Ife also conquered thetown of Bak ot & 


Jim BA val bin Lakhd bin MWaradhol slew his 
unelo IIamir, and himself ageended the throne, 
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On account of this wicked dead his subjects, amirs, 
and relatives hated him, and Rio Kheng ty, the 
son of Iamtz, desirou$ to avenge the murder of his 
father, called to hig aid Sultim Mahmud Gujartti, 
which compelled J Atm Ry al, when the Mauham- 
Snadan army was approaching, to seek the protec. 
tion of Agtpitri Matt, Uewas thinking of making 
an offering of his own head to the MAtt, whose 
shrine is as glovious ag heaven, when he heard the 
vGice of an invisible angel oxclaim-—

«fo thee do I tho land of ILMlir give, 
From thee the land of Kachh 1 take.” 


¥ncouraged by this message, he collected his friends 
and followers, who amounted to nearly a hundred 
thoushnd and were of varions Rijpul tribes, such 
asJadeja, Lidak, Dhudhan, Dheman, 
Charan, Dal, and Wagher, with whom he 
crossed the Salt-Ran and cucamped before Morbi, 
on this side of the Ran, which had beon given to 
his family on account of the conquest of Pawigadh 
aud the surrender of SAlitn Muzaffar by Rao 
Bhara, and advancing thence he halted in the 
parganahs of Ambran, Balambha, and Jodid. 


‘Lhe whole of the province was in the hands of 
different rijis. ‘The Jdbhwds ruled as fir as 
*Naguah, distant about a kos from Nagar; the 
Dédas andl Chavada Rajputs prevailed as fur as the 
Machhn River; and the yule of the Vidhel 
Ritjpits, as zaminddrs, oxtended to the village of 
Khambhiliya ; and as far as KAlAwad was pos- 
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sessed by KaAthts under Jimfgadh ) and all plun- 
dered in every direction for several years,

Founvine or trim Crry or Navinaaar, 


The city of Navanagar was founded on 
Wednesday, the 8th of the light half of Sivan, 
in Savat 1496, on the banks of the Rangamati 
and Nagamati rivors, at a distance of two kos from 
the ocean, during the reign of the Emperor 
Tumaiydn of Delhi and of Sultin Mahméd bin 
Muhammad Shah, of Gijarat, 
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At that tite Sultan Ahmad Inid siege to 
Tundgadhsand Rio May d Lik, being ocenpied 
with his own troublesf was not able to attend to 
anything else. In course of tine the city began to 
prosper, qnd all kinds of artisans crowded to it, 
At prosont itis eclebrated for ity various textile 
fabrics, such as ttubans, head-dresses, dhotiy, and 
petticoats, which are exported to different countries 
by morchants. Tlore, also silk stuf, like thoso 
made at Ahmadibitd and Suvat, called mashen, 
atlas, and pdnohpaéd. af produced, Tere also 
painters? dyors, ¢vorkora int shells, ongravers, em. 
broiderers, and tailors produce exquisite articles, 
This place abounds with kitchen and flower gar- 
dens ; and i in the latter also plants ave reared from 
which essential oils and perfumes, ey, aédar and 
water of roses, ehampeli antl moghara, are prepared 
and ingrent quantities exported to distant countries, 
In the base all kinds of produce, green ani dry, 
living and dead, is exposed for sale, 

Here are Brihmans who read the edas, and 
are distinguished by scionce, virtuo, anc kindness ; 
they are preachors, readers of the Purdnas, per. 
form religious ceromonics, and tho Agnihotri 
sacrifice. Among the othor inhabitants the 
Bohoras, Khattris, and Bhitias engage in their 
yespective ocenpations, whilst the Setis, Maliks, 
Rajput Thilas, and Sodhf Vatendars constitute a 
most respectable portion of the community, 

The chief ornanents of this place are the 
temples of Naganith, Bhiqabhanjan, Ingannitha, 
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Wat-kedvar, Jkmnktha, Ranchodrii, and Kal 
lyAnji, the monastery of the Gokali Gosdins, and 
the temples of the Jain and tombs of many 
Bohorns, ‘ihe talio called Jimsiy, to the west of 
the city, is always overflowing with aweet water. 
Four kos from the city on the seashore is tite 
temple of Roji Matt, which ts both strong and 
famous, 

The inhabitants all dress well, have a pleasing 
complexion, are intelligent, and the benuty of fhe 
women is 80 seductive, that,even his lordship the 
Qizi and the Sheikh-al-Mashiixh agit@te their 
beards and sing the following Ghazal aloud :— 
Tho dead why worship? Purity is here 5 
Why doubt ? come to the Ka'bah, God is here ; 
The KAbah, but of stone and loam you see, 

Now come, adoro an idol : here it is,— 
searched the world’s book-case from leaf to leaf, 
I saw your mark, and said this is my hope. 
The Kibnh and the Zem-zem was a trope, 

Its truth a pure heart is, such is my hope. 
When God did give to man a shape, his own, 
Te saitl:—{ow pure his heart, our place is here, 
In this gardon Tam each blossom’s friend, 
Mere hope to find the scent of amity, 

To this threshold bow your head, O Ahmad, 
Because each king a beggar here becomes, 

According to the saying “the people follow 
tho religion of thelr Irings,* the adherents of 
Islim gonerally shave their beards, abandon the 
worship of tombs, throw about colour at the Ioli, 
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and use the Tim-Ram salutation, Lastly, the 
city of Nagar is the ornament of the whole State, 
and is under the special protection of Sankar, who 
is the giver of all good gifts, TEardholji, brother of 
Jim Raval, who slew Dhamal Chivada, colonised 
Hfe town-of Dhrol, 
Jam Ravan afin Lérard nin Wannnon, 

This Jim was well known* for his libevality, and 
reigned twenty-one years, ILis cldoat son, Jaytji, 
lost his life by falling from a horse in the plain, 
near Roji MAt’s tomph. Fayfji’s aon Lith, who 
was slill & minor received the parganeh of Khilog 
in girds, and his unole Vibh Aji became rija, 

Jam Vinndir win Jim Ravan 

Thig.prince began Lo reign on tho L1th Kartik 
sud, Sarhvat 1618 (an. 1561), and died seven 
years and three months afterwards, 

Vise Sarrasiu nin Vinrin, 

Jim Satrag il binVibhfji nsconded the masund 
of his father in Sarhvat 1625, on the 14th of Maha 
vad, and was allowed to coin money by Sulfa 
Muzaffar, whose name it bores but he ordered it 
tobe called MAlniudi, after his fathor, ‘The per- 
mission was obtained in the following way :—On 
acerlain occasion the Jim presented a rupeo to 
tho Sulbfn with a kori ns nazarinah, and said: 
“Inthe same way asthe dignity of rijds is ang. 
mented by giving their daughters to Tis Majesty 
the SultAn, soT wed my * Kénwari?’ to this rupee 
in the hope that her honour will inerense.” ‘The 
Sultin was pleased with this sally, issued the 
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permission for coining this money, and ordered it 
to be called Adawart in the Ilindv language, and 
by the mispronunciation of the vulgar, it is now 
called hori, It is said tha§ Jim Satfji lived and 
yuled with independence, pomp, and splendour. 
During his time, Daulat Khan, son of Atnin 
Khan, theMAtasaddi of Junagadh, revolted from 
the Padshith Akbar* of Delhi, who despatched an 
army to coerce him, which arrived at the fort of 
Jundgadh, and when Daulat Khan was hard pressed 
he begged aid of Jam Satarsil, ‘Che Jim Saheb, 
whose fortune was in the dtcendant, and who 
was desirous of an opportunity like this, sent his 
Kanwar Bharaji and BhAijt Dal ond Sasi Vazir 
and Loma Khfiman the KAthi, with 12,Q00 brave 
RajpAt horsemen to his,aid, When the army of the 
Jim had eamped at Majevadi, about four kos from 
Vtinfigadh, Dawlat Khin became alarmed, and 
began to think that it was not wise to trust to 
those who were desirous of gaining Ind, lest— 
God forbid—~they should enter tho city, and he 
should afterwards be unable to make them leave it, 
Ife therefore made apologies to his ally, whom 
he informed that he intended to negotiate for 
peace wilt the imperial army, and requested him 
to return to his own country. This news was 
most unpalatable to Kanwar Bhirdji, who at ones 
altacked the Delhi army on his own acgount, 
defented it, and took a large booty, consisting of 
62 elephants, 3,530 horses, 70 palanquins, many 
tents, cannon, and all kinds of arms. The 
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next day he mférehed against Danlat Khin, who 
had broken his word; and who was so unable to 
offer resistance that he" sued for peneo through 
the Sayyids andBhitsyand obtained it on giving up 
the parganals of Chitty, Jodhp ty, and Bhod, 
containingtL2 villages ench In this way he averted 
farther misforénues trom himecll, At this ting 
Sultin Muzaltar GAjariti was flecing from the 
Emporor Akbar's army and arrived in the country 
of Sorath, with a view of obtaining nid from Jam 
Sataji, Daulat Khan, and Raja Khengiv, who was 
the aaminditr, of Serath ; and raised an army from 
them of 30,000 cavalry and 20,000 tutantry, 
and created confusion in the district near Ahmad. 
Abid. On this occasion the Khin Anam Gokal- 
tAsh was appoaintedjin placo of dhe Khin Khinin 
as tho Subahiir of Ahmadabad, Ue marched to 
encounter Muzaffar, and cnoamping al Virumgam, 
he dospatohed Naurauz Khan with Sayyid Kitsin 
and troops to Morbi, whenco thoy sent letters to 
the Jim to tho offect that he should expel Suttin 
Muzaffar from his country. ‘The Jim however had 
the honour of his army loo much at heart to 
comply, but, on the contrary, began to harass the 
imperial army by entting off its supplies, and by 
killing stragglers, and carrying off horses and 
+ elephants whenever he could, so that at last one 
ser of corn was gold for a rupos in tho camp. 

Now, however, the Khan Azam, with hisown 
special forces, joined the main body, Qn ace 
count of the rain, mud, and the inequality of the 
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ground, the imperial army ‘as deprived of 
the chance of fighting « pitched battle, accord- 
ingly it was determin@d to march on Nagar, 
beeause the Jam kept allchis stores there, and 
in trying to defend them would be compelled 
to offer battle. Accordingly the army was “put 
in motion, and when it had wrrived in the qasbil 
of Dhrol, the Jin made his appearance with the 
auxiliary forces of Rao Bhiraji of Kachh, and 
several skirmishes were fought, in each of Which 
the Jim was victotiong, Lom4 Khtimin the 
Kathi had on n former occasion, in tho campaign 
of Jfnfigadh, kept an elephant for himself, taken 
from the booty of the imperial army, md had on 
this account been much annoyed by Jasi Vazir, 
and thus bore a grudge towards the Jim, as was 
also the caso with Daulat Khan of Junigadh, 
whom the Jim had now called to his aid, and 
who likewise fancied that he had suffered some 
wrong,— 
Tf a man’s evil day has arrived, 
Te will do what ought not to be done. 


A {ellow-feeling mado these two individuals 
friends ; accordingly they communicated with the 
Khin Azam Gokallish, and made an arrangement 
to bring the army of the Jim into trouble by 
deserting it at the moment of onsct, , ‘The enemy 
was greatly pleased with tho news, and when the 
fight began, both LomA and Daulat Khin loosed 
the reing of their horses and fied. ‘This sight sé 
discouraged the Jim, that he likewise alighted 
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from his clophat, monnted a fleet horse, and fled 
for hislife. Jai Vazir, howovar, succceded with 
great trouble in waintuiniig his position till oven. 
ings he also guarded, the houschold and the 
ladies of the Jém, whom ho placed in ships and 
desfiatched hy sea, to eseape being captured, and 
aflerwards all returved to Nagar. 


Prepavations for the wedding feast of Kimwar 
Ajiijiwere being made ab Nagar, and therefore 
ho find remained in the town, Being now 
vexed at his father's flight,*he quickly mounted 
and joined tho Army in tho field. On the 
second day, when the brilliant diadem of heaven 
shone from the firmament, the two armirg 
encountered orch other, The vight wing of the 
imperinl army was led by Sayyid Kasim, Nau 
rang, and Gfjar Khan ; and the left by Muhun- 
mad Rall, who was a celebrated goneral, with 
several imperial Amirs and Zemindars, Mira 
Marhdm, son of Navib Agim Jhunfyan, 
commanded the centre, and before him Mirza 
Anwar and the Naydb himavlf took their 
post. ‘The van of tho army of the Jam was 
commanded by Jogi Vasir, KOnver Ajaji, and 
Mehrimanji Dungarini, A cammonate from both 
armies opened tho cambat, and the imperial ware 
viors as wellas the Rajputs foyzht ao well that the 
angels of heaven applauded their bravery, 
Muhammad Refi assailed the amy of the Jim 
with his baf(alions, whilst Gijar Khan and Mirza 
Anwar, the Navib of high dignity, attacked 
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Kéinvar Ajaji, Jas Vazir, and igimintit of 1,500 
Alils, who were going on pilgrimage to in gl aj 
Dévi, and who had on their way joined the army 
of the Jim; and these fifteen hundred perished, 
together with Kinvar Ajaqi and Jasi, Vazir, whilst 
of the imperial army Muhammad "Refi, Sagyid 
Sharf-ud-din, Sayyid Kabir, Sayyid Ali Khin, and 
others, amounting, to two hundred men, were 
slain and 500 wounded; and of the Jim’s army 
700 horses were. disabled and all the tresure 
plundered. ‘This battle was fought on the 8th Ago 
gud, Satvat 1648, or the Oth Rayabos.u, 1001, 
After this unexpected victory, the imperial army 
also conquered Junigndh, Patandev, Dewirké,and 
the island of Sankhodwarf, ‘The imperial army 
now took up the pursuit of Suliin Mitzaffar, 
who had fled to the country of Kachh to Vasta- 
Bandar when the imperial army had crossed the 
Ran Rito Bhird then surrendered Muznffar to the 
inyperial servants in exchange far the parganah of 
Morbi, but Sulttn Mtizaffar committed suicide 
by outting his throat, and thus died. 

‘The yeign of Jim Satrasil akas Satiji 
lasted 47 years, 3 months, and 18 days. Ile gave 
Gon dal to his younger (third) son, Vibh Aji, 
which was lying waste, and Rajkob in lien of 
Kalfwar; and Vibhaji’s descendants are still called 
Vibhinis, 

dim Jasit1, stcony son or Jim Saris. 


Jim JasAji was for some time kept under 
surveillance in the capital of Dehli, because, after 
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the death of Ranear Ajaji, Tin Satvastl remained 
in Nagar in a subordinate position, sud an imporial 
deputy administered theegovernment of Nagar 
in concert with him. Ji Am Jasaji, therefore, in the 
hape of whming the imperial favour and remoy. 

ning the anuioyance of the deputy, wentlo Delhi, and 
hy the protection aml kindness of the Emperor's 
wife, Jahan dra Begam, and the goad offices of 
Raghundthji Nagar, tho Bakhshi, was installed 
‘on the masnad of Navdnagay on tho lat Philgun 
sud, in Sarhvat 1673, and in dhe year 1675, when 
NGrewd-diry, Jnhingir PadshAh visited Dohnd, 
which is on the frontior of Gujarit, Jim Jasfjl 
obtained the honour of an audicnce, On this 
oceasion he offered fifty Kachhi horses and 100 
gold molvars to the omperor, front whom he 
received in return two elophants, two horses, and 
four rings set with diamonds, During his reign 
the Srfivake repaired a tomple in the bazdr, 


Tt happened that during a rainy night the 
J&m was playing chess with his Thili Rayt, who 
wad the daughter of Raja Chandrasingh, aud dis. 
pleased her in the game by taking a knight, where.’ 
on the riint said :—" What manliness is there tn 
taking a lifeless horse from the hands of a woman? 
Let him who boasts of his valour inke a horse fom 
my father!” This speech ao vexed the Jam 
that he immediately sont o large and woll 
equipped army againat the viji. ‘Ihe troops of 
the Jam and ofthe Rija of Talawad fought for 
six months with each other without any decisive 
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result, Seeing he could effect ngthing, the Jim 
beeame helpless, and accordingly he despatched 
Sankardis Nigar, the Ghinadir of Rinivay, a 
brave soldier, to the seat of war, with the promise 
of a great reward if he ‘cold biing this affair to 
a happy end. Sankardis went to Walawad, ond 
pretending to come on an ergand of condolence 
to the rij, whose sqn had died, wtapped himself 
in a sheet, and made his entiance into Ilalawad 
with 400 sowars during the evening repay of 
the chokiddrs—a tinge when they are off their 
guard, [le entered the “apartprent of the ifja 
when he happened to be asleep, and putting a 
dagger to his bieast, awoke him. The vijA was in 
fear of his life; his mother, who was ‘present, 
interceded with Sankardis, but the Intter carried 
him to the Jim. When the raja arvived, the 
Jim smiled and said :~—-** You are weleome.”” Ie 
replied * Sankardis the Nigar, who is a Brahman, 
has outwitted me, and indecd it is no disgrace if 
wo Rijputs me outwitted by Brihmans.” It was 
the intention of the Jin Siheb to keep the 14j 
prisoner, but Sankardas, who had made a momise 
to his mothe’ to bring him back, hegged that he 
might be cxeused, Iereon tho Jim issued 
orders to kill Saukardas, the son of Damodar, 
The latter, however, by his quickness and the 
force of his sword, suceceded with his followers 
in carrying the riji safely back to Thalawad, bat 
was himsolf slain, with all his followers; and 
the truth of the proverb that the company of 
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princes is like that of lions, was agnin confirmed, 
Jim Jas Ajigpent mach Cine in travelling, THis 
aeign lasted nominally for eight years, whon lng 
Thili Rani gave hime poison, and thus deprived 
him of both his wow! and his hfe,

Uo began to reign on the 80th Mahfvad, in 
Saiavat 1681; he reigned 2k years, L month, and 
Jo days, In his time Sultin Nfv-w'd-din Jahin- 
givfuled at Delhi.

Vis veifn commenced on the 10th of Chaitra 
sud in Sahvat 1702, Te was born on the Mth, 
Srfivan gad at dawn. ‘The subjoined figuie ropre- 
sents his horoscupe*:—

One day Jam Raymalji was humting in the 
jungle and happened to perceive a Sanydsi, 
rechning under a tice with a young and beaurtful 
woman with arched syebrows, whose charms 
captivated him; overcome by dasire, h@went ang 
sented himselt by her, When the Sanyisi, over- 
taken by fate, had gone to bathe, the Jin asked 
her who she was, and the Indy spoke as 
follows :—“ 1 am tho wife of a Brthman, and this 
godless Sanyisi has inveigled me here by deceit ; 
if you approve of me, I am at your service,” 
«The dim ordered the Sanydsi to be killed, and 
caviied the woman away to his palace, but from 
hig inordinate intercourse with her, he contiacted 
n painful disease; and the pain becoming exces. 
sive ho emasculated himself, bué when he was 
healed, he married a Rathod lady, who became 
his Rani. When she found her husband impo- 
tent, she bought a fine infant from her own tribe, 
pretending that she had given birth to him; she 
also sent for her biothor from Jodhpuu, and enjoy. 
ed full authority over her husband, Some time 
afterwards, however, Jim Ranmalji, fearing her 
machinations, assombled his nobles and ministers 
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of State, and adéressed them thus: “T have heen 
impotent for a long time, and this is not my 
son, and it is fitting thal my younger Inother 
Raisingh should suecged to the throne nfler me, 
Jim Ranwaljilost his life some Cine afterwards 
- wilh SAngojillardhol, Jighting agninst the 
force of the infperin? army, wherenpou Raisingh 
expelled by foree the adopted son the Rint had 
bought, with all the Rathads, including also 
Gotardhan Bhandari and others, fiom Nagar. 
Tanmalji’s reign lasted,15 Years, 3 months, and

By the agreement of the nobles and chief men, 
he was installed ou the throne on the 18th 
Asfid vad, Sorhvat 1717. At that time Sultin 
Quibt'ddin anived from AhmadAbiid with a 
powerful army. ‘The dim hastened to meet 
him, and fighting a sanguinary battle on the plain 
of Shekptt, he lost hin life, Tereon the imperial 
army occupied the city, and named it [glim- 
nagar, <A mosque was huilt in the bastiy, and 
from that time the Badshahi vera began to 
be. levied. Kanwar SatAji (Prince Tamielt) 
and several other survisars of the Inttle left 
Nagar, which had no strong fort, audby sheltering 
themselves in the encius jungle eseaped oO kA. 
Jam Raisingh reigned 2 years aud 26 days

On the 8th of Sriivan vad, Srrvat 1719, Tam fe 
ehi succeeded to the throne and distiessed the 
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BDAdshihi Thinndars and the riyats by the depre- 
dations ho committed around Nagar, in such & 
manner that he obtained the cognomen Ta gad h 
(Reiver). Gradually, hoyeyr, after the expiration 
of fully nine years, he was pardoned, his offences 
through the kind offices of Mahiraja Jasvantsitgh 
of Jodhpur, and Vizir Asad Ali Khin, Sibahdar 
of Gujarat, on whom, when he was yet a minor 
official, the Fm had ‘on gome occasion or other 
bestowed his own horse; and in Sathvat T¥28 
Nagar was restored t him, and he vegained his 
‘¢hione, and the Qizis and “Male who had vemain 
ed in the mosques were sent to hell, Mis reign 
lasted 27 years, 1 bee and 17 days. Jn tltose 
days Shih Jahin Badshth roled at Dehli,

Ie obtained the masnad on the 10th Ago sud, 
Surhvat 1746, and sat on it 19 years and 1 month, 
Jim Rirsiven win Lanna. 

Mis reign began on the 10th Kéitik, in Sathyat 
1765, but he was put to death by his brother 
Tlardhol, the son of Iemabit Vighelie Raj. 
pftani, who held the parganah Hariint in girds, 
Tle took possession of the throne, but fied for 
foxy of Che Maharaja Jasvantsingh, ‘The reign of 
both amounted lo one year and two months. 

Van Tasttout wm Ratstean. 

Te sueceeded to the throne on the !ith of 
Bhidraya sud, Saivat 1767. When he was yet 
very young, one of the slave gitls of Jim ‘I'am f- 
chi, who was his nurse, entortained fears that 
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Tiardhol might ¢ndunger his life, and putting him 
into a hox, conveyed him to his maternal aunt, Bai 
Ratniyi, at the Court of Bhd, ant bogeed her 
to protect him. Lfigeavut spent large sums of 
money to promote his iuterests, and also wrote 
: to“ her brother [aj PeatApsingh to give his 
daughter in marriage to MAbdria-Ql-Malky known 
alto as Sarbaland-khaen, the Sibahdir of 
Gujarit, and tho daughter of one of his cousins to 
SaTabat Muhammad Khan Babi, who 
waa al the hend of thé army, and they, being thus 
pained over, expelled Rardhol from Nagar ant 
installed ‘T am &chion the masnad, 

Tn consequence of his good serviees, the pargn~ 
nah of I arin Awas pisen to the Raj of Malawad, 
The villages of Charakhdi, Trikart, ant Daiyd 
were given ag dowry wilh tho sister of Whale 
Navanji, who was married to Salabat Khin, In 
course of time, however, the sons of the latter, ie, 
Sherzamin Khan and Diler Khan, sold all three 
villages to KAmbhfji of Gondal ¢ and Instly, for 
the gid afforded by Rio Sach Desalji of Bhaj, 
the fort of Balanbh& and eeveral other mahals 
wore morigaged to him in Saravat 1778, and in 
1792 the Rio Siheb rebuilt the fort. Madbirin. 
d-MOJk levied three Likls of rupees the first 
yoar, and on coming dhe second year, after some 
dispute, Uhrough the intervention of Saldbat 
Khan, he obtained one likh as tribute, 

Afterwards Maharaja A jitsingh, whoheeamo 
the Subah of Abmadibad, arrived with an army at 
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Nagar, planted a battery of artidery on a mound 
neav the Inke, and a sanguinary battle ensued, in 
which a great number 6 both sides drank the 
water of denth, ‘The MaQirija yetumed unsuc- 
cossful, but the brother of the Jém—K ak Aji by 
name-~slew Jim ‘amichi with tho sword 2nd 
sent him lo Paradise, ‘The reign of Tamachi 
lasted thirty-tivo yeavs and one month. 

Jim Lanadsr gin Tamicur. 

Ie came to the tlwone on the 11th Aso Quad, 
Smhvat 1799, aud died of small-pox, but some 
say by poison. Tle reigned 24 years, month 
and 10 days. 

Dwwing his reign Nanjiand Mehriman, Khavis 
arrived from Talawad, with Bat Depabal whom 
Tam LAkhdji had married; and since Méhyiman 
was an able man, by the assistance of Mehi 
Bhanji and Jagjivan Ojha, he assumed the 
administration of the State, ‘This monopoly 
displeased the other courticrs, who accordingly 
slow Nanji, the biother of Mchriinan Khavis, 
in the Rajmahil, Mehrtman Khavis being 
a valiant man, taking no recount of the choki- 
ddrs and guards, hastened to the spot; but 
finding the doors lovked and obtaining no 
antrance, he effected one by causing some meit 
to stand pn cach other's shoulders, and using 
thom as a ladder to seale tho wall, Waving 
in this manner entered the palaco with a band of 
companions, he fought with the guards from morn- 
ing Gill evcning, slew several persons, and captured 
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the person of Veptbai Aflerwards the chokiddrs 
and the townspeaple, who were alarmed at the 
tunmlt which waa going on, submited to the 
sway of Mehran Khuviy, and frum that day 
his authority beenme pramonnt,

Ue was a minor evhen placed on the throne on 
the [lth af Kiutik sud, in-Sarbvat 1824, The 
Khavises, Mehrdman ayd Bhavin, kept him un. 
der@urveillance, surrounded him with men of their 
own tribe, and their ow 2 erutures and relations as 

ttendantaand servants hoth in the zanfnd and the 
Prac. Whilst Mehriman ruled alone Shah 
Alain reigned at Delhi. 

Rao Siheb Godji of Kachh crossed the Ran 
with a Itrge army and much artillery in order to 
realize what had formerly been promisod him, 
Mehifiman Khavas therefore erected batteries 
against, the fort of Balambha, which was in the 
possession of the Rio; aid ere Ria Godji had 
crossed the Run, his thainaldars were expelled with 
much ignominy, in Smityat 182-4, 

Tho origin of this enmity was ay follows + 

Great lear had heon entertained lest Hardholji 
should kill Jain fam ite hi, Accordingly a fomale 
slave of Jian ‘faméehi, who wad then an infant, 
put him into a box and conveyed him over to-his 
maternal aunt, Bit Ratuabat, at Bhdj, and asked 
her for aid. ‘This lady spent a great deal of 
money to promote his interests, and through her 
efforts her brother Pratiipsingh, who wag Rajh of

Haluwad, wrote to Mabariz-fil-Mulk and gained 
him over, and though his aid biought dim Lami. 
chi from Bhfj and geattd him on the thione, as- 
has been recorded above ix its proper place. In 
consequence of these expenses aud seryices, Rilam- 
bha was mortgaged to the Rito Siitheb Go dja, Bho 
yobuilt tho fort and received the revenues of the 
mortgnged mahils.* But now the fort fell into 
the hands of the Jim, and the Rao was obliged to 
depart without being able to effect anything, hnd 
the munition of the fort gnd six field guns and 
the treasure remained in the hands of @he Timig 

Kak Aji, brother of the Jim, was a man of 
violent temper, who had killed the raja of Mot bi 
and two or three amirs and a hundred common 
men and women with his own hand, and his hand 
and sword were alike always bloody, Tle, seeing 
an opportunity, slew Jam Tam fchi, and, rebel- 
ling, seized on the fort of Modpur, and thence 
ravaged the county, Mehriman therefore closcly 
besieged that place, and it fell out that as he was 
sealed at the window of that fortress, a musket 
ball struek him on the neck so that he died. 

BAL Bahib Depibil, who had formerly con- 
dueted all the affaiis of the country, was much 
harassed by the arrogance of Mehriman Khavis, 
and departed on the pretence of a pilgrimage 
to Sri NAthji, but since she had been predes- 
tined to perish on a dunghill, she retuned in 
obedience to her fhle again to Nagar, and the 


wicked Mehriman Khaviis sent an eseort of 
j 
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Sipahts and muricians to meet and to reveive hey, 
but when she qrrived al the eily, on the pretence 
that the day was miluclty he caused her to slight 
for the night at the hynsg of Chatturbhuj, instead 
of entering the eily, and (dismissed her attendants. 
When the chariot stopped in the street, the Bat 
SAheb wished to alight, and placed one foot on the 
ground, and whilst the other was yet on the cha. 
viot, a sipaht named Chind Ghori, of hellish dlis- 
portion, who was & disloyal wreteh, struck her 
a terrible dagger thrugt fenn behind tho sereen 
yhich thé slave girls were holding out in order 
that sho might alight, which passed right through 
her body. ‘Thus this noble lady, wont to repose 
on soft velvet. cushions, and to consider even vose- 
leaves dlmost as thorns, miserably perished in an 
unfrequented lane, where her body lay for two 
howrs after hor attendants hail fled, At last, at the 
intercession of Jagjivan Qjhé and Mehtd Bhinji, 
they burned her on a pile of aloes and sandalwood, 
“Tn Saraval 1832 Mehriman Khavis, being 
desirous of checking the davoities of the people 
of Posilra, resolved on conquering: thal alyong fort 
and the country of Okha, and invited the Divan 
Siheb Amarji to aid hin. Daring the siege 
of the fort, they dug a mine under one of the 
bastions and blew it up. The Divin SAheb, who 
had, with many others, inken ap a position under 
the rampart, observed, when the smoke and dust 
caused by the explosion allowei of a free view, 
that o large breach hed been opened, and that the

garrison was manfully making? a sally from a 
small door. Hereon muskets beeame, useless and 
a hand-to-hand fight with the sword cusued, in 
which the garrison were lqgatod. 

On this occasion Kil) Mer, who jad ere this 
treacherously come to Junigadh and killed Bvo 
Nigar children and become litble to punishment, 
but had been suffered to depart under the protec- 
tion of Uhe Jamadir Aigran Arab and A’alam 
Khin Baluch, was now slain, The troops folloved 
up the fugitives, and» entering the fort at their 
heels, obtained possession of adl the g8ods thes 
freebooters had robbed from the ships af Arabia, 
Sindh, and the Dakhan, and of which there was 
great abundance This news was communicated 
by the Divan Saheb to Mehrifnan Khavis, who 
was greatly rejoiced thereat, and foigned to be 
highly thankful and obliged to the Divan, but 
being of a treacherous disposition and fearing that 
the bravery of the Divan might become dangerous 
to himself, he intended to poison him, and invited 
him for that purpose to a repast :-— 

“Remedies are good before events.” 

When the army had returned and encamped at 
KhambhAlia, the repast was to have taken 
place, but the Divin Sitheb refused the invitation 
on the pretence that. he had jut reecived the news ° 
of the death of Khushit R&i Nigar, the Duftari 
of the Nawtb Siheb'nt Juniigadh, 

In Sathvat 1839 Mechriman Khayis mado a 
league with Rina SulgAnji and Kambhoji in 
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order to ruin tho Divan Stheb Amarji, but was 
defeated in a bute fought al Panehpipla, 
After that he called thé army ol the Gaikwad to 
his aid, and toences: the fort of Devri, but was 
unable to keep it, and after repairing its defences, 
which had "been broken down, he returned. In 
“Snrhvat 18b1 he built the fort of Navanagar 
of white stone, with five gates and cight postorns 
and twenty-three towers, : 
Zn Smitvat 1850 Jideja DAji of Gondal, Modaji 
of Dhrél, Mehrimanji, of Atijkot, and Ranmalji 
f Khiras’, lighjed the flame of rchellion by lay- 
ing waste the province of ITA1Ar; and to punish 
these men, Mehriman Khavés marehod an army 
into the parganahs of Rajkob and Sardhtt, It so 
happerfed that the Divan Siheb Raghunithji, 
eldev brother of the author, was al (hat time with 
me and my brother in Nagar with a large foree, 
‘he reason of the Vivian's arrival at Nagar was 
ag follows :—When the Divan Saheb Raghu. 
nithji had been imprisoned by the Navib Sitheb 
UWimid Khan, the fort of Chorwhd belonged to 
the author, whilst the fort of Sutripard was in 
possession of his younger brother Dalpatrim, 
and we were libeiated by the alrength of ow 
own handy, As Mohriman Khavis had a foud 
with the surrounding vijay, he was in search of 
an experienced man, and thonght our arrival 
would be a great assistance lo him, and he 
therefore sent Mehta AdAbhai, kaméavidddr of 
the parganch of Kandornd, with a hundred sowars, 
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a drum, and a flag to Chorvad to recall the 
Divin, The Divin Sdheb, considering this a 
good omen, disregarded? the pressing invitationg 
to siny of Sheikh Badyp’d-din, the Zamindir of 
Maagrol, ag well as of the Navi Sjheb Tamia 
Khan, and the Zamindiy of Gondal, and proceeded 
to Nagar, wheve he wag receivéd with much civi- 
lity and politeness by Mehréman Khawis, who 
obtained for him, frorn the Jim’s governinent, the 
parganah of Pardhari aud some villages in Katnia- 
vid in jagir, togethemwith the privilege of com- 
manding the van of the armyand coftain othey * 
Sibandi commands, Ile received 9 seat opposite 
to, and on a level with, the Jim Siheb’s, seat in 
darbir, Besides the Divini Pageh he had several 
Arab bannerg under him, namely, those of famadte 
Sheikh Zubnidi, Salih Abd'ulla, Muhammad 
Abfibakr, IfAmid Mohsin, and [Amid Nasir, as 
well ag other companies of Sindhis, such as those 
of the Jamidiy O’mar Durf, of Rana Rukan, 
amounting in all to nearly eight hundred men. 
MchrAman Khawia regarded the Divi Sitheb as 
one of his own Amirs. Al this period Farid Khan, 
Ali Khan, Khanbhai Seth, Bhagwhnji Sodha, 
Gajasingh Thala, and Keshavji and Vasanji, the 
maternal uncle of the author Mehta Adfbha 
Nagar, Keshar Uhaker Lohana, all of whom were 
jagirdirs, joined tho army with the Zamiuddrs of 
Thar, 


Gajsingh JhAla from Ifelwad, Vakhtiji Desii 
of Patgi, and Bhupatsingh from Bhonked&

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arrived with auviliary troops, and in one week 
the whole parganah of Sardhiy {VAlar] was 
laid waste, and from s€vernl villages large sums 
of money were vaiseg, , Ab Uhat time Vakliat. 
singhji Rival of BhAvnagay, who with a Inge 
army had been warring agninst the Kathis 
and had sueceededrin wresting Chital from the 
auxiliaries of tho Navib Séheb amid Khan, 
camo and encamped at Jasdan, and intended to 
corfjucr also the fort of Jetpir, On this ovension, 
howover, a meeting betweos him and Mehraman 

hawis ‘vas avanged by the Divin Stheb 
RaghduAthji, and hoth armies approaching each 
other like two seas, remained stationary for 
twonty daya. Vakhatsingh being related to 
Gondal,"was, however, wnvilling on that account 
to join Mchvitman in attacking that State ; while 
Mehriman on his part was unwilling that Vakliate 
singh should continue his warfare against the 
plundering Kithis. Lence they separated with. 
out coming to any mutual agreement, 


On that vory dey Morfrjt bin DAlabhji, the 
cousin of tho Divin Stheb, who had been deputy 
in place of his futhor at J fufigadh, ‘and was also 
miinanddi for Uhe purganals of Mathgrol, Kodintr, 
Und, and Dolwhdi, having been liberated from 
his imprisonment by the Navib, arrived with « 
troop of cnvalry and a band of Arabs, damiddr 
A’wad Ali and Naid-din, and Jiya and O’mar, 
and other Sindhis, Naval Vakhalsingh bestowed 


on hint a fittg jagiz, and tovk him inte his 
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serviec, Owing to the evil of tRe times, Mehta 
Vasanji Minkad, maternal uncle of the Divin 
Saheb, died this year at"the camp of Magarvida. 


Jadejd Daji, of Gondalfnd Ranmalji, of Khi- 
rasri, and other Jidejas invited Fateh Muham- 
mad, the Kamdir of Rito, Raydhan, to aid 
them in the plunder of IfMlir, which was well 
cultivated and full of wealth. Now, as the Rio 
of Bhij had an old grudge against Nagar, Fateh 
Muhammad, who was assisled by good fortune 
and possessed a good shae of bravery,, was wait~ 
ing for an emergency of this “kind, considerin 
that it would be to the advantage of his fame ;,and 
accordingly he persuaded the Rito Siheb that 
this would be a good opportunity to avenge the 
ancient injuries inflicted by Jim Raval, and 
crossed the Ran with a mighty army and a large 
quantity of artillery, and entered the province of 
Wildy, When Bhawin Khawis, the younger 
brother of Mehriman Khawiés, heard ofthis event, 
he hastened with an army to meet the foe, and 
encamped at the village of Khakhribeld. Fatch 
Muhammad Notiydy, passing him by a flank 
movement, enenmped his aimy in the plain of 
‘Pardhari. In the morning, after the sun, the 
Baltin of the firmament, had dispersed the army 
of the stars, Bhawin proposed to retreat, but 
Pursholam Vani eame to the aid of his inexpe- 
rience, and encouraged .him by saying that no 
apprehensions were to be entertained of Kachhi 
troops, since in the games of the children of this 


+ 
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country @ boy ® often heard to say: “Let me 
be alone on one side, and on the other all the 
Kachhis.? Bhawin, the empty-headed, being 
thus puffed up by tho bravado of Prrshotam, 
like a leather bag full of wind, turned the mmy 
tovfarda tho enemy, and induced the Divan Siheb 
Raghdntthji and hie two brothors to take the com- 
mand of the vanguard. . 

‘When we three brothers joined the camp with 
oui“cavalry, Fatch Muhammad, although at the 
head of an army numperots as locusts and ants, 
fm henrinf® our drums and seeing our banners, 
coiled himself up within his limits like a sleeping 
snake, and untwining himeelf like a half-barmt 
rope, as it wore an clephnut which has burst his 
ohaing, or a lion which has broken his bonds, and 
advanced his cannon and rockets and chmel- 
swivels and muskets, and behind them followed 
15,000 Kachhi infantry with Sindhis, Arabs, and 
Afghins, 20,000 Rajpat and Sindhi cavalry, and 
400 mail-clad mon like elephants, As these 
successively advanced to attaok us, the Gondal, 
Rajkot, and Ratmilj’s forces stood ready to 
engage on tho right flank, 

ho cowardly Bhawin Khawis, having never 
mado war, was ina fright, and was like ono who 
pulls off his shoes boforo he has renched the 
water ; ho lost his presenco of mind, and courage 
fled from his heart, and sought for some pretext 
to escape from this difficulty, Ile then said: 
“ Let Raja Gajsingh of Walwad, who ig related 


. 
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to both sides,. begin negooiftions of peace s 
to-day there is a truce, and Jhilrid, which is 
at a distance of four kbs to the west of this, will 
be our next camp.” » ‘Ake troops on receiving 
this néws were glad to get ont of thair dangaious 
position, and on the pretence that their leader 
had go ordered, they borrowed specd from the 
wind and lightning, and quickly departed from 
that place, ‘The army had not retveated farther 
than half a kos, when the author overtook 
Bhawin Khawis b§ over of the Divin Sihels 
Raghinathj, on whose part he dlivered ‘yor 
Bhawin the following message: ‘The enemy’ 
has now arrogantly advanced. If we naw retire 
and show our backs, it will be disgrace to the 
government of Nawinagar, and will be impail- 
ling out lives for nothing” Accordingly Bhawin, 
with all the grandes of the State of Nagar, 
unwillingly dotormined that the army should 
yetrace its steps, and said: “Tell the Divin 
Sttheb Raghfndthji to form the right wing with 
his cavalry, whilst I take pmt in the battle on 
the loft, with the whole army and artillery.” 
The author hastened back quickly to my brother, 
tho Divan Saheb Raghdnathji, ard informed him 
of this, nud he immediately marshalled his forces 
on the bank of the river in one line of infantry 
and one of cavalry, ready for battle, like a 
rampart of iron, The fight commenced with an 
allack by the onemy, who rushed upon us with 
seven thousand infantry, shouting “Ali! Ali(” 
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They Siete vs hoisterously like the waves 
of the stormy ocean, ant tho roaring of the 
artillery and the hissing of the rockets caused 
tho earth to quuke, Alhe Divan Siheh alsa 
attacked them like a lion with two hundted ine 
efuntfy and one hundred cavalry, shomting t— 
Yar MahAdev ?" eMltor firing one discharge of 
muskelry at tho enemy at choye quarters, they 
closed and fonght with swords, spears, knives, 
and éilaggers; then the antagonwts came by 
degrees to fists and eutts, striking: each other on 
‘the cheeke and bynsts with their hands, After 
mony had been slain on both sides, all parties 
got fatigued, and the enemy retrented, whilst the 
Pivin Siheb departed vicloriously amidst the 
sounds of joyful music to his post, leaving two 
hundred Kachhis killed or wounded on the battlo- 
field, When Fatch Muhammad pevecived his 
troops in this condition, ho became greatly on. 
raged, and advancing from his position poured his 
men on the troops of Bhawin Khawis like o 
yain-clowd, breaking his array and dispersing his 
troops as a mountain torrent washes away pob- 
bles, Bhawin Khawts, with six sowirs, esenped 
thenee by hard riding, and took refage on the 
mound of Khariwak, lis earahinecys beeame 
“food for the aword, and the Gondal foreo plun- 
dered the Nawinagar ennip, thus left destitute of 
guards and protectors, wnitil nothing remained but 
tho tonts and cannon of the Divin Siheb, which 
were in hig own charge, whilst the army of Nagar 
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had nothing exeept the cnnop} of heaven for a 
covering and the torch of the moon for a light. 
After Fatch Mutommad had defeated 
Bhawin Khawis, ha ected baticrics against 
the Vivin Saheb. Artillery began to roar on 
both sides, and musketry glso did its work ; Raj 
Guajsingh had withdrawn to’one side, in the hope 
that as ho was a “ielation of the Rao, Fateh 
Muhammad would not attack him, but was 
disappointed ; and the enemy, who were dedtrous 
to engage, attacked®and, charged them, But the 
brave men of his force withstood their charye 
and yemained as firm as Mount Hlvurz, and 
did not give ground, and the Kackh troops, 
courage failing them, returned unsuccessfully to 
their own camp, Bhawdn Khawds, with a few 
trusted Khawis adherents and others, reached 
Jilid weeping with only the clothes on their 
backs, whilst the Divin SAheb remained on the 
battlefiold, shrouded and buried the dend, and 
having loadod the wounded on camels, arrived in 
Nagar on the ovening of the second day, But 
Fateh Muhammad, of victorious fortune, went on 
lunning and plundering the surrounding villages 
as far as Khambhilia, and then, after levying 
vangoms from them, marched back,

The Jim Siheb was so much distressed by the 
overbearing dewcinour of Mchriman Khawas 
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and the ambition of his gons, that he conantted 
the rich and the poor on the means of over- 
throwing his powers bitt Mehriman Khawis 
cut off tho nose or the ,pars of every one who 
was discovered to lave lintenedd to the Jim 
eSAhéb, and some were lightened of tteir honds; 
and in this way several foolish persons were 
ruined, imprisoned, and put eto death, and the 
plot spread so far that Bai Achhdba, the Jim 
SAhey's wife, who was algo much displeased with 
the state of affairs, held out to Shekh Muhammad 
‘Gabaidi, (heicommander of the Divine Siheb’s 
pistlih, a bribe of one Hkh of jamis, but he ex- 
cused himself by asserting that he was unwilling to 
do anything without the command of his master, 
Accoriingly, ab his suggestion, one night the Jfim 
SAheb dressed himsclf'as a female and entered 
the Divan Sfiheb's house, and taking the 
author aside, said: ‘his Mehraman is a thorn 
in my liver, ot a pebble in my eye; if you will 
expel him by any means whatever, T will give 
you the parganah of J odhpdr in porpetuity, as well 
ag one-half of all the moveable and immovenble 
property of Mehrdmau Khowis, which amounts 
in value to nearly ono kedr.” When I communi+ 
cated this proposal to my brother, he gavo a 
plain answer as follows: I will nol, for greed 
of this world’s gootls, bring disgrace upon the 
family of the Divin Saheb Amarfi, and cannot 
commit a treacherous act towards Moliriman, 
through whove influence I have come to Nagar, 
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but I shall, as far as possible, ertlenvour to restore 
perce between both sides.” When the Jim 
Stheb despaired of beiilg able to effect anything 
with the Divin Sitheb,ox tho inhabitants of the 
town, ‘he sceretly despatched meggages to the 
Jidojd confederates and to the Rio Siheb Bhinji, 4 
inviting them to plunder tlte district of HWalir 
with the villages which were in tho hands of 
Mebriman Khawis, and. granting them permission 
to do so, Accordingly they immediately Yom- 
menced to hover abent those places like vultures 
over a carcass, recording to the sayings— 
“Tow fortunate is it to attain two objects by 
one act; in 
One should run with alacrity at the smallest 
signal of a friend.” 5 


Account or Tin LAYING WASTE OF GonpaL 
By ‘tin at or Ant Surudrarn, 


Aba Shelfikar, who was the Sibah of Ahmad. 
ibid, arrived with a powerful army on the 
frontiers of Ilar, levying tribute in Sathvat 
1850, and he brought with him the cavalry of 
Malhfy Rito from Kadi, which was under the 
command of Ianumant Rio, and the army of 
Navib Ghiziwd-din from Sami-Monjpdr, on 
condition of defraying the monthly pay of their 
troops. 

Mohriman Khawis, by agreeing to pay what 
they demanded, obtained a promise from them that 
thoy would ravage the parganah of Gondul, 
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‘As at that thfe one of the beloved children 
of the author was boing married, aud he was 
nocossavily unable to be Present, Pasu (‘Thukir) 
Lohind, the Mutnaaddipyfthe town of KAlfwnd, 
who on acconnt of the allachiment between his 
mother and Mchraman, considered himself as a 
gon of Mchriman Kawds, was appointed lo act 
ag depnty by Mehritman during my absence, but 
being a man of no weight or standing ho did not 
conéiet matters well, 

Abd Shelfikar sont his N&b Arratlil Nagar 
“tg Nagar fo requéat the presence of the Divan 
Shhob, as without him no business could be satis- 
factorily aonducted ; but the latter despatched the 
author, to reooive whom Abi Shelfikar ordered 
troops to mare out, which exeorled him with 
samy demonstrations of honour to Lhe eamp, where 
he reevived for a whole month an honourable re- 
caption, and spent his time very pleasantly, seoing 
at night dancing girls perform ant heaving songs 
and music, while the days were passed in the 
amusements of chess anit card playing. After the 
expiration of a mouth after ravaging the pargannh 
of Gondal and making it a grazing ground for 
wild beasts he returned. 

Tt is related that Nant Farndvis, of Pant, 
was enamoured with the wife af Abt Shelikar, but 
as ho was vnable to obtain recess to her alone and 
thus qnjoy this voso withant a thorn, he appointed 
Aba Sheltikar to the Subshdayi of Ahmadabad 
and farmed to him the revenues of thal province 
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for an annual sum of twelve and . half lakhs of * 
rupees for the space of five years, and thus 
rémoved the snake fron the trensure. 

Aba Shelfkar was hjngelf a voluptuary, and 
had imercourse with many Moghal,, Afghin, and 
Tindd temales. ‘They have said, “ flo who stops 
the road of others, some onewill stop his road.” 
And it so happened>to him that a cow entered hig 
grain-yatd, But, somchow or other, he became ac- 
quainted with the actions and conduct of his Vife, 
whom hitherto he dad imagined to be chaste, 
and, therefore, pretending thas ho wisted to virity 
Dwirka, he brought his wife with him to Gijarit, 

[ have myself beheld her on several gecasions, 
and did not consider her to be very handsome ; 
but as the verse snys— 

*©You should see Laila with the cyes of

At this time a band of sowdrs in the 
service of the Zamindirs of Limbdi, Wadhwin, 
Dhrangadhra, and Chida, earricd off some of 
his cattle, but were pursued by the author, who 
recovored the cattle, after some fighting, at the 
villago of Sejakpdy, but lost three men and 
horses. Again in the plain near Bajdnt he met a 
hand of accursed ones of Jatwhri, under their 
chief, a Varabi Jal, Nura by name, but alter a 
little musketry fe we dispersed thei, and afters 
wards all visited mother Becharéji, Bhiosingh *

K ithidwid, and encamped at Pardhavi, Mehri- 
man Shawas despatched | me with some followers to 
make Aveangements about paying the jamihandi,

Suddenly news arrived (in the camp) that the, 
Jim Siheb with his brother Satéji had escaped 
by quick viding under cover of the night, and 
had cncamped near the KAltwad Gate, This 
happened as follows:—It had always been the 
intention of the Jim Siheb to overturn the power 
of Mehwiman Khawis, therefore by promises of 
pay and service he allued the Avab Jamiidirs to 
his own side, and plotted with them; and they, to 
remove all suspicion, encamped at the village of 
Morkandi and agiecd to remain there waiting in 
ambush, till they heard the firing ofa gum, on hear- 
ing which signal they were all to assemble at the 
Kalawad Gate. damiddr Salih, of evil fortune,

Ie 
immediately sent forthe Divan Saheb Raghinathji,

The Arabs, who were listening for the sound of 
firing as a fasting man for gtho sound of Allah 
Akbar, at qico ran fo arms 5 but owing to the good 
tune of Mehr and the bad luck of the Jim, 
such violent rain fell that night that the two 
rivers wefe in full flood, ‘Lhe hapes of the Arabs 
were this blasted, that iy to say, they could 
not cross over, and awing to the nou-errival of 
their aid, the Jém and his adherents Legan to lose 
courage from the constant ar eee SMlih ond 
most of his men being wounded, waved a flag of 
surrender. Mehriman, at the adviee of his chiet’ 
ministers, showed them quarter on condition that 
the JmSaheb should come to hix(Mehru's) houge, 
and live thero at his vase like a parrot in a cage, 
And after obtaining in this ma(ter the guarantee of 
the Divin Stheb Raghdnfthji, of Mahadey Ojha 
whose family is distinguished by a repute. 
tion for high birth and learning in the ailld of 
Wildy, of Muhammad Barug and Nagir Barug, the 
Arnbs, and of Malik Parid Khan Setha, the Jim 
Stheb came down, and when hig palankin arrived 
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at tho house of Mchréman, whigh FA on the main 
road, he was forcibly taken in and kept under 
striet surveillance, whast Satiji, his brather, 
managed by swift running to cseape to his own 
house,* The securities could not, for fear of Mch- 
riman, forbid him thus carrying Off the sim 
SAheb, and the latter kept bim in durance vile 
for two months without allowing him a change of 
clean clothes, or a barber to shave him, or the 
services ofa washerman, ‘The Divin Saheb, qvho 
could no longer beay this state of matters, des-

ever, spoke so harshly and abusively that we both, 
laid our hands on our daggers, but at Inst he suf 
feved the Jim Sitheb to depart to his palace, 
From that day, however, Mehviman harboured 
great spite against the Divan Sihel, and en- 
deavoured to get himrenfoved. In the same ycar 
alsa his brother Bhawin Khawis diedan unnatural 
death from a razor wound.

a ge Miwtaad with his troops from Mingvrol, 
alid Jamil Khan Balich, [avisingh PArhia, and 
the Sindhis, and Pratipsingh and Kesiisingh, 
grisifs of Baligim, Fateh Mubonnned, giving, 
rip all idea of fighting, offered to treat for poace 
throngh Gajsingh, and made peace on condition 
that both sides should agree to whatever should, 
he settled during the next mouths by the Divan 
Sitheb Raghinathji on behalf of Nagar and 
Kalitn Tirji on behalf of Tanigadh, and Karsanji 
Jhili on behalf of Raj Cajsingh, the Sha Shavyjion 
behalfof the Rio Siheb, and thus by a treacherous 
yeace he evaded all evil.

Rio Steen Rimstann comns vo Nags 
, AND RETURNS DIBAPYOINYDD, 

In Sathvat 1854, Rito Stheb Raidhanji arrived 
with (his Kémdir) Fateh Muhammad and an 
army more numerous than ants and locnats, ac 
companied by fire-raiuing artillery, and encamped 
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' 
in the plain of Navinagar, neqr bre temple of 
dri Nagandtha Mihddeva. 

Mehriman Khawaés, being an bad terms, not 
only with his master the@fim, but also with the 
ryots ahd qasbatis, had no other friends exeept the 
Divan Stheb, gud did not consider Alif KXan, + 
Aulfikar Khan, and other Areb Jamidéry friendly 
to him. Accordingly he built up the fort 
gates with brichs and placed two or three heavy 
gunsin position, and stood ready to oppose trem, 
but some who were within the town, such as Maly 
Farid Khfin, Ali Khan, Danlaf Khing and othpy* 
qusbitis, colluded with Fateh Muhammad, and 
informed hiin that as the wall of the fort on the 
side of the taliv was not strong, that he ought 
to make his attack on that side, and that as scons 
as he had placed his sealing Indders agninst it they 
wonld make ¢n altack from the inside, and thus + 
fighting on bath sides, they hoped to,repulse the 
Afghans, who were not furnished with firearms, 
and Fatch Muhammad accordingly did so. It 
happened, however, that Mehriman Khawés came 
at sunrise (o inspect the batteries just as an angel 
alights from heaven. Aceordingly, when the sove- 
reign of the firmament ascended with his rays into 
the azure vault, aud the Kaehhi troops had placed 
ladders against the fort wall, some of them were 
slain and others thrown down. An assault was 
also made on the Khambhalid Gate, andy may 
attacked the Divin Saheb Raghtnithji, whose 
position was at the Niganitha Gate. The thunder 
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of the artillery sent the confasion shook the ew th, 
andin the (auld among the Cownspeople, darn 
whieh the author happehed to be on the mount 
near the taldy, his hor? avas killed under hin by 
amusket-ball, and hastened to the posturc’at non- 
eniftenee. In fine, by the protection of Naganiuha, 
who is the tutelary*leity of this commtry, Mehra. 
man Khawds gained the vielory, and Fateh 
Muhammad, several of avhoso men were sliin or 
wotaded, retired and Inid siege to Khambhilid, 
where he met with hp séme honours he had 
ecgrned in Nagar, : 

Tn Sarhvat 1858, Amin SAheb [son of Jemfdiy 
Timid] mnived from Baroda to collect tribute in 
Kathidwad, When he was encamped at Wankiner 

+ the author was despatched by Mchriman Khawis 
for the purpose of settling with him the sum to be 
paid by Nagar, and was courteously met by 
JamAdty Néhil Khin and Jamiday Becht, hy 
Madhar Rai Nigar, and by Raghdnath Mali, and 
it was settled that tribute should he levied at the 
rates of Sivrlm Kamidiu, from whose time 
treble tribute was imposed on KAthidwid.

Mehrdiman Khawis sent the author in Sabvat 
1855 with a powerful army and two guns 
to subdue tho fort of Bhitnwad, leeause the 
Rajptits of the districts of Walay and Barda and 
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Dalfst, the ausilimics of the disappointed and 
conquered Fateh Muhammad, caused great confu- 
sion by their depredation’. The sicge was carried 
on during four months, gol no pains were spared 
by Masi Jan Farangi, who was afterwards eve- 
ented by ADA Shelikar at Abmadibaa, ant®by 
the Afghan, Arab, and Siudhiatioops, but the fort? 
could not be conquered on account of the ¢vil 
destiny of Mehriman, the cowardice of Keshavji 
Kamdhitr, and the bullet wound the author shad 
iveeived in his right wm, 

Meanwhile Fateh Muhamryud hag with the 
intention of raising this siege, arived fiom Kachh 
and encamped in the vicinity of Naguy, and Meh- 
riman Khawis, eonsideung this a good oppor- 
tunity, sent the Divinji Stheb Raghtnathji wich 
Keshavyji nnd an army by sea to aid Sha Shivji, 
who was fighting with the Rao Saheb at Mandvi, 
but Shavji, mistrusting the people of Nagar, 
declined their assistance and made pence. 

At that tine Sivrim KAmedin was collecting 
peshkesh in the zillah of Pancha), and Mehva« 
man gent the Divan SAheb Raghitnithji to make 
arraugementy for the proper payment of the sum 
to be paid for his aid, and he aecordingly departed 
tobring him to their assistance. The DivAnji SAheb 
arranged this matter with Sivrtim at the camp 
of Bhidla and returned with him to Nagar. 
Meanwhile, ill-disposed persons instilled doubta 
into the heart of Mehriman by telling him that the 
intentions of the Divan SAbeb were unknown, and

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that he might, ehy taking the side of thealin 
Siheb, bring trouble on all parties, This fear in 
polled Mehriaan Khawts to arrange an interview 
at Dhtiniio with Falph, Muluwumad, aml there 
concluded peaee with him. When the fmy ot 
Si¢riin approached, Mehrdmtn reeeded frony his 
agreement and informed him hy Jetter that as 
the business regarding whielehe lued invited his aid 
was fortunately terminated, he need not tube the 
troable of coming; avvuridingly he retuned, 

. Since the Vivian Siheln lad concluded the 
Regocintion himself, ho was unable to make any 
exense Lo Sivrhm, Tle therefore tool upon himsell 
to convoke the pitels of the neighbouring districts, 
and levying from them the money (to pay the 
army), Save it to Sivram Kamedin, Mehraumn 
XKhawis became still move displeased with the 
Divan Siheb than before, Accordingly the latter 
wentaway from Nagar, aud took wp his abode at 
Dhvol, whenee he carriod ona seuret correspond. 
ence with the Jam Siheb, 

Tn Sarbyab 1856 Mehrdimon Khawda took 
Jeave of this world after a short illness, Lut as 
his children were by a Mawahnin wonnn, they 
could not inherit his property, whieh was given 
to the sons of Dhawin Khawds, 7, ¢, Sanger and 
Prigii. They could not, however, remain in Nagar 
without molesiaiion; accordingly they betuok 
themselves to their jigir, which consisted of the 
three forts of Jodid, Hilambha, and Annan, with 
thirty-six villages. ‘Choy took with them all the 
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cash, but were unable to take with thém thousands 
of kalsis of jowéri which they had buried wider 
ground ; accordingly thay lost this. 

After these men had departed to {hese places, 
the Divan Saheb was off" politely invited to join 
them, but he always declined to dos, Ile gave _ 
this information also to the aythor who returned, 
to Nagar after haying accomplished half the 
journoy to dinigadh, and after reaching the 
fort, of Devrd, ag has bech already related in fhe 
account of Porbandaryrecorded in the description 
of it, The author's yousger brother Palpatririt 
was sent to Uarisingh the ftija [‘Thakor] &* 
Limbdi, between whose father Iarbhamji and the 
Diviin Amarji gront friendship existed, Sere he 
vemained eight months, until the Jim Saheb inyited 
the Divin Saheb in 2 most complimentary and 
kind way to his court, and gave him the pavganah 
of Rinptr in jagiv and enrolled him among the 
nobles of his State.

When the Jfm Saheb had satisfied his mind by 
the expulsion of Mehraman’s family, he marched 
with a large army to collect aspverd (horse-tax) 
both from the mahdls where it was usually levied 
and alsa from other mahéls whore this levy had 
not previously been mado, In Saivat 1857 he 
demolished the fort of Jasdan, Now the Navib 
Saheb Itmid Khan had despatched Joimifit

Khan Shirwfni and the Jamfdar Umar to Nagar 
a month previously, to invite the Divdu Saheb 
Raghdadthjt lo TAndgadh, and requested him to 
come speedily, Accowingly he went to that place 
[but through the evil advice of Karsaniitg 
Wanit and ‘Avambeg Chelé he was dismissed] 
cand returned again, bub the Navih patd his 
expenses, and restored him.his four hereditary 
villages. On his return, when the Divin Sitheb 
yeaghed the town of Dhordji, the Jim Saheb 
sent for him to join his army. We therefore 
advanced gpickly gnd joined the dim at the eamp 
“of Kaudui, and’ he levied from each village of 
Thiliwad ag Inrge a contribution as they could 
afford t6 pay, and he also sent a foree to the 
sGoghibitrah Parganah, which had never before 
heen subject to his exactions and extorted what 
‘he could, On his return ho displayed his vie. 
torious standards as far almost as the Girnty 
Mountain. Ifo collected a small tribute also from 
the villages of the KiAthis subject to Jruigadh, 
and he left a (hand in Jagdan, but it was unable 
tostay there, Le now returned joyful and sue 
eossful,

Now, since the Jim Sitheb wag much elated by 
the greatness of his army and the abundance of 
his treasure, he persuaded Marit) Khin and 
Fakir Muhammed Makrini, who were displeased

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Kauylorni, a dependency of Porbgndtr, in consi- 
deration ofa payment to them of alikh of jamis 
and bemg granted theire former service, bat in 
Sathvat 1864 Colonel Saheb Alexander Walker 
conquered it from him th two hours], and handed 
it over to the Rint Siltinji’s ministér, The eye 
of the age never saw and she car of the time 
never henda man more tive to his word or of 
such lofty courage and such beneficent views.

In Sathvat 1868 (A. D. 1813) an Arab without 
cause slew one of the Euglish- Sihebs and took 
refuge in the fort of Modpar, and the JAn\ Siheb, 
although strongly pressed and commanded, would 
not, ag ig customary with Rijds—jealous of their 
honour—suriender the man who had fled to him 
Tor protection, ‘ho English Government had 
therefore a strong reason for acting against him, 

Accordingly English troaps armved like waves 
of the stormy ocran, with Captain Carnac 
SAheh and Ganghdhar Shisti and Fatehsingh 
(hiokwid Send-Khas-khel Shamsher Bahdddey and 
Mir Silub Kanvilu'd-din Tsain, Mir Sartiias Ali 
Amm Sdheb and the Vivdu Vithaliao, and laid 
siege to Nagar.

In Swivat 1869, Fateh Midian crossed 
the Ran and came over with a monerous anny 
to Walir, Ou hearing this nows, the Jam 
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SAbpb called the Divin Saheb Reghdntthji from 
KAtiAnd to his aid, in order to oppose the enemy, 
Agreenbly to my brother's order, I, the author, set 
out at the head of 300 hase and foot and gone 
cannon, and by marelting continuously reached 
Nagar and encamped near the fort? The Jtm 
Saheb Jasiiji condesoended to epme to the author's 
tent and kindly praising hint, said aloud in the 
presence of the whole company —~ 
*O Ranchodji, 

‘Of Rastam I have heard, but you, I see,” 

Can, hearing, be ever like seeing? 

In this age, in which we meet with nothing 
but treachory, there is no man faithful except 
the Divan Raghtintth}i among my dependants, 
or who would jeopardize his lifein my‘service, 
Aal found no one worthy to undertake this 
diMeult negotiation, I have invited him td take it 
tn himgelf, ‘To-day the army of Fateh Myham. 
mad, which possesses thirteen cannons and other 
warlike engines, and it s{rength exceeds 20,000 
mon, will encamp in, and begin to devastate one of 
my crown parganahs, You should therefore set 
out at once and attack thom with your cavalry 
year Iarifnd, where they will not have the 
shelter of a fort.’ Accordingly, the author pro- 
nowuced the viotory-giving namo of Sankar, and 
mounted his charger, and encamped the same 
evening at WTaritnd, Meanwhile Fatch Muhams 
mad erected his standards at the distance of a 
kos, The Jant Sihob, liowever, had the foresight 
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to send me, Sithin tho space of Lo days, a yin- 
forcement of one thongand infantry and forty 
hundred cavalry with two canons, 

Some men at the court, howover, were onvious, 
and conceived thomaalves dishonoured by our 
reall; and Gokal Khawis, Gajaingh Jhila, and 
others brought neither arrows, gus, bullets,

Khawis and Gajasingh, v went forth with a select 
company of one hundred Turkish (Rami) infan. 
try and one hundred Masqitis at dawn and 
attacked the camp of tho enemy, who boing, ay 
it were, yot drowned in the sleop of carelessness, 
offered scarcely any resistance, and suffered onr 
muskets to be fired into the tents; when lo! 
Stndarji Khatri, Saudigar, who on account of his 
selling horges to the Jnglish was connected with 
them, and who as a resident of Kachh hail 
accompanied Fatch Muhammad, hung outa tag 
of truco! As soon aa Lhe firing had censed, he 
alighted from his carriage and produced a letter 
from the Resident of Bavodi, Carnac Saheb, whieh 
enjoined a cessation of hoxtilitios, I considered 
it incumbent upon me to,vbey go exalted an order, 
and Sdndarji obtained from mo a truce of three’ 
days as well aga promise af safety ax bo the life 
of Jamidiy Fateh Muhammad, and he agreed to

Fateh Muhammad was iin jeopardy, he was deter- 
mined to save his life by vulpine cunning, and 
thus obtained to aid him’the influence of Stindarji, 
who was the Dimnah of the period, snd the omler 
of the powerful English, Phen he borrowed: 
cclority fiom the lightning and fled in the moon- 
light, which is the foo of noeturnal thieves, without 
beat of drum. But the author followed (in spite of 
the prohibition of SQndirji) at his heels at the

The next day Colonel Cruchloy Sahelf arrived 
at the request of Pingalshi Bhit* aud Vithal Rito 
who camo with the army of the Ghekwfd, and 
pursued him nearly to Kottrit.’ Mere Patch 
Muhammad was, for his honow’s sake, obliged to 
fight, and after they had taken prisoners, some

As it is tho law of this porishing world that we 
must all abandon it with sorrow, so tho Jim Stheb 
Jasfiji doparted from it by g natural death on the 
Bth of Srdvan in Smbval 1870 (A,1, 1814), after 
"T reign of forty-six years, nine months, and nine 
days, fis younger brothor, by name SatAji, who 
had before this been offended with him and fled to 
the Khewlsos, and after thathnd taken vefige with

Thm Satiji was always sick, and alao had no 
children, and had a weal, focble body, AchhubA 
Rani, the widow of Jim Jasfiji, with much fore.

paid tivo lakhs of rupees on this account to the 
two Governments [the Gllekwid and ¢he English |,

Satiji made a will, testified to by the nobles 
of his State, that the KAmdhfr Jogjivan Devji, 
who had inherited this position éince sevral 
generations, should be confirnted in the post ; but * 
Motinim Bach, tho Nagars who aspired to it, 
with the consent of AchhubA Rani, threw obsta- 
cles in his way by exciting the Arab Jamigtrs 
of Masgit, who wera in the forts of Pardharj 
and Kandorniy to rebellion, through Wanif, Ans. 
dai ji, a vakil of Jdm Sataji, These men committed” 
great depredations and much confusion, ensued, 
bul Jagjivan, on tho strength of his “previous 
connections with the Divin SAheb Vithal Rio, , 
Nayib of the Gaekwid Government, requested him. 
to expel the Arabs from the abovernentioned two 
forts, and promised to pay his expenses, Accord~ 
ingly Vithal Rao began by introducing several 
Arab regiments into Nagar under the command of 
Bodar Khatri and othors, whilst Sfndarji Khatri, 
the Niyib of Ballantine Siheb, on the other 
hand, as well as the new Sibandis who had 
always been desirous of obtaining employment, 
all contributed to drain tho treasury of the 
Jim SAhob, and suceecded, on account of the 
misunderstanding between Jagjivan and Motirim, 
in emptying it. In fine, the Divinji Siheb Vithal 
Bho, and Ballantine Stheb and Stndarji Khati, 
on the agreement that their expenses should 
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be paid, joined (he Jam with about one thousind 
men. 

In Sathvat. 1872 thoy commenced, under the 
command of Tfondly Sirgh, to besicgo and batter 
the ferfof Kandorn’, Hoth Jagjivan and Motiram 

~ unafercifully ™ ‘aquandered the money which dit 
‘nol belong to them,? and after a protracted siege 
the Divdn Saheb Vithal Rao and Covind Rai 
mounted to chastise the-accursod MasqAtis, who 
foo¥ahly, miscaleulating treiry strength, issued 
forth and commenecd a ,mueketry fire, and wero 
Agnoranttht.t “the monkey who plays with the lion 
will defile the ground with his own blood.’ When 
a large yumber of the accursed ones wore drawn 
up inorder of battle, the victorious army of the 
English ‘and Vithal Rio attacked them Hko a 
sudden misfortune, aud dashed them beneath the 
iron hoofs of the horsemen, and by tho thrusta of 
their buckler-piercing swords sent them to hell, 
They who escaped from the sword begged for 
quarter, and surrendered tho forls to the servants 
of the Jim Siheb, After concluding this affair, 
the army marched to Pardhart and expelled the 
Masgiti Arabs from thoneo, hoy, however, took 
refuge in the fort of Jodi, with Sangram Khawha, 
The Jim Siheb who had Jong been seeking a cause 
of offence against Sangrilin Khaw s, madothoshel- 
ter of Lhese rebels his oxense, and tho English and 
Giekwad armies xeached tho place in tho middle of 
the rainy season. S(ndarji, whose fortuno was in 
the ascendant, and whose patron was Ballantine 
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SAAeb, consulted with the RAsi Achhubt, and 
collected an army to wrest the tilfkiis from the 
Khawasos, and agreed % pay 8} lilchs of rupees 
for the aid of the Englisharmy, which sum was 
to be phyable by cight instalments. Whew tho 
army arrived near the fort of Jorlit, Sang?im 
Khawis and the garrison were alarmed at the 
shining muskets and waving banners, and lost 
licavt, Sangrim, pale ayd trembling, came quick- 
ly to the Commander of the army, and askednfor 
quarter, and surrendered the fort with all ig 
artillery and ammunition, and ofl his pryperty, hay 
his family departed under British protection 
to Morbi, Afterwards, however, by bribing the 
English officers of Barodd and making fiends 
with Stindarji Khatri and the Divi Shhob, 
Vithal Rao, Saugram obtained the pargaiah of 
Ambran in jagir from the Jam Saheb, who was 
compelled to givo it, whother he liked or not. 
SAndorji Khatri, who was’the agent and Nayib of 
the English, obtained the farm of the parganah 
of Jodit-Balambhi for one lakh and fifteen 
thousand jimis, whereas its revenue exeeods two 
and a half ifkhs, for on term of cight years, 
This favour he obtninod through the intervention. 
of Motirim, who was jealous of Jagjivan Devji, 
who was a connection of the author's, and who 
obtained for himself the towns of Réwal and 
Asodar, the revenue whereof amounts Lo sixty 
thousand jimis, When the English army re- 
tuned, Sadndorji and Ballantine SAheb, on the 
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rh ae ee 
preteiice of inquizing into tho bad government of 
the Navanagar Stato, returngd and aden false 
accusation againal Jngjivan Devji, between whom 
and Motivtim there was,nuch enmity, and henco 
Jagjivan was much annoyed and fell sick?

Pargannh. But in Saritvat 18380 Barnwell Siheb 

beconting himself responsible for the payment of 

-this sump handed over that parganah to Tanardj 
Seth; but when Barnwoll SAhob left this country 
with a sad heart on account of theloss of his wile, 
whom he loved dearor than life, Wilson Sitheb, 
who reniained but a aftort time in power, was 
inimical to me, because I aided the Navdb in all 
matters and opposed (ie management of the 
Khatris and the Jhdlts, who were protected by 
him, Wo therefore wrote what ho pleased in the 
tocords, and then left. After him Ulnne Stheb, 
who had cotton in his cura towards the voice of 
justice, rejeoted my alaim for my monoy, which 
amounted to nearly cight Idkha of jamis, and 
caused mo great loss, Aud he, not regarding 
the pledgo of the English Government, abased 
Wwhomsocver Barnwell SAheb had oxalted, In 
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Soyhvat 1876, on the ehddasi-day (Cleventh ‘of tho 
light half) of the month of Philgtin, the Jim 
Siheb Satiji departedato the next world. The 
longth of his reign was 5,yenrs and 6 months and 
fifteerr days, and he was suececded by Jims Ran- 
millji, son of Jidejt Jashji, and thé adopted? son , 
of the Jam Saheb Jasiji, 
Jiate RanmAnsr. 

In Gathvat 1880 Barnwell Stheb, who was a 
man able to appreciate respectable persons fagur- 
ably disposed towerds tho Government of the 
Company Bahfdir, and who mueln resembled, , 
Alexander Walker in this matter, in order to keep: 
under subjection tho Jim Stheb Ranmilji, who 
was ty impetuous young man, impatient df any 
kind of restraint, conferred the farm of the whole, 
country of Nagar for a poriod of ton years for an 
annual sum of seventeen IAKhs and thirty thou- 
sand jAimis upon Tansrij Seth, nephew of Sndarji 
Khatri, who had already a claim of twenty-six 
lakhs of jmis against this State; but afterwards, 
m account of the disagreement of both parties, and 
on aacount of the disapproval pf Wilson Siheb 
and Blane Siheb, the contrast wns annulled by 
the Jim Sttheb without considering the seal of 
the English guarantee, but following tho advice 
af counsellors like minded with himself, thus he 
diasalved the farm and dismissed Lansraj. 

After the deparjnre of Wilson Sitheb, wha 
was not worthy to govern, and knew not black 
from white, Blane Saheb carried on matters con 
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trary to the ubnges of previons mlora (? Politignl

~dialf of the month of Mifnn, the wedding of the 
“Jam SAhob Ranmafji with the daughter of Riwal 
Wajesingh, the Raja of Bhavnagar, was celebrated 
with greet pomp. Gold was given freely, colowr 
-ivas scattered, and largesses bostowed, At the 
invitation of the Jim SAheh, the author sent to 
the wedding his children Lakhmisankay, San- 
karparstd, Manigankar, and Revidantar, with 
50 sowtrs, and they wore highly delighted.

city of Dwi ka in that island and diyelt there, After

Boyt, and several bravemen of the English troops 
landed and made an asstult, bot by the aid of ri 
Dwirkiniith they were unsuccessful and retired, 
But thoy burned all the piraticn! ernft of both 
DwirkA and Boyt, in which piracies wero con. 
stantly committed, At tlint time the author hap. 
pened to go ona pilgrimnge lo Bri Ranchod Rai 
with @ caravan of sixty wagons and one hundred 
sowhrs, Mild Manik and VairsiMAnik camo as far 
as GOrgadh lo meet him, and showed him many 
civilitios ; and at Dwivkt the vakily of Biwi 
Shdirim, the manager of the temples of Trikumji 
and Lakhmiji, eame to invito him, so the anthor 
wont to Boyt in a ship, and thero paid his 
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vows,lo Sri Ranchod Rai, “Trikayn Rai, Madha
